No.  1. 
AN  ACT 


To  am^nd  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  providicgfor 
the  claaaificatioii  of  real  estate  and  other  property  for  purposes 
of  taxation;  and  for  the  election  of  assessors,  and  presoribinf? 
the  duties  thereof  in  cities  of  the  second  class,''  approved  the 
seventh  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-five,  malcing  the  board  of  assessors  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five. 

S(H-tu>n  1.  Be  it  enacted,  rfc,  That  tihip  fti^st  secfioii 
kA  an  act.  entitled  "An  art  iH-ovidinjj  for  the  clasftifica 
tmn  of  real  instate  and  other  |>i'o])ert y  for  purposes  of 
taxation;  and  for  the  election  of  aRsessors,  and  pre- 
scribinjr  the  duties  thereof  in  cities  of  the  second 
class,"  approved  the  seventh  day  of  June,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eiphl  hundr^Hl  and  ninety  five, 
wliich  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d'c .  That  the  citv  councils  «;««'*•"»  l^^^ ;/  ^ 
of  any  city  of  the  second  class  shall,  at  the  expiration  for amemiment 
of  tlie  tenn«  of  office  of  the  present  board  of  assessors 
of  said  cities,  and  every  third  year  thereafter,  elect 
five  residents  of  said  city  as  a  board  of  assessors  to 
make,  revise  or  alter  assessments  of  all  mibjects  of  tax- 
ation for  taxation  for  city  purposes,  who  shall  serve 
for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  Monday  of 
April  next  ensninji:  such  election  and  until  their  sue 
cpssors  shall  be  duly  chosen  and  qualified:  councils 
shall,  at  the  time  of  their  election  desi^ate  one  of 
such  assessors  as  chief  assessor,  and  each  of  them 
shall  receive  svtchi  annual  salary  as  may  be  provided 
by  law.  Ruch  assessors  shall  immediately  after  their 
election  be  severally  sworn  or  affirmed  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  perform  the  duties  pertaining  to  their 
ofBce.  Any  vacancy  occurrinjr  in  such  board  by  death.

To  aiiiofid  section  four  of  an  act  approved  July  second.  eiKlfCeen 
hundred  and  thirty-nine,  entitled  *'An  act  to  provide  for  the 
election  of  prothonotaries,  clerks,  recorders  and  registers,"  pro- 
viding the  manner  of  filling  such  offices  in  case  of  death  or 
vacancy. 

Section  1.  B**  if  enactM,  rfc,  That  section  four  of 
an  act  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-nine,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  election 
of  prothonotaries,  clerks,  recorders  and  registers/' 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  That  whenever  any  vacancy  occurs  in 
any  of  the  said  offices,  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
proper  county,  shall,  at  the  next  annual  election 
thereafter,  elect,  for  the  terra  of  three  years,  a  succes- 
sor to  fill  the  said  vacancy,  in  the  same  manner,  as  is 
hereinbefore  provided  in  other  cases,"  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:

Section  1.  B^  it  enacted,  rfc,  That  the  second  and 
third  sections  of  an  act,  passed  the  thirteenth  day  of 
April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  burgess 
and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Sharpsburg,  Alle 
gheny  county,  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax,  not  exceeding 
fifteen  mills  on  the  dollar,  on  the  assessed  county  valu 
ation  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
suty-ei^rht^  and  annually  thereafter,  and  changing  the 
manner  of  collecting  the  taxes  in  said  borough/'  which

before  the  first  day  of  August,  a  deduction  of  five  per 
centum  shall  be  made;  if  paid  after  the  first  day  of 
August  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  no 
deduction  shall  be  made;  and  all  of  said  taxes  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  November  and  on  or  before  the 
thirty-first  of  December,  an  additional  five  per  c^itum 
shall  be  added  thereto  and  made  payable  thereon;  and 
if  any  of  said  taxen  remain  unpaid  after  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  then  an  addition  of  five  per  centum 
shall  be  added  thereto  and  collectible  thereon;  said 
five  per  centum  to  be  allowed  for  collecting  all  such  as 
hereafter  provided." 

"Section  :i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of 
the  aforesaid  borough  to  receive  all  aforesaid  taxes 
and  receipt  for  the  same,  and  shall,  on  the  first  day  or 
within  the  first  week  of  October  annually,  j^ive  notic-e 
by  written  handbills  in  not  less  than  five  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  borough,  to  all  persons  who  may 
have  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  their  aforesaid  taxes, 
requiring  all  such  delinquents  to  pay  the  same  on  or 
hefon*  the  first  day  of  November  following;  if  not,  five 
per  centum  will  be  added  thereto  and  made  payable 
(hereon:  Provided,  The  same  be  paid  on  or  before 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  following;  if  the 
amount  thereof  be  not  paid  at  the  last  mentionHJ  date, 
then  an  addition  of  five  per  centum  shall  be  added 
thereto  and  collectible  thereon;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  treasurer  to  issue  his  warrant  for  col- 
l(*(tion  within  five  days  after  the  aforesaid  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  directed  to  the  constable  of  said  bor- 
ough, or  some  other  qualified  voter  thereof,  having 
first  obtained  security  for  the  performance  of  his  duty, 
requiring  said  collector  to  collect  all  such  sums  as  said 
delinquents  may  stand  charged  with  according  to  the 
general  law  for  the  collecting  of  all  such  taxes;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  treasurer  of  said  borough  to 
retain  as  his  compensation  for  service  three  per  cen- 
tum on  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by  him  in  be- 
half of  said  borough,''  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re 
pealed.

To  amend  8e«*tioii  ei|^litof  an  act,  entitled  '^A  supplement  to  the 
act  enUtied  an  act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  new  prison  and 
a  debtors*  apartment  within  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia, 
and  for  the  sale  of  the  county  prison  in  Walnut  street  in  said 
city,'*  approved  April  fourteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-five,  so  far  as  it  provides  that  •*  none  but  official 
Tisitors  shall  have  any  communication  with  the  convict**,'* 
amending  the  same  by  requiring  the  consent  of  tlia  Board  of 
Prison  Inspectors  before  any  person  shall  vihU  the  convicts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  Ac,  Tliat  so  much  of  sec-  vmn  ot 
tion  eight  of  an  act,  entitled  "A  supplement  to  the  act  Ji^ed^^fir '  ttmlnd 
entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
prison  and  a  debtors'  apartment  within  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia,  and  for  the  sale  of  the  county 
prison  in  Walnut  street  in  said  city,  approved  April 
fourteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hnndpenJ  and  thirty- 
five,"  which  reads  as  follows:  "None  but  the  official 
visitors  shall  have  any  communication  with  the  con 
victs  nor  shall  any  visitor  whatever  be  permitted  to 
deliver  or  to  receive  from  any  of  the  convicts  or  other 
person  confined,  any  letter  or  message  whatever,  or 
to  sapply  them  with  any  articles,  excepting  such  let 
ters  or  messages  to  or  from  pers^s  confined  for  trial 
as  may  be  first  submitted  or  communicated  to  the 
superintendent  or  one  of  the  prison  inspectors  and  ap 
proved  by  them  or  either  of  them,  under  the  penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars  fine,  to  be  recovered  as  here 
inbefore  provided  for  other  fines  imposed  by  this  act," 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

None  but  the  official  visitors  shall  have  any  com-   vuiu..,rofciiovicu 
munication  with  the  convicts,  except  by  authority  of  »^^«»>"««<* 
the  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors  who  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  permit  visits  to  prisoners  after  sentence 
in  their  discretion,  nor  shall  any  visitor  whatever  be 
permitted  to  deliver  or  to  receive  from  any  of  the  con- 
victs or  other  persons  confined  any  letter  or  message 
whatever,  or  to  supply  them  with  any  article,  except- 
ing such  letters  or  messages  to  and  from  persons  con- 
fined for  trial  as  may  be  first  submitted  or  communi 
cated  to  the  superintendent  or  one  of  the  inspectors 
and  approved  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  under  the 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  fine  to  be  recovered   pena  ty 
as  hereinbefore  provided  for  other  fines  imposed  by 
the  act.

AN  ACT 

To  atitliorize  the  courts  of  quarter  sessions  to  declare  the  seats  of 
counHlinen  in  boroughs  vacant  when  they  fail  to  organize  for 
ten  days  after  the  beginning  of  their  term,  and  to  fill  the  vacan 
cies  so  made. 

Section  1.  B**  it  enacted,  rfc .  That  if  the  council  of 
any  borough  in  this  Commonwealth  shall  fail  to  or^^an- 
ize  for  the  transaction  of  business  within  ten  days 
after  the  time  fixed  bj  law  for  said  organization  to  be 
made,  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper 
county,  upon  complaint  in  writing  of  any  ten  taxable 
citizens  of  the  borough  sworn  to  by  five  of  the  signers 
thereof,  shall  issue  a  rule  to  show  cause  upon  the  de- 
linquents why  his  or  their  seats  should  not  be  de- 
«lared  vacant,  returnable  not  less  than  five  days  there- 
after, and  on  due  proof  of  such  failure  having  been 
made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  it  may  declare 
the  seats  of  delinquent  councilmen  of  the  said  bor 
ough  vacant  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead  until 
the  next  borough  election.

To  provide  for  the  pay  and  mileage  of  coroners  for  viewing  a  dead 
body  where  no  inquest  is  held. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enart^dy  cfcc,  That  wheutver  the 
coroner  shall  have  been  called  and  views  a  dead  body 
and  decides  that  no  inquest  is  necessary,  he  shall  cer- 
tify and  return  this  fact  as  inquests  are  now  returned; 
and  for  such  services  life  shall  receive  the  same  fee 
and  mileage  as  is  now  allowed  by  law  for  such  view 
whini  followed  by  an  inquest;  said  fee  and  mileage  to 
be  paid  as  provided  by  law  where  an  inquest  is  held.

AN  ACT 

Making  constables  of  townships  ex-olticio  fire  wardens  for  ibe 
extinction  of  forest  tiras,  and  for  reporting  to  the  court  of  quar- 
ter sessions  violations  of  the  laws  for  the  protection  of  forests 
from  fire,  prescribing  the  duties  of  such  fire  wardens  and  their 
punishment  for  failure  to  perform  the  same,  and  empowering 
them  to  require,  under  penalty,  the  assistance  of  other  persons 
in  the  extinction  of  such  fires. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  Ac,  That  en  and  after 
the  first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  the  constables  of  the 
various  townships  of  the  Commonwealth  sh;ill  Imj  rx- 
offido  fire  wardens,  ^''hose  duty  it  shall  be,  when  fire 
is  disooYered  in  the  forests  withi?i  their  resjiective 
townships,  immediately  to  take  such  measures  as  are 
necessary  for  its  extinction,  and  to  this  end  to  have 
authority  to  call  upon  any  person  or  persons  within 
their  respective  townships  for  assistance;  the  said 
fire  wardens  to  receive  fifteen  'liS)  cents  per  hour,  and 
the  persons  so  asmsting  twelve  (12)  cents  per  hour,  as 
(•ompen«ati(m  for  their  services;  the  expense  thereof 
shall  be  paid,  one-half  out  of  the  tieasnry  of  the  re- 
spective county,  and  the  remainiuj?  half  of  said  ex- 
pense shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  into  the 
treasury  of  said  county,  out  of  moneys  not  other^vise 
appropriated,  upon  warrant  from  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral, but  no  such  warrant  shall  be  drawn  until  the 
respective  county  commissioners  shall  have  lirat  fur- 
nished, under  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral, a  written  itemized  statement  of  such  expense, 
and  until  the  same  is  approved  by  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral: Provided,  That  no  county  shall  be  'iable  to  pay 
for  this  purpose,  in  any  one  year,  an  amount  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  being  called  upon  by  the 
fire  warden  of  his  township  to  furnish  assistai'ce  in 
extinguishing  forest  fires,  as  provided  in  section  one, 
shall,  without  reasonable  cause,  refuse  to  render  such 
assistance,  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  pay  a  i5ne  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars,  or  undergo  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Section  3.  The  fire  wardens  of  each  township 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  shall,  in  the  lirst  week 
of  each  term  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  their 
respective  counties,  make  returns  to  said  court,  under 
»>ath  oi'  affirmation,  of  all  violations  occurring  within 
their  respective  townships,  which  may  come  op  be 
brought  to  their  notice,  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  any 
law  now  enacted,  or  hereafter  to  be  enacted,  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting:  forests  from  fire,  and  it  shall  be 
the  special  duty  of  the  judge  of  «aid  co  irt  to  see  these

warden  to  comply  with  this  provision,  or  if  it  be 
found  upon  examination  or  inquiry  by  said  ocmrt 
that  any  fire  warden  has  either  wilfully  or  negligently 
omitted  to  report  all  such  violation  occurring  within 
his  township,  or  having  failed  to  perform  his  duty  as 
set  forth  in  section  one  of  this  act,  such  fi#e  warden 
or  constable  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  wilfully  or  neg- 
ligently making  a  false  return,  or  neglect  of  duty,  aTid 
the  court  shall  suspend  him  from  office  and  direct  the 
district  attorney  to  indict  and  try  him,  and  if  found 
guilty,  he  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  and  undergo  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
three  months,  both  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Section -4.  The  term  forest  herein  used  shall  not, 
for  the  purposes  of  this  bill,  be  held  to  include  an  area 
of  timber  land  or  brush  land  of  less  than  fifty  acres  in 
HXtent,  unless  such  said  area  shall,  by  proximity  t<» 
otlier  timber  land,  be  liable  to  convey  fire  to  an  area 
of  brush  land  or  timber  land  containing  at  least  fifty 
acres.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  for  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  the  several  school  districts  of  this  Commonwealth, 
except  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  cla«s/'  approved  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-five,  authorizing  school  districts  to  aid  ftree 
puinic  libraries  otherwise  established. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enfxcted,  dtc.  That  in  any  school 
district,  except  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class, 
wherein  there  is  or  shall  hereafter  be  established, 
otherwise  than  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to 
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which  this  is  a  supplement,  a  free  non-sectarian  public 
library,  the  school  directors,  board  or  organization 
having  control  of  the  common  schools  of  said  district 
may,  instead  of  establishing  another  public  library 
and  providing  for  it«  government,  extend  aid  to  such 
library  on  such  terms  as  to  control  and  management 
as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  the  managers  thereof 
and  the  school  authorities,  and  for  that  purpose  may 
levy  the  taxes  provided  for  in  the  act  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement  in  the  manner  provided  therein. 

Smtion  2.  The  managers  of  any  public  library  re- 
ceiving aid  under  this  act  shall  annually  report  to  the 
school  board  furnishing  such  aid  an  account  of  thr* 
expenditure  of  the  money  so  received,  under  the  oath 
of  the  managers  or  their  secretary  and  treasurer,  and 
such  account  shall  be  subject  to  the  jurisdictfon  of  the 
auditors  by  whom  the  accounts  of  the  school  board 
are  audited  in  like  manner  as  their  accounts.

AN  ACT 

Aatborizing  the  purchase  by  the  Commonwealth  of  unseated  lands 
for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  for  the  pnrpose  of  creating  a  State 
Foreet  Reserration. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dkc,  That  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eijfht  hundred  sind  iiiiiHy-eij?lit,  wliPiiever  jmv  mi 
seated  lands  within  this  Commonwealth  shall,  under 
existing  laws,  become  liable  to  sale  by  the  respectivp 
roiinty  treanuTprsor  t'h'e  (M)uiify  eonimi^Hi oners  for  non 
payment  of  taxes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  treasur- 
ers and  commimoners  to  publish  a  notice  once  a  week 
for  six  successive  weeks  in  at  least  two  newspapers  of 
general  circulation  within  the  county  in  which  the 
lands  lie,  and  if  two  newspapers  be  not  pnblislied  in 
said  county,  then  in  one  newspaper  in  or  nearest  to 
the  same,  which  notice  shall  contain  the  nam^^s  of 
the  owners  when  known,  the  warrant  numbers,  names 
of  warrantees  when  knowTi,  tlie  nuimbei*  of  acres  con 
tained  in  each  tract,  the  towmjhlp  in  which  the  ^-•m,^ 
is  located,  and  the  sums  due  upon  eadh  tract  for 
taxes;  and  further  to  mail  to  the  Seeretarr  of  Agricul- 
ture and  the  Conmviseioner  of  Forestry  each,  ten  copies 
of  such  printed  advertisement  immediately  upon  the 
publication  thereof. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ornimi-ssioner 
of  Forestry  to  inquire  into  and  examine  the  location 
and  character  of  the  lands  so  advertised,  and  if  in  his 
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judgment  tho  siuiio  are  so  located  and  are  of  such  a 
character  as  to  make  them  desirable  to  the  Oammon- 
wealth  for  the  purpose  of  creating  and  iiiaiutaiaing  a 
Forestry  Reservation,  lie  shall  have  power,  at  liis  dis- 
cretion, to  purchase*  an}'  such  lands  for  and  in  beliulf 
of  the  Commonwealth  at  such  tax  salep,  subject  to  the 
right  of  redemption  under  existiti!^  law«:  ProAidf^d 
however,  That  the  bid  made,  and  the  price  piiid  for 
said  lands,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  taxes 
for  the  non-payment  of  which  the  same  are  being  sold, 
and  the  costs.  For* all  purchases  so  made  in  behalf  of 
the  Commonwealth,  the  Auditor  General  shall  draw 
Jiis  warrant  ujwn  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  order  of 
the  county  treasurer,  upon  certificate  filed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Forestry  with  the  said  Auditor  (Sen- 
eral.  »• 

Section  3.  In  the  event  of  redemption  of  *ud  lands, 
the  redemption  money  paid  shall  be  remitted  to  the 
State  Treasurer  by  the  county  treasurer,  with  a  state 
ment  describing  the  tract  of  land  so  redeemed. 

Section  4.  The  title  to  all  lands  so  purchased,  and 
not  n*deemed  after  the  expiration  of  the  liim*  ]iuiit<Hi 
for  redemption,  shall  be  taken  as  vested  in  the  Com- 
monwealth to  the  same  extent,  and  with  like  effect  as 
though  such  purchase  had  been  made  by  an  individual 
at  such  sale,  and  the  county  treasurer  shall  certify  to 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  lists  of  all  lands  pur 
chased  in  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  and  not  re 
deemed  within  the  time  limited  for  such  redemption, 
with  a  description  of  each  tract  as  required  by  section 
one  of  this  act,  and  thereafter  such  lands  shall  not  be 
subject  to  further  taxation  while  the  same  ai*e  owned 
by  the  Commonwealth.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  keep  a  record  in  a  book, 
to  be  especially  provided  for  that  purpose,  of  all  tlie 
lands  so  acquii^  by  the  Commonwealth,  with  full 
description  of  each  tract,  the  character  of  the  same, 
the  date  of  punhase.  the  price  paid,  when  the  title 
bpcame  absolute,  or  if  redeemed,  the  date  of  i-edemp- 
tion. 

Section  5.  The  lands  so  acquired  by  the  Common- 
wealth shall  be  under  the  conti^l  and  miana«rt*'»»**nt  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  but  assigned  to  the 
oare  of  the  Division  of  Forestry,  and  shall  become 
part  of  a  forestry  reservation  system,  having  in  view 
the  preservation  of  the  water  supply  at  the  sourin^s 
of  the  rivers  of  the  State,  and  for  the  protection  of 
the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  and  their  property 
from  destructive  floods. 

Section  6.  All  acts  and  paHs  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Providing  for  tUe  creation  and  regulation  ot  municipal  liens,  and 
tbeproeeedings  for  the  collection  thereof,  in  the  several  boroughs 
of  this  state. 

Section  1.     Bt  it  enacted^  dec,   That  whenever  bere-  wueie  council  of 
tofore  the  council  of  any  incorporated  borough  of  tbia  quired  p»?"tru>  be 
State  has  required   by  ordinance  and  caused  to  be  UTe^eiJiron*^^'' 
payed,  curbed  or  macadamized  with  brick,  st:one  or 
other  suitable  material,  any  public  street  or  thorough- 
fare, or  is  now  causing  such  paving  or  macadamizing 
pursuant  to  such  ordinance,  but  owing  to  some  defect 
in  the  petition  or  other  proceeding  necessary  under 
existing  law  to  give  jurisdiction  to  such  council,  or 
for  any  other  reason,  the  cost  of  such  improvement  or 
a^  petition  thereof  cannot  be  legally  assessed  upon  the 
property  bounding  or  abutting  upon  the  streets  im- 
proved, as  was  contemplated  by  the  act  or  acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  under  which  the  improvement  was 
attempted  to  be  made.     Now   by   this  act   such  im- 
provwnents  are  made  valid  and  binding,* and  the  coun 
ril  of  sudh  incorporated  borough  may  cause  the  prop- 
erty bounding  or  abutting  upon  the  street  or  thorough 
fai*e.  upon  whieh  the  improvement  has  been  made,  or 
is  now  being  made;  to  be  asKessed  with  such  a  portion 
of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  as  is  contemplated 
by  the  law  under  which  the  improvement  was  made 
or  is  now  being  made;  such  assessment  shall  be  a  lien 
apon  the  property  assessed.    The  lien  shaJl  date  from  "«***"  '^^  property 
the  completion  of  the  improvement  for  which  the  as- 
sessment is  made,  and  shaJl  remain  a  lien  until  fully 
paid  and  satisfied:    Provided,    That  a  writ  of  scire  proviso 
facias  is  issued  to  revive  the  same  during  every  period 
of  five  years  after  a  lien  is  filed  as^  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Section  2.  The  council  of  any  incorporated  borough 
of  this  State,  entitled  to  a  lien  under  this  act,  shall  file  prmionJ!l«V' 
a  Ken  therefor  in  the  oflice  of  the  prothonotary  of  the 
county  within'  which  the  property  lies,  within  six 
months  after  the  completion  of  the  work  where  the 
improvement  is  now  in  progress,  or  within  six  months 
after  the  approval  of  this  act  where  the  improvement 
is  \H)w  completed;  such  lien  shall  state  the  iiaine  of  comentB uf  nen 
the  pairty  claimant  which  shall  be  the  corporate  name 
of  the  borough  making  the  improvement,  the  name  of 
the  owner  or  reputed  owner  of  the  property  assessed, 
a  reasonable  description  of  the  property  assessed,  the 
amount  or  sum  claimed  to  be  due,  which  shall  include 
interest  on  the  assessment  from  the  completion  of  the 
improvement,  for  what  improvement  the  claim  is 
made,  the  date  of  its  completion,  the  date  of  the  as 
sessment  for  which  the  lien  is  filed.    Such  lien,  when 
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SO  filtni,  shall  be  prima  fa<»ie  evidence  of  all  inatterB 
tlierein  set  forth,  and  of  the  right  of  the  borougb  to 
recover  the  amount  therein  Claimed  to  be  due,  to- 
gether with  interest  from  the  date  of  filing  the 
lien,  costs  and  an  attorney's  commission  of  five  per 
centum  for  collecting. 

Section  X  The  lien  when  so  filed,  shall  be  proceeded 
upon  for  collection  by  writ  of  scire  facias.  The  said 
writ  shall  be  made  returnable  to  the  monthly  or  other 
return  days  in  the  respective  courts,  and  shall  be 
served  upon  the  owner  or  reputed  owner,  personally 
or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof,  duly  attested,  with  an 
adult  member  of  his  family  or  of  the  family  in  which 
he  resides,  at  least  ten  days. before  the  return  day 
thereof.  If  the  owner  of  the  property  cannot  be  found 
or  has  no  residence  within  the  county  in  which  the 
property  lies,  the  sheriff  shall,  thereupon,  return  the 
said  writ  nihil,  and  tliereupon  an  alias  scire  facias 
m«y  issue  which  shall  be  served  by  notice  posted  upon 
tho  pivniises,  stating  the  substance  of  the  writ,  at 
least  ten  days  prior  to  the  return  day,  and  also  by  ad- 
vertisement fn  at  least  two  newspapers  publi^ed  in 
the  county,  in  which  the  premises  are  located,  once 
a  week  for  three  successive  weeks.  Such  posting  and 
publication  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  service. 

Section  4.  If  the  wiit  shall  have  been  served,  and 
no  appeai-ancx?  entered  on  or  before  the  return  day 
thereof,  the  plaintiff  therein  shall  be  entitled  to  judg- 
ment after  the  return  day  thereof  for  the  debt,  inter- 
est, rosts  and  attorney's  commission.  If  an  appear- 
ance be  entered,  the  plaintiff  shall  also  be  entitled  to 
judgment,  unless  a  sufficient  aflidavit  of  defense  be 
filed  within  fifteen  days  after  the  return  day.  If  such 
aflQdavit  be  filed,  the  cause  shall  be  proceeded  with  in 
accordance  with,  the  rules  of  law  and  the  practice  of 
the  courts. 

Section  5.  When  final  judgment  shall  have  been  en 
tered  upon  such  lien,  tlie  plaintiff  therein  may  have  a 
writ  of  levari  facias,  and,  upon  the  same,  the  sheriff 
shall  cause  the  said  property  to  be  advertised  for  sale, 
iii.al  least  two  newspapers  of  the  proper  county,  omt» 
a  week  for  three  weeks  before  the  day  of  sale,  and 
sliall  also  give  notice  by  at  least  ten  handbills  posted 
in  conspicuous  places,  one  of  which  shall  be  x>osted 
upon  the  property,  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  and 
thereupon  shall  proceed  to  s<^l  th(»  same.  Th(»  place 
of  sale  shall  be  the  sheriff's  oflflce.  The  proceeds  of 
sale  shall  be  distributed  according  to  law. 

SiHition  6.  The  term  owner,  or  reputed  owner,  as 
used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  any  person  or  persons  in 
f»pen,  peaceable  and  notorious  possession  of  property; 
remainder  men,  or  other  persons  interested  in  expec- 
taincy,  not  having  been  heard,  and  afgrieved  by  sn^A 
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final  judgment,  opon  petition  presented  to  the  propm'  JJj***pilJ,^°*"* "•'' 
coart,  may  have  the  judgment  opened  at  any  time  be- 
fore sale  of  the  property,  and  they  allowed  to  defend, 
wlien,  in  the  judgment  of  the  court,  sudi  opening  is 
necessary  to  secure  justice  to  all  parties.  Sale  of  the  ic<r«otof  Mie 
property  shall  preclude  all  persons  from  setting  up 
anything  contrary  to  the  record. 

Section  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  taken  to  re-  Rwhiot  «i.i>*«i 
strict  the  right  of  either  plaintiff,  or  defendant,  in 
proceeding  under  it  to   appeal  as  in  other  caaes. 

Section  8.  Any  person  owning  property  against 
which  a  lien  is  filed  under  this  act  may^  at  any  time, 
l^esent  a  petition  to  the  proper  court  praying  that  the 
claimant  in  such  lien  be  eorapelled  to  proceed  for  the 
collection  thereof,  and  thereupon  the  court  shall  make 
such  order  as  the  justice  of  the  case  may  require.

buildings,  and  for  the  payment  of  trurjtees'  expenses, 
architect's  commissions,  superintendent's  salary,  sal- 
aries for  help  for  cleaning  and  caring  of  buildings 
until  occupancy,  placing  fixtures  and  furniture  in  posi 
tioii,  et  cetera,  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
ranch  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
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For  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  removal  of  no. ooo  for  removing 
feeble  minded  children  from  the  institution  at  Elwyn,  nancT'ete. 
Pennsylvania,  to  this  institution,  and  for  maintenance 
of  the  institution,  in  addition  to  the  one  hundred  and 
Heventy-five  dollars,  per  capita,  per  annum,  appropri- 
ated under  the  act  of  July  third,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary.

institution  shall  have  made,  under  oath,  to  the  Audi- 
tor General,  a  report  accompanied  by  vouchers  con- 
taining a  specifically  itemized  statement  of  the  cost   itemited siate- 
of  the  items  herein  authorized  and  expenses  of  said  "*"* 
institution,  with  the  cash  balance  on  hand,  and  the 
same  is  approved  by  him  and  the  State  Treasurer,  nor 
imlil  the  TreasuNM*  shall  have  sulTioient  money  in  the

To  amend  section  two  of  an  act,  entitled  **Au  act  to  regulate  ibe 
numner  of  increasing  the  indebtedness  of  municipaUties,  to  pro- 
vide for  tiie  redemption  of  the  same,  and  to  impose  penalties  for 
tlie  Uleg^  increase  thereof,**  approved  the  twentieth  day  of 
April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sevent^- 
foar,  abolishing  the  restriction  that  the  tax  levied  to  pay  mu- 
nicipal indebtedness  shall  be  equal  to  eight  per  centum  of  the 
mmount  ot  saoh  increased  debt,  and  providing  for  the  method  of 
assessing  and  levying  a  tax  for  the  payment  of  the  principa*  and 
interest  when  the  bonds  become  due,  and  the  form  of  statement 
to  be  filed. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.  That  section  two  of  8«ciiod2.  Actof 
an  act  gf  Assembly,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  tS/Hi^^dSeD^^'^ 
manner  of  increasing  the  indebtedness  of  municipali- 
ties, to  provide  for  the  redemption  of  the  same,  ani  to 
impose  penalties  for  the  illegal  increase  thereof,'*  ap 
proved  the  twentieth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  out- 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  which  reads 
as  follows :  ''That  any  county,  city,  borough,  school  dis- 
trict, or  other  municipality  or  incorporated  district 

2  Laws 
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may  incur  debt,  or  increase  its  indebtedness  to  an 
amount  in  tbe  aggregate  not  exceeding  two  per 
centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty therein,  as  fixed  and  detennined  by  the  last  pre- 
ce^ng  assessed  valuation  thereof;  and  the  corporate 
authorities  of  such  municipality  may  by  a  vote  ther'M)f, 
duly  recorded  upon  its  minutes,  authorize  and  direct

Section  2.  The  said  Commissioners  shall,  with  the 
least  possible  delay,  advise  with  and  employ  an  archi- 
tect or  architects  and  adopt  plans  for  the  construction 
of  said  building,  and  such  other  buildings  to  be  erected 
in  the  future  as  may  be  necessary  for  Executive  and 
Departmental  purposes,  and  procure  full  and  complete 
specifications  of  all  work  and  material  necessary  for 
the  construction  and  completion  of  said  new  Capitol 
building  in  accordance  with  said  plan,  which  specifiea 
tions  shall  designate  what  material  from  the  old  build 
ing  shall  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  new,  and 
what  work  shall  be  done  by  the  contractor  in  prepar 
ing  the  old  material  for  use  in  the  new  structure,  and 
shall,  after  two  weeks  public  notice  by  advertisement 
in  sudd  newspapers  as  the  said  Couiniissioners  may 
select,  award  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  said 
new  building  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  who  will 
undertake,  with  sufficient  security  to  be  approved  by 
said  Commissioners,  to  complete  and  deliver  the  same 
ready  for  occupancy  and  furnishing  not  later  than  No- 
vember fifteenth.

as  follows: 

"Section  29.  Whenever  in  any  contested  election  the 
tribunal  trying  the  rase  shall  decide  that  the  ballots 
used  in  one  or  more  election  districts  were,  by  reason 
of  tlie  omission,  addition,  misplacing,  mis-spelling,  or 
mis-statement  of  one  or  more  titles  of  offices,  or  names

That  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  be  and  hejs 
hereby  directed  to  cause  to  be  made  and  printed, 
blank  forms  for  the  annual  reports  of  the  several  rail- 
road, canal,  navigation,  telegraph  and  telephone  cor- 
porations owning,  operating  or  controlling  lines  of 
railways,  transportation,  telegraphs  and  telephones  in 
whole  or  in  part  in  Pennsylvania,  referred  to  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act,  and  the  said  Secretary  of 
Internal  Affairs  shall  forward  by  mail  or  otherwise 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  to  each 
of  said  corporations,  copies  of  said  forms;  and  when 
the  same  ^\m\\  have  been  returned  to  the  said  Secre- 
tary of  Internal  Affairs,  properly  filled  out  and  exe- 
cuted as  required  by  the  second  section  of  this  act,  he 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  Bureau  of  Bail-

To  regulate  the  employment  and  provide  for  the  heiUth  and 
safety  of  men,  women  and  children  in  roanufiAOtaHng  eatabliah- 
menta,  mercantile  industries,  laundries,  renovating  works  or 
printing  offices,  and  to  provide  lor  the  appointmentof  inspect- 
ors, office  clerks,  and  others  to  enforce  the  same. 

Spctinn  1.  Bt  it  enacted,  dc.  That  no  minor,  male 
or  female,  or  adult  woman  shall  be  employed  at  labor 
or  dotaiiied  in  any  manufacturinjj^  establishment,  mer 
cantile  industry,  laundry,  workshop,  renovating  works 
or  printing  office  for  a.  longer  period  than  twelve* 
hours  in  any  day,  nor  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty 
hours  in  any  week. 

Section  2.  No  child  under  thirteen  year«  of  age 
^^h^all  be  innployed  in  any  fa<iory,  manufacturing  or 
mercantile  Industry,  laundry,  workshop,  renovating 
works  or  printing  office  within  this  State.  Tt  shall 
be  the  duty  of  every  person  so  employing  children 
to  keep  a  register  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the 
name,  birthpla<»e,  age  and  place  of  residtmce,  n:nne 
of  parent  or  guardian,  and  date  when  employment 
ceases, of  every  person  so  employed  by  him  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  factory,  manufacturing  or  mercantile  industry, 
laundry,  workshop,  renovating  works  or  printing  of- 
fice, to  hire  or  employ  any  child  under  the  age  of 
sixteen  years,  without  there  is  fii-st  provided  and 
placed  on  file  an  affidavit  made  by  t^e  parent  or 
guardian,  stating  the  age,  date  and  place  of  birth 
of  said  child.

the  first  daj  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  anv  raanu- 
factoring  establishment,  mercantile  industry,  laun 
dry,  renovating  works,  printing  office,  mechanical  or 
other  industrial  establishment  to  employ  any  minor 
who  cannot  read  and  write  in  the  English  language, 
unless  he  presents  a  certificate  of  having  attended 
during  the  preceding  year,  an  evening  or  day  school 
for  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks.  Said  certificate  eiiall 
be  signed  by  the  teacher  or  teachers  of  the  school  or 
schools  which  said  minor  attended,  and  said  register, 
affidavit  and  certificates  shall  be  produced  for  inspec- 
tion on  demand  by  the  inspector  or  any  of  the  depu- 
ties appointed  under  this  act.

Section  S.  A  suitable  and  proper  wash  and  dress- 
ing room  and  water  closets  s'hall  be  provided  for 
male«  and  females  where  employed,  and  the  water 
closets,  wash  and  dressing  rooms  used  by  females 
shall  not  adjoin  those  used  by  males,  but  shall  be 
built  entirely  away  from  them,  and  shall  be  properly 
screened  and  ventilated,  and  at  all  times  kept  in  a 
clean  condition. 

Section  9.  Not  les«  than  forty-five  minutes  shall 
be  allowed  for  the  noonday  meal  in  any  manufaclur- 
ing  establishment  in  this  State.

That  if  the  Factory  Inspector,  or  any 
of  his  deputies,  finds  that  the  heating,  lighting,  ven 
tilation  or  sanitary  arrangement  of  any  factory, 
manufacturing  or  mercantile  industry,  laundry, 
workshop,  renovating  works  or  printing  oflQce  is 
such  as  to  be  injurious  to  the  healtih)  of  persons  em- 
ployed therein,  or  that  the  means  of  egress,  in  case 
of  fire  or  other  disiister,  is  not  sufficient,  or  in  ac- 
cordance with  all  the  requirements  of  law,  or  that 
the  belting,  shafting,  gearing,  elevators,  drums  and 
machinery  in  any  factory,  manufacturing  or  mercan- 
tile industry,  laundry,  workshop,  renovating  works 
or  printing  office  are  loi'ated  so  as  to  be  dangerous 
to  employes  and  not  sufficient  guarded,  or  that  the 
vats,  pans  or  stuctures  filled  with  molten  metal  or 
hot  liquid  are  not  surrounded  with  proper  safe- 
guards for  preventing  accident  or  injury  to  those 
employed  at  or  near  them,  he  shall  notify  the  pro- 
prietor of  such  factory,  manufacturing  or  mercantile 
industry,  laundry,  workfs^hop,  renovating  works  or 
printing  office,  to  make  the  alterations  or  additions 
necessary  within  sixty  days,  and  any  factory,  manu- 
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facturing  or  mercantile  industry,  laundry,  vvorksliop, 
renovatinjir  works  or  printinji:  office  requiring  exits 
or  other  safe-guards  provided  for  in  fire  escape 
law,  the  same  shall  be  erected  and  located  by  order 
of  Factory  Inspector  regardless  the  exemption 
granted  by  any  board  of  county  comnSissioners,  fire 
marshal  or  other  authorities,  and  if  such  alterations 
and  additions  are  not  made  within  sixty  days  from

003  condition,  and  when  so  notified  by  the  State 
Factory  Inspector,  his  deputy  or  other  agent,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  to  im 
mt*diately  cease  the  use  of  said  boiler  or  boilers  until 
placed  in  safe  condition. 

Section  12.  The  Factory  Inspector,  in  order  to 
more  effectually  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  law.

per  year,  an  assistant  clerk  at  one  thousand  dollars 
per  year,  and  a  messenger  at  six  hundre<l  dollars  per 
year. 

Section  18.  A  printed  copy  of  this  act  sh^ll  be  fur 
nished  by  the  Inspector  for  each  workroom  of  ever; 
factory,  manufacturing  or  mercantile  industry  when 
persons  are  employ^  who  are  affected  by  the  provis 
ions  of  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  em 
plover  of  the  people  therein  to  post  and  l^eep  posted 
siiid  printed  coi)y  of  the  law  in  i*ach  room. 

Section  14.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  liic 
provisions  of  this  act  or  who  suffers  or  permits  any 
child  or  female  to  be  employed  in   violation   of  its 
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provisions,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  ^all  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  five  hundretl  dollars. 

Section  15.  All  the  acts  or  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  cfec,  That  any  person  or 
persons  who  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously  take 
down,  pollute,  injure,  remove  or  in  any  manner  dam- 
age or  destroy  any  American  flag  or  flagstaff  which 
now  or  hereafter  may  be  put,  erected  or  placed  on 
any  private  or  public  building  or  place,  or  on  any 
public  or  private  highway  or  any  public  or  private 
grounds,  or  use  said  flag  for  advertising  any  busi- 
ness or  trade  whatsoever,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  pay  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars,  or  suffer  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court.

Be  it  etiofited,  (fec,  That  no  room  (»r 
S^d^foV^mannfa^  apartment  in  any  tenement  or  dwelling  house  shall  !>♦• 
turtogarticiesmen-  used  for  the  manufacture  of  coats,  vests,  trousers, 
knee-pants,  overalls,  skirts,  dresses,  cloaks,  hats,  cap*, 
suspenders,  jerseys,  blouses,  waists,  waist-bands,  nn 
derwear,  neckwear,  furs,  fur  trimmings,  fur  garments, 
shirts,  hosiery,  purses,  feathers,  artificial  flowers*, 
cigarettes  ^jr  cigars;  and  no  person,  tinn  or  corporation 
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shall  hire  or  employ  any  person  to  work  in  any  room, 
apartment,  or  in  any  building  or  parts  of  building,  ai 
making  in  whole  or  in  part  any  of  the  articles  men 
lined  in  this  section,  without  first  obtaining  a  written 
[KTmit  from  the  Factory  Inspector,  or  one  of  his  dei»

every  person  in  any  workroom  where  persons  are  em 
plored  at  such  labor  as  is  hereinbefore  described.  Therr 
shall  be  sufficient  means  of  ventilation  provided  in 
each  workroom  of  every  such  establishment,  and  said 
workroom  or  rooms  in  said  establishment  shall  be  kept 
thoroughly  clean,  sanitary  and  fit  for  occupancy  for 
such  work  or  business.  The  Factory  Inspector  and 
Deputy  Factory  Inspector,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Factory  Inspector,  «hall  notify  the  owner,  agent  or  le« 
Rce  m  writing  to  provide,  or  cause  to  be  provided,  ample 
and  proper  means  for  ventilating  such  workroom  or 
rooms,  and  to  put  said  workroom  or  rooms  in  a  thor 
oughly  clean,  sanitary  and  fit  condition  for  occupancv 
for  such  work  or  business,  and  shall  prosecute  such 
owner,  agent  or  lessee  if  sudhi  notification  be  not  com- 
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plied  with  within  ten  dajs  of  the  service  of  such  notice; 
and  any  factory  or  shop  under  this  act  requiring  exits 
or  other  safe-guards  provided  for  in  the  fire  escape  law, 
the  same  shall  be  erected  and  located  by  order  of  Fac- 
tory Inspector  regardless  of  the  exemption  granted  bv 
any  board  or  county  commissioners,  fire  marshals  or 
other  authorities,  and  if  such  alterations  and  additions 
are  not  made  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  socb 
notice,  or  within  such  time  as  said  alterations  can  be 
made  with  proper  diligence  upon  fhe  part  of  such  pro 
prietors,  said  proprietors  or  agents  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Authorizing  the  county  com missiooers  of  the  several  counties  of 
this  Commonwealth  to  rebuild  bridges  on  sites  owned  by  cor- 
porations, or  by  pri  vate  persons,  or  built  by  public  subscriptions, 
over  any  Atreain  or  riverforming  the  boundary  line  between  two 
countie»,  where  the  same  have  been  destroyed  by  ice,  Hood  or 
otherwise  at  any  time,  or  which  have  been  or  may  be  abandoned 
by  the  ownei-s  thereof  and  rebuilt  on  another  site,  and  whith 
were  previously  used  exclusively  for  vehicles  and  foot  purposes, 
and  providing  for  the  cost  ol  reconstructing  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,^  That  the  couuiy  com 
missioners  of  the  several  counties  of  this  Conmion 
wealth  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  charge  of  and  re 
build  and  reconstruct  any  bridge  over  any  stream  or 
river  forming  the  boundary  line  between  two  counlies, 
when  the  same  is  on  the  line  of  a  public  highway,  or 
deemed  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  traveling  public, 
and  owned  and  maintained  by  corporations  or  by  pri- 
vate persons,  or  which  was  built  by  public  sul^crip 
lions,  used  exclusively  for  vehicles  and  foot  purposes, 
which  has  been  destroyed  by  ice,  rtood  or  otherwise  at 
any  time,  or  which  has  been  or  may  be  abandoned  bv 
the  owners  of  said  bridge,  and  the  same  rebuili  by  said 
rorporaticm  or  private  persons,  or  by  publir  subscrip 
tions  on  another  site.  And  the  said  commissioners  of 
the  respective  counties  are  hereby  authorized  to  take 
charge  of  and  rebuild  and  maintain  jointly  such  bridge 
as  a  county  bridge,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such 
joint  reconstruction  shall  bt*  paid  by  the  said  counties, 
respectively,  in  the  proportion  of  the  population  thereof 
as  ascertained  at  the  last  census. 

Section  2.  If  the  said  commissioners  of  the  said 
counties  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  act  as  herein  provid- 
t^  upon  the  petition  of  ten  citizens  and  taxpayers  re 
siding  in  the  city,  borough  or  townt^hip  in  which  the 
bridge  is  or  was  located,  which  petition  shall  set  forth 
fully  all  the  facts,  supported  by  the  affidavit  of  two  of 
iaid  citizens,  to  the  court  of  cimimon  pleas  of  (he  coun- 
ties where  located,  upon  hearing,  said  court  having 
jurisdictiim  may  issue  a  mandamus  to  said  cominiB- 
sioners  to  proceed  as  provided  by  this  act. 

Section  3.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  county  commissioners 
of  the  respective  counties  of  this  Commonwealth  are 
liereby  authorized  to  borrow  any  sum  of  money,  not 
exceeding  the  constitutional  limitatioiiB,  if  neoessarj 
for  the  purposes  aforesiiid,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  ex 
iteeding  six  per  centum,  and  issue  bonds  therefor  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  each.  Said  bond«  to 
be  payable  at  the  option  of  the  conunissioners  of  the 
county  issuing  the  same  after  five  years  and  within  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  issue.

owner  may  sustain  by  the  taking  of  the  same,  and 
make  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  said  court  at 
the  next  session  thereof,  ten  days  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  meeeting  to  be  given  the  viewers  and  the 
iwrties  in  interest;  the  owner  of  any  such  property

their  respective  districts  natural  gas  for  heat  or  light 
or  other  purposes  as  the  corporation  may  determine.

Prior  to  any  appro- 
priation, the  corporation  shall  attempt  to  agree  with 
the  ow^ner  as  to  the  damage  properly  payable  for  an 
easement  in  his  or  her  property,  if  such  owner  can  be 
found  and  is  sui  juris,  failing  to  agree,  the  corpora^ 
tion  shall  tender  to  the  property  owner  a  bond  with 
sufficient  sureties  to  secure  him  or  her  in  the  payment 
of  damages;  if  the  owner  refuse  to  accept  said  bond 
or  cannot  be  foimd  or  is  not  sui  juris,  the  same  shall 
then  be  presented  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
proper  county,  after  reasonable  notice  to  the  property 
owner  by  advertisement  or  otherwise,  to  be  approved 
by  it.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  bond  and  its  being 
filed  the  right  of  the  corporation  to  enter  upon  the  en- 
joyment of  its  easement  shall  be  complete.

AN  ACT 

To  further  amend  the  fourth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  rejTulate  the  manner  of  increasing  the  indebtedness  of  mu- 
nicipalities, to  provide  for  the  redemption  of  th^^  same,  and  to 
impose  penalties  for  iUegal  Increase  thereof,*'  approved  the 
twen1i€»th  day  of  April.  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved 
the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-five,  amending  that  part  of  the  same 
which  restricts  the  increase  of  indebtedness  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  two  per  centum,  and  providing  for  an  increase 
of  Indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  seven  per 
fcntum  of  the  last  assessed  valuation. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec.  That  section  four  of 
an  act  of  Assembly,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the 
manner  of  increasing:  the  indebtedness  of  municipali 
ties,  to  provide  for  the  redemption  of  the  same,  and 
to  impose  penalties  for  the  illegal  increase  thereof/' 
approved  the  twentieth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  which, 
as  amended  by  an  act  which  became  a  law  on  th(» 
eighteenth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  Whenever,  by  the  returns  of  such  an 
election,  it  shall  appear  that  there  is  a  majority  vot- 
ing for  *no  increase  of  debt,'  such  increase  shall  not 
be  made,  nor  shall  any  other  election  upon  the  same 
subject  be  held  in  that  municipality  for  one  year  from 
the  date  of  such  preceding  election.  If  .'he  returns 
of  such  election  shall  show  a  majority  voting  'that 
debt  may  be  increased,'  the  coi^porate  authorities  of 
the  municipality  may  increase  the  same  to  the  amount 
named  and  specified  in  the  notice  given  for  the  hold- 
ing of  such  election  for  increasing  indebtedness,  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  two  per  centum,  including 
the  K^'oin   statement   to  b<'  filed  in   the  office  of  the 
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court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county;  aod 
they  shall,  before  issuing  any  obligations  therefor, 
assess  and  levy  an  annual  tax,  the  collection  whereof 
shall  commence  the  first  year  after  the  said  Increase, 
which  tax  shall  be  equal  to  and  sufficient  for  and  ap- 
plied exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
the  principal  of  such  debt  within  a  period  not  ex 
ceeding  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  such  increase; 
and  the  moneys  arising?  from  such  tax  shall  be  ap- 
plied, at  such  periods  as  the  municipality  may  stipu- 
late in  such  obligations,  to  the  redemption  at  par  of 
the  said  outstanding  obligations,  according  to  their 
terms,"  shall  be  and  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
ns  follows: 

Section  4.  Whenever,  by  the  returns  of  such  elec 
tion,  it  shall  appear  that  then*  is  a  majority  voting  for 
**no  increase  of  debt,''  such  increase  shall  not  be  made; 
nor  shall  any  other  election  upon  the  same  subject 
be  held  in  that  municipality  for  <rtie  yejir  from  the 
date  of  such  preceding  election.  If  tlu*  r*^tum  of 
'^'•t  such  election  shall  show  a  majority  voting  **that  debt 
may  be  increased,"  the  corporate  authorities  of  the 
innui<ipality  may  inrreasc  the  same  to  the  amount

Section  1.    Beit  enacted,  cfec,  That  upon  the  expira    (ouectoraofde- 
tion  or  termination  of  the  term  of  oflSce  of  a  collector    "xTrnul^jrterm 
of  delinquent  taxes  of  any  city  of  the  second  class    ^,ook«^*e*lc*^o"on 
in  this  Commonwealth,  all  the  books  and  papers  re     truiier. 
quired  for  the  proper  record  of  the  affairs  of  his  offic 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  controller  of  said  city,  to 
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gether  with  swom  itemisw^d  statements,  by  wards,  of 
all  the  taxes  smd  water  rents  on  the  lists  of  taxes  re- 
ceived by  him  for  eoUection  then  remaining  unpaid, 
showing  in  whose  name  and  for  what  year  such  taxes 
and  water  rents  were  assessed,  the  character  and  tht*

Taxing   grifts,  legacies    and    inheritances    in    certain   cases   and 
providing    for    the    collection    therr^f.

income  therefrom,  which  shall  be  transferred  by  deed, 
grant,  sale  or  gift  made  in  contemplation  of  the  death 
of  the  grantor,  bargainor,  donor  or*  assignor,  or  in 
tended  to  take  eflFect  in  possession  or  enjoyment  after 
such  death,  to  any  person  or  persons,  or  to  bodies 
corporate  or  politic,  in  trust  or  otherwise,  or  by  rea 
son  whereof  any  person  or  body  politic  or  corporate 
shall  become  beneficially  entitled,  in  possession  or 
expectancy,  to  any  property,  or  the  income  thereof, 
shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  subject  to  a  tax  of 
two  dollars  on  every  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  clear 
value  of  such  personal  property,  after  deducting  the 
debts  of  decedent  and  costs  of  administration,  and 
at  and  after  the  same  rate  for  any  less  amount,  to  be 
paid  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth;  and  all  heirs, 
legatees,  devisees,  administrators,  executors  and  trus 
tees  shall  only  be  discharged  from  liability  for  the 
amount  of  such  taxes,  the  settlement  of  which  they 
may  be  charged  with,  by  paying  the  same  for  the  use 
aforesaid  as  hereinafter  directed:  Provided,  That  per- 
sonal property  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  this  tax  in 
all  estates:  And  provided  further.  That  so  much  of 
the  estates  of  persons  heretofore  deceased  as  has  not 
heen  actually  distributed  and  paid  to  ]>ersons  entitled 
thereto  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  liable 
to  the  tax  imposed  by  this  law,  ns  well  as  the  estates 
of  persons  who  die  hereafter. 

Section  2.  Tf  the  said  tax  shall  be  paid  within  three 
months  after  the  death  of  the  decedent,  a  discount 
«»f  Ave  per  centum  shall  be  made  and  nllowed.  aiiH 
if  the  said  tax  is  not  paid  at  the  end  of  one  year  from 
thedealh  of  the  deee<lent,  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  centum  shall  be  charged  for  such  year,  and  after 
the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  death  of  the 
decedent,  interest  shall  (hen  l)e  rliar«;ed  at  the  rate 
of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum  on  such  tax;  but 
where,  from  claims  made  upon  the  estate,  litigation 
or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  delay,  the  estate  of  any 
dee(*dent  or  a  part  thereof  cannot  be  settled  up  at  the 
*iid  of  the  year  from  his  or  her  deeease,  six  per  ecu 
turn  per  annum  shall  be  charged  upon  the  said  tax 
arising  from  th(»  unseat  tied  part  thereof  from  the  end 
of  such  year  until  there  be  default:  Provided  further. 
That  where  personal  estate  withheld  by  reason  of 
litigfation  or  other  cause  of  delay  in  manner  afore 
said  from  the  parties  entitled  thereto  subject  to  said 
tax,  has  not  b(H»n  or  shall  not  be  productive  to  the  ex 
tent  of  six  |hm'  centum  per  annum,  th<'y  shall  not  be 
compelled  to  pay  greater  amouiit  as  interest  to  the 
^oniinonu  I'allli   llinn   llnv   mav  h;i\('  rcali/jMl  or  mav 
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realize  from  su-ch  estate  during  the  time  the  same  haa 
been  or  shall  be  withheld  as  aforesaid. 

Section  3.  The  executor  or  administrator  or  other 
iiustee,  paying  any  legacy  or  share  in  the  distribu- 
lion  of  any  estate  subject  to  the  said  tax,  shall  de- 
iliict  therefrom  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  in  every 
hundred  dollars  upon  the  whole  legacy  or  sum  paid, 
or  if  not  money  he  shall  demand  payment  of  a  sum 
(f>  be  computed  at  the  same  rate  upon  the  appraised 
value  thereof,  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth;  and 
no  executor  or  administrator  shall  be  compelled  to 
pay  or  deliver  any  specific  legacy,  or  article  to  be  dis 
tributed,  subject  to  tax,  except  on  the  payment  into 
liis  hands  of  a  sum  computed  on  its  value  as  afore 
said;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part 
of  said  legatee  to  pay  the  same,  such  sp<Mnfic  legacy 
or  article,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary, 
shall  be  sold  by  such  executor  or  administrator  at 
public  sale  after  notice  to  such  legatee,  and  the  bal- 
;»nce  that  may  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  executor 
or  administrator  shall  be  distributed  as  is  or  may 
be  directed  by  law,  and  every  sum  of  money  retained 
by  any  executor  or  administrator,  or  paid  into  his 
hands  on  account  of  any  legacy  or  distributive  share, 
for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  paid  by 
him  to  the  proper  officer  without  delay. 

Section  4.  If  the  legacy  subject  to  said  tax  be  given 
(o  any  jierson  for  life,  or  for  a  tei*m  of  years,  or  for 
any  other  limited  period  upon  a  condition  or  contin- 
gency, if  the  same  be  money  the  tax  thereon  shall  be 
retained  upon  the  whole  amount,  but  if  not  money, 
application  shall  be  made  to  the  orphans'  court  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  of  the  accounts  of  the  executors  or 
administrators  to  make  apportionment,  if  the  cast 
requires  it,  of  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  such  legatees, 
and  for  such  further  order  relative  thereto  as  equity 
shall  require. 

Section  5.  Whenever  such  legacy  shall  be  charged 
upon  or  payable  out  of  real  estate,  the  heir  or  devisee 
of  such  real  estate  before  paying  the  same  to  such 
legatee,  shall  deduct  therefrom  at  the  rate  aforesaid 
and  pay  the  amount  so  deducted  to  the  executor,  and 
the  same  shall  remain  a  charge  upon  such  real  es 
tate  until  paid;  and  in  default  of  the  payment  thereof, 
the  same  shall  be  enforced  by  the  decree  of  the  or- 
[)hans'  court  in  the  sanu»  manner  as  the  payment  of 
such  legacy  may  be  enforced:  Provided,  That  all 
taxes  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  a  lien  uj>ou  the  per- 
sonal property  of  the  estate  on  which  the  tax  is  im- 
posed, or  upon  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of 
such  property,  from  the  time  said  tax  is  due  and  pay- 
able, and  shall  continue  a  lien  until  said  tax  is  ]mi\ 
and  receipted  for  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 
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Section  6.  It  ehall  be  the  duty  of  any  executor  or 
administrator  on  the  payment  of  said  tax  to  take  du- 
plicate receipts  from  the  register,  one  of  which  shall 
be  forwarded  forthwith  to  the  Auditor  Oeneral,  whose 
dnty  it  shall  be  to  charge  the  register  receiving  the 
money  with  the  amount,  and  seal  with  the  seal  of  his 
office  and  countersign  the  receipt  and  transmit  it  to 
the  executor  or  administrator,  whereupon  it  shall  be 
a  proper  voucher  in  the  settlement  of  the  estate;  but 
in  no  event  shall  an  executor  or  administrator  be 
entitled  to  a  credit  in  his  account  by  the  register 
unless  the  receipt  is  so  sealed  and  countersigned  by 
the  Auditor  General. 

Section  7.  Whenever  any  foreign  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator or  trustee  shall  assign  or  transfer  any 
stocks  or  loans  in  this  Commonwealth,  standing  in 
the  name  of  the  decedent  or  in  trust  for  a  decedent, 
which  shall  be  liable  for  the  said  tax,  such  tax  shall 
be  paid  on  the  transfer  thereof  to  the  register  of  the 
connty  whore  such  transfer  is  made;  otherwise  the 
corporation  permitting  such  transfer  shall  become 
liable  to  pay  such  tax. 

Section  8.  Whenever  debts  shall  be  proven  against 
the  estate  of  a  decedent  after  distribution  of  lega- 
cies from  which  the  direct  inheritance  tax  has  been 
deducted  in  compliance  with  this  act,  and  the  legatee 
is  required  to  refund  any  portion  of  a  legacy,  a  pro 
portion  of  the  said  tax  shall  be  repaid  to  him  by  the 
executor  or  administrator  if  the  said  tax  has  not 
been  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  or  shall  be  re- 
fnnded  by  the  State  Treasurer  if  it  has  been  so  paid 
therein. 

Section  1).  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  register  of 
wills  of  the  county  in  which  letters  testamentary 
or  of  administration  are  granted,  to  appoint  an  ap- 
praiser, as  often  as  and  whenever  occasion  may  require, 
:o  tix  th^^  valuation  of  estates  which  are  or  shall  be 
subject  to  direct  inheritance  tax,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  appraiser  to  make  a  fair  and  consciona 
hie  appraisement  of  such  estates,  and  it  shall  further 
be  the  duty  of  such  appraiser  to  assess  and  fix  the 
rash  value  of  all  annuities  and  life  estates  growing 
out  of  said  estates,  upon  which  annuities  and  life  es- 
tates the  direct  inheritance  tax  shall  be  immediately 
payable  out  of  the  estate  at  the  rate  of  such  valua- 
tion: Provided,  That  any  person  or  persons  not  sat- 
isfied with  said  appraisement  shall  have  the  right  to 
fippf»al  Within  thirty  days  to  the  orphans'  court  of  the 
proper  county  or  city,  on  paying  or  giving  security  to 
pay  all  rests  together  with  whatever  tax  shall  he  Hxcd 
by  said  court,  and  upon  such  appeal  said  courts  shall 
have  jurisdiction  to  determine  all  (iiuesti(in.s  of  valua- 
ti(Mi  and  of  the  liability  of  the  appraised  estate  for  such 
tax,  sui-jcct   to  the  right  of  appeal  to  th?  Supreme 
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Court  as  in  other  cases.  The  oompensation  uf  ap- 
praisers appointed  under  this  act  shall  b»-  at  the  rate 
of  three  dollars  (|3.00)  per  day  for  each  day  neces- 
sarily employed  in  making  the  apprai8.^menr,  to- 
gether with  such  necessary  traveling  expenses  as  may 
be  incurred,  a  statement  of  which  shall  be  properly 
itemized  and  sworn  to,  subject  to  the  tinai  approval 
of  the  Auditor  General  before  payment  is  made  by 
the  register  of  wills. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  :ip 
praiser,  appointed  by  the  register  to  make  any  ap- 
jiraisement  in  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  lo  take 
any  fee  or  reward  from  any  executor  or  administni 
tor,  legatee,  next  of  kin,  or  heir  of  any  decedtmr,  and 
for  oLy  such  offense  the  register  shall  dismiss  him 
from  such  service,  and  upon  conviction  in  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  five 
hniulrcd  dollars,  and  imprisoned  not  exceeding  i»ne 
year,  or  both,  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  register  of 
wills  t<»  enter  in  a  book  to  be  provided  at  the  expense 
of  the  Commonwealth  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  which  shall  be  a  public  record,  the  returns  made 
by  all  appraisers  under  this  act,  opening  an  account 
in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  against  the  decedent's 
estate;  and  the  register  may  give  certificates  of  pay- 
ment of  such  tax  from  such  record,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  register  to  transmit  to  the  Auditor 
(leneral  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  a  state 
ment  of  all  returns  made  by  appraisers  during  the 
precedini?  month,  pivinjr  the  name  of  the  estate  and 
clear  valuation  thereof,  subject  to  the  foregoing  tax, 
and  the  amount  of  the  tax,  which  statement  shall  be  en 
tered  by  the  Auditor  General  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by 
him  for  that  purj>ose.  And  whenev«M*  any  such  tax  shall 
have  remained  due  and  unpaid  for  one  year,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  register  to  apply  to  the  or[)hans' 
court  by  bill  or  petition  to  enforce  the  payment  of 
the  same;  whereupon  said  court,  having  caused  dm* 
notice  to  be  given  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  es 
tate  charged  with  the  tax,  and  to  such  other  person 
or  persons  as  may  be  interested,  shall  proceed  ac 
cording  to  equity  to  make  such  decrees  or  orders  for 
the  payment  of  the  .said  tax  out  of  such  estates  as 
shall  be  just  and  proper. 

Section  12.  If  the  register  shall  discover  that  said 
tax  has  not  been  paid  according  to  law,  the  orphans' 
court  shall  be  authorized  to  cite  the  executors  or  ad- 
ministrators of  the  decedent,  whose  estate  is  subject 
to  the  tax,  to  file  an  account,  or  to  issue  a  citation  to 
the  executors,  administrators,  legatees  or  heirs,  cit 
inc:  them  to  appear  on  a  day  certain  and  show  cnnsf^ 
why  the  said  tax  should  not  be  paid;  and  when  per 
sonal  service  cannot  be  had,  uoticc  shall  be  giv(»n  fnv 
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four  weeks  once  a  week  in  at  least  one  newspaper 
published  in  said  county;  and  if  the  said  tax  shall  bo 
found  to  be  due  and  unpaid,  the  said  delinquent  shall 
pay  said  tax,  interest  and  costs.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Auditor  General  to  employ  an  attorney 
of  the  proper  county  to  sue  for  the  recovery  and 
amount  of  such  tax,  and  the  Auditor  General  is  au 
thorized  and  empowered  in  settlement  of  accounts 
of  any  register  to  allow  him  costs  of  advertising  and 
other  reasonable  fees  and  expenses  incurred  in  the 
collection  of  said  tax. 

S4Hti<»n  13.  The  register  of  wills  of  the  several 
counties  of  this  Commonwealth,  upon  their  filing  wifli 
the  Auditor  General  the  bond  hereinafter  required, 
shall  be  the  agent  of  the  Con»monwealth  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  siiid  tax;  and  for  services  rendered  in 
Collecting  and  paying  over  the  same,  the  said  agents 
shall  he  allowed  to  retain  for  their  own  use  such  per- 
centage as  may  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor  General, 
not  exceeding  three  |>er  centum  on  all  taxes  paid  and 
nrconnted  for. 

i^ection  14.  The  said  register  shall  give  bond  to 
the  Commonwealth  in  such  penal  sum  as  the  Auditor 
General  shall  fix,  with  sufficient  surety  for  the  faith 
ful  performance  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed,  and  for 
the  regular  accounting  and  paying  over  of  the 
amounts  to  be  collected  and  received,  and  said  bond 
on  its  exe<*ution  and  approval  by  the  orphans'  court 
of  the  proper  county  shall  be  forwarded  to  and  kept 
hy  the  Auditor  General. 

Section  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  register  of 
wills  of  each  county  to  make  returns  and  payment  to 
the  State  Treasurer  of  the  taxes  under  this  act  he 
shall  have  received,  stating  for  what  estate  paid,  on 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month;  and  for  all  taxes  col 
lected  by  him  and  not  paid  over  to  the  State  Treas 
urer  within  ten  days  after  said  monthly  return  of  the 
same,  he  shall  pay  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per 
centum  per  annum  until  paid. 

Section  16.  This  act  shall  be  known  as  the  Direct 
Inheritance  Tax  Law.  and  shall  not  be  held  to  change, 
modify  or  alter  the  existing  law  in  reference  to^  the 
collection  of  collateral  inheritance  taxes,  it  being  the 
intention  of  this  act  to  impose  a  direct  inheritance 
tax  on  all  estates  or  parts  of  estates  not  subject  to 
the  act  or  acts  providing  for  the  collection  of  collat- 
eral inheritance  taxes.

Relating:  to  the  lien  of  foreign  attachments,  providing:  for  the 
abatement  of  the  writ,  and  the  cessation  of  the  lien  in  event 
of  the  plaintiff's  failure  to  file  a  statement  within  a  year 
after  the  issuance  of  the  writ. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted,  cfec,  That  if  the  plaintiff  or 
plaintiffs  in  an.v  foreign  attachment  now  issued  or 
hereafter  to  be  issued  out  of  any  court  of  record  in  this 
Commonwealth  shall  not,  within  one  year  after  the  is- 
suance of  the  writ,  file  a  statement  of  his  or  their 
cause  of  action,  such  writ  shall  thereby  abate  without 
any  further  action  by  the  defendant  or  garnishee,  and 
the  lien  of  said  attachment  upon  the  goods,  chattels, 
lands  and  tenements,  rights  and  credits  of  the  defend- 
ant, in  the  hands  of  the  garnishees  shall  thereupon 
cease:  Provided,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
suits  now  pending  or  heretofore  brought.

AN  ACT 

Relative  to  actions  by  parent  and  child  for  injury  to  the  x>^r- 
8on,  wrongrfully  inflicted  on  the  child. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (fee,  Tliat  whenever  any 
injury,  not  resulting  in  death,  shall  be  wrongfully  in- 
flicted upon  the  peison  of  a  child,  and  a  right  of  ac 
tion  for  such  wrongful  injury  accrues  to  the  child 
and  also  to  the  parent,  tln^se  two  rights  of  action  sliall 
be  redressed  in  only  one  suit,  brought  in  the  names 
of  the  parent  and  the  child. 

Section  2.  Either  the  parent,  or  the  child  by  its 
duly  appointed  guardian,  may  waive  his  or  her  right 
of  action,  and  his  or  her  failure  to  join  in  the  suit 
within  twenty  days  after  service  of  a  rule  to  join  or  be 
barred  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  such  w^aiver. 
But  if  both  parent  and  child  join  in  the  suit,  separate 
verdicts  shall  be  rendered,  one  verdict  determining 
the  right  of  the  child,  and  the  other  verdict  determin- 
ing the  right  of  the  parent,  and  separate  judgments 
shall  be  rendered  thereon  with  the  right  to  separate 
executions.  The  rule  herein  referred  to  may  be  en- 
tered by  the  court  of  its  own  motion. 

Section  3.  If  judgment  be  entered  in  favor  of  both 
plaintiffs,  or  of  either  plaintiff,  the  docket  costs  and 
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the  plaintiffs  witness  bill  may  be  taxed  upon  whidi- 
ever  judgment  the  plaintiffs  or  the  successful  plaintiff 
may  direct,  but  if  the  defendant  recover  a  judgment 
against  either  plaintiff,  he  may  tax  his  witness  bill 
upon  the  judgment  recovered  against  the  unsuccess- 
ful plaintiff. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  apply  to  suits  now  pend- 
ing, and  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  court  to  consoli- 
date such  suits  with  their  respective  costs  upon  ap- 
plication of  either  party  or  of  its  own  motion,  and  the 
consolidated  suit  shall  be  governed  thereafter  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

pamphlet,  newspaper,  story  paper,  paper,  writing, 
drawing,  photograph,  figure  or  image,  or  anv  written

or  sbow,  or  otherwise  offers  for  sale,  loan  or  gift,  or 
distribution  any  j^nnphlet,  magazine,  newspaper  or 
other  printed  paper  devoted  to  the  publication  and 
principally  made  up  of  criminal  news,  police  reports 
or  accounts  of  criminal  deeds,  or  pictures  or  stories

A  person  who  sells,  lends,  gives  away  or 
in  any  manner  exhibits  or  offers  to  sell,  lend  or  give 
away,  or  has  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell, 
lend  or  give  away,  or  advertises  or  offers  for  sale, 
loan  or  distribution,  any  instrument  or  article,  or  any 
recipe,  drug  or  medicine  for  the  prevention  of  concep- 
tion, or  f(»r  causing  unlawful  .ibortion,  or  advertises 
or  holds  out  reprt'S(»ntations  that  it  can  be  so  used

Whereas,  There  are  annually  in  the  city  of  Phila-  crean.bieNo.  i. 
delphia  about  two  hundred  and  sixty  juvenile  offend- 
ers, mostly  boys  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  six- 
teen years,  committed  to  the  county  prison  and 
therein  locked  in  a  felon's  cell  who  receive  the  stigma 
of  having  been  imprisoned,  many  of  them  for  a  first 
and  trivial  offense,  and  though  fifty  per  centum  arc 
discharged  before  trial,  and  twenty-five  \k^v  centum 
at  the  trial  by  the  magistrate,  there  is  a  growing  d(»- 
sire  on  the  part  of  the  Pennsylvania  Prison  Society

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (fee,  That  authority  is  liere 
in  granted  to  cities  of  the  first  class  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  to  any  reputable  society  connected 
with  prison  work  associated  with  other  benevolent 
donors,  to  purchase,  alter  or  erect  a  suitable  build 
ing  or  buildings,  to  be  known  as  a  house  or  houses  of 
detention  for  untried  juvenile  prisoners  of  both  sexes 
below  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  with  convenient  ca 
pacity  for  its  needs  in  said  cities  of  the  first  class. 

Section  2.  That  the  location,  the  building  and  equip 
ment  of  said  houses  of  detention  shall  be  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  the  chief  of  the 
department  of  public  safety,  the  president  of  the 
board  of  inspectors  of  the  county  prison  and  their 
prison  agent. 

Section  H.  That  when  fully  completed  for  occu- 
pancy and  transferred  fr(»e  of  cost  to  the  city  authori- 
ties, the  cost  of  maintaining  said  house  or  houses  of 
detention  shall  be  provided  for  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  county  prisons. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  five  managers 
appointed  by  the  mayor  who  shall  receive  only  i*ea- 
sonable  official  expenses,  and  shall  hold  their" office 
for  five  years,  and  shall  be  so  classified  that  one  of 
their  number  shall  go  out  of  office  on  the  first  day  of 
January  of  each  year.  They  shall  manage  and  direct 
in  connection  with  the  mayor  and  department  of  pub- 
lic safety  the  business  thereof,  and  make  all  needful 
regulations  therefor  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  5.  The  said  board  of  managers  shall  receive 
into  said  house  or  houses  of  detention  all  untried 
juveniles  of  either  sex  committed  thereto  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years,  (except  those  charged  with  mur- 
der or  arson),  and  shall  retain  them  until  their  dis- 
missal by  trial  and  conviction  or  acquittal. 

Section  6.  When  the  buildings  are  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy and  its  regulations  established,  the  commit- 
ting magistrate  shall  be  officially  notified  by  the 
mayor  that  after  a  given  date  all  untried  juveniles 
below  sixteen  years  of  age  are  to  be  sent  to  said  house 
or  houses  of  detention  in  place  of  the  county  prison. 
The  judges  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions' and  the 
magistrates  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia  are  herebv 
empowered  to  commit  all  minors  under  the  age  of 
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sixteen  years  rliarjj:ed  witb  any  oflfenae  against  the 
law  to  the  house  of  detention  while  awaiting  trial, 
or  while  their  cases  are  being  investigated.

AN  ACT 

Regulating  the  practice,  bail,  costs  and  fees  on  appeals  to  the 
Sur»reme    Court   and    Superior   Court. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enadtd,  &c.y  That  in  every  caise  in 
which  an  appeal  is  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  or 
Superior  Court,  such  appeal  shall  be  entered  in  the 
court  to  which  the  appeal  is  taken;  and  filed  with  the 
same  shall  be  an  affidavit  of  the  parties  appellant,  or 
some  one  of  thera,  or  of  one  of  their  chief  officers  or  of 
their  agent  or  attorney,  that  said  appeal  is  not  taken 
for  the  purpose  of  delay,  but  because  appellants  be- 
lieve they  have  sufferc^d  injustice  by  the  sentence, 
order,  judgment  or  decree  from  which  they  appeal. 
Such  affidavit  may  be  made  before  any  one  authorized 
to  administer  oaths. 

Section  2.  When  an  appeal  has  been  entered  the 
prothonotary  of  the  appellate  coiu't  shall  issue  a  writ, 
in  the  nature  of  a  writ  of  certiorari,  directed  to  the 
court  from  which  the  appeal  is  taken,  requiring  said 
court  to  send  to  the  appellate  court  for  review  the 
record  in  the  cause  or  matter  wherein  is  entered  the 
sentence,  order,  judgment  or  decree  appealed  from  on 
or  before  the  Saturday  prior  to  the  first  day  of  the 
week  fixed  by  the  appellate  court  for  the  argument  of 
said  appeal,  and  no  appeal  shall  be  considered-  per- 
fected until  such  writ  be  filed  in  the  court  below.  The 
appellate  court  may,  by  rule  or  special  order  without

Granting  the  permission  and  regulating  the  establishment 
and  operation  of  bone  boiling  establishments  and  deposi- 
tories of  dead  animals  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  providing  for  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dkc,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  bone  boiling  establishments  and 
depositories  of  dead  animals  may  be  established  and 
operated  in  this  (Commonwealth  under  the  following 
conditions,  to  wit:  That  no  establishment  for  bone  boil- 
ing or  depository  of  dead  animals  shall  continue  to  be 
operated  or  shall  be  erected  and  operated  within  any 
city  or  borough  within  this  Commonwealth,  unless  the 
permission  of  the  board  of  health  of  said  city  or  bor- 
ough shall  have  been  obtained,  and  the  said  establish 
ment  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  said  board  of  health;  and 
further,  in  case  a  bone  boiling  establishment  or  de 
pository  of  dead  animals  exists,  or  is  erected  and  con- 
ducted in  a  township  in  any  county  of  this  Common- 
wealth, the  same  shall  be  conducted  under  the  super 
vision  and  subject  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  And  every  person  offondini': 
against  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  for  every  sueii 
offense,  and  each  month's  continuance  of  the  sanu* 
after  notice,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  board  of  health  if 
in  a  city  or  borough,  or  to  the  school  board  of  the  dis- 
trict or  township  if  in  a  township,  the  sum  cf  fifty 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  debts  of  that  amount  are 
recoverable,  and  also  be  liable  to  indictment  at  corti- 
mon  law  for  creating  and  maintaining  a  nuisance.

Be  it  enacted,  cfec,  That  in  all  cases  wherp 
any  of  the  public  highways  within  this  CJonmion- 
wealth  are  so  located  as  to  render  them  liable,  on  ac- 
count of  high  wind  during  the  winter  season,  to  be  so 
filled  with  snow  as  to  cause  them  to  be  impassible, 
and  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  superrisors  of  roads 
of  the  several  townships  in  which  such  public  high- 
ways are  situated,  such  drifts  of  snow  can  be  nvoideil 
by  the  removal  of  any  board,  rail  or  other  fence  that 
may  be  erected  along  either  side  of  such  public  high- 
ways and  replacing  the  same  by  a  fence  constructed 
of  posts,  wire  and  boards,  or  rail  combined,  it  may  1m« 
lawful  for  such  supervisors  to  agree  with  the  own- 
ers of  such  fences  upon  a  plan  for  the  erection  of  a 
feme  constructed  of  posts,  wire  and  board,  or  rail 
combined.     And  it  may  be  lawful  for  supervisors  to 
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pay  tlie  owners  of  such  fences  a  sum  not  to  exceed  the  pSJtSit'Sf'iS?*  for 
first  cost  of  the  wire  used  in  the  construction  of  sucli  »«"  fences, 
fences:    Provided,  That  the  wire   used   in   the  con-  Provuo.

That  the  importation 
of  dairy  cows  and  neat  cattle  for  breeding  purpo.^es 
into  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  is  hereby 
prohibited,  excepting  when  such  cows  and  neat  cattle 
are  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  an  inspector, 
whose  competency  and  reliability  are  certified  to  by 
the  authorities  charged  with  the  control  of  the  dis 
eases  of  domejsitic  animals  in  the  State  from  whence 
tlu'  ctittit*  camo,  <eiiifying  that  they  have  been  ex 
amined  and  subjected  to  the  tuberculin  test  and  are 
free  from  disease. 

Seel  ion  2.  T\u\{  in  lieu  of  an  iiispeclion  certificate 
as  abovr  ncjuirod,  llie  catlli*  may  be  detained  at  suita 
ble  Htock  yards  nearest  to  the  S(a((»  line  on  the  rail 
road  ovrr  wliich  ihoy  are  shippt^l,  and  there  (examined 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  or  cattle  as  above  speci- 
fied from  points  outside  of  the  State  may,  under  such 
r<\strictions  as  may  b<*  providtMl  by  the  State*  Live 
Stock  Sanitary  Board,  be  shipped  in  quarantine  to 
their  destination  in  Pennsylvania,  there  to  remain  in 
qnarantine  until  properly  examined  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner,  and  released  by  the  State  Live  Stock  Sani- 
tary Board. 

Section  3.  The  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  prohibit  the  im- 
portation of  domestic  animals  into  the  Commonwealth

Be  it  enacted,  dc.,  That  whenever  any 
person  or  persons  shall  apply  by  petition,  verified  by 
affidavit,  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  (d  the  connty 
in  which  any  collector  of  taxes  or  other  public  oflRcer 
may  reside  who  is  not  commissioned  by  the  Governor 
of  this  Commonwealth,  from  whom  by  law  security 
is  required  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  official 
duties,  setting  forth  that  the  solvency  of  such  public 
officer,  or  of  any  one  or  more  of  his  official  sureties 
has  become  impaired  or  diminished  since  the  execu- 
tion and  approval  of  the  official  bond  of  such  officer, 
or  that  such  officer  has  become  liable  for  neglect  of 
duty  or  become  of  intemperate  habits,  and  that  the 
said  officer  and  liis  sureties  are  not  worth  the  amount 
of  the  penalty  of  his  said  bond,  or  that  said  sureties 
are  likely  to  suffer  loss  on  account  of  misconduct  of 
such  officer,  the  said  court  shall  have  the  power  to 
examine  into  the  manner  of  the  performance  of  said 
official  duties,  and  the  ability  and  solvency  of  the 
sureties  of  any  such  officer  at  any  time  during  his 
term  of  office,  and  to  require  from  him  such  other  ad- 
ditional security  for  the  performance  of  his  official 
duties  as  the  said  court  shall  deem  expedient 

Section  2.  Upon  the  presentation  of  any  such  peti- 
tion, it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  court,  or  any  judge 
thereof  in  vacation,  to  award  a  citation  to  such  offi- 
cer and  his  sureties,  commanding  them  to  appear  at 
such  time  as  the  court  may  direct  and  answer  the 
matters  alleged  in  said  petition,  and  show  cause  why 
the  said  officer  should  not  give  other  and  further  se- 
curity, which  citation  shall  be  served  at  least  five  days 
before  the  return  day  thereof  as  is  directed  by  law  in 
regard  to  citations  in  the  orphans  court,  and  upon  the 
return  day  of  such  citation,  or  at  such  time  as  shall 
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be  fixed  for  that  purpose,  the  court  shall  hear  the  par- 
ties and  examine  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  if  the  said 
court  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  sureties  of  the  said  offi- 
cer are  insufficient,  or  have  become  liable  for  neglect 
of  duty  of  such  oflBcer,  or  are  likelj  to  become  so  from 
his  intemperance  or  other  cause,  the  said  court  shall 
order  and  direct  that  he  shall,  within  such  time  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  said  court,  enter  into  a  new  ofiioial 
bond,  with  securities  to  be  approved  by  the  court  or 
any  judge  thereof,  in  lieu  of  the  former  bond,  and 
upon  the  execution  and  approval  of  such  bond  it  shall 
be  recorded  or  filed  in  the  proper  office  in  like  man- 
ner as  the  original  bond  of  such  officer,  and  the  sure- 
ties therein  shall  be  responsible  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  sureties  in  such  original  bond,  who  shall,  upon 
the  approval  (rf  such  new  bond,  be  discharged  from  all 
Uability  for  any  act  or  default  occurring  thereafter; 
and  in  case  the  said  officer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
comply  with  the  order  of  said  court  or  judge  and 
give  such  other  security  aforesaid,  the  said  court  shall 
make  an  order  removing  said  delinquent  from  office 
and  declai^e  said  office  vacant,  and  the  vacancy  in  such 
office  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  vacancies 
occurring  by  death  or  resignation  are  by  law  filled. 

Section  3.  In  case  the  said  officer  or  any  of  his  sure- 
ties cannot  be  found  in  the  county  so  that  service  of 
citation  can  be  made  upon  him  or  his  sureties  as  re- 
quired by  the  second  section  of  this  act,  upon  proof 
thereof  being  made  at  the  return  day  thereof  or  time 
fixed  for  hearing  as  aforesaid,  the  court  shall  pro- 
ceed to  examine  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  determine 
the  same  as  provided  in  the  second  section  of  this  act, 
the  same  as  though  personal  service  of  said  citation 
had  been  made  as  provided  in  said  section:  Provided 
however,  That  said  citation  shall  be  served  on  said 
sureties,  or  such  of  them  as  may  be  found  in  th? 
county.  ' 

Section  4.  That  said  court  in  all  proceedings  under 
this  act  may,  in  their  discretion  at  the  request  of  said 
officer  or  his  sureties,  direct  an  issue  on  the  facts  set 
forth  in  said  petition,  to  be  tried  by  a  jury  wHhonI 
delay,  and  shall  have  power  to  make  such  decree  re- 
specting the  payment  of  costs  in  said  proceedings  as 
may  be  just  and  equitable.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  the  act  ap 
proved  the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one

.insane  patients  in  transit,"  and  which  provides:  **That 
whenever  any  indigent  female  insane  patient  is  to  be 
removed  from  any  county  almshouse  to  a  State  hos 
pitai  or  asylum  for  the  insane,  or  from  one  State  boa- 
pital  or  asylum  for  the  insane  to  another  State  hos 
pital  or  asylum,  or  from  the  home  of  such  indigent 
patient  to  an  almshouse,  hospital  or  asylum,  or  when 
returned  from  such  institution  to  her  home,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  court  under  whose  order  such  pa- 
tient is  committed,  or  of  the  commissioners  of  tin'

To  regulate  the  manufacture  of  flour  and  meal  food  products. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dkc.,  That  no  employe  sliall 
be  required,  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  in  a  biscuit, 
bread  or  cake  bakery,  confectionery  establishment 
more  than  six  (G)  days  iu  any  one  week,  said  week  to 
toninieme  on  Sunday  not  before  six  o'clock  post  me- 
ridian^ and  to  teiTninate  tit  the  corresponding  time  on 
Saturday  of  the  same  week.  No  person  under  tlie  age 
of  ei^hteeu  (18)  years  shall  be  employed  in  any  bake- 
house between  the  hours  of  nine  (9)  o'clock  at  night 
and  five  (5)  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Excepted  from 
this  rule  shall  be  the  time  on  Sunday  for  setting  thi* 
sponges  for  the  uight^s  work  following. 

Section  2.  All  buildings  or  rooms  occupied  as  a  bis- 
cuit, bread,  pretzel,  pie  or  cake  bakery,  or  maccaroni 
establishment-,  shall  be  drained  and  plumbed  in  the 
manner  directed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  govern 
ing  the  house  drainage  and  plumbing  as  prescribed 
by  law,  and  all  rooms  used  for  the  purpose  aforesaid 
shall  be  ventihUed  by  means  of  air  shafts,  windows 
(»r  v(^ntilating  pipes,  so  as  to  insure  a  free  circulation 
of  fresh  air.  No  cellar  or  basement,  not  now  used  f<n* 
a  bakery,  shall  hereafter  be  occupied  und  used  as  a 
bakery,  unless  i\w  proprietor  shall  have  previously 
e(mipli(  d  with  the  sanitary  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  :\.  Every  roo'm  used  for  the  manufacture 
of  Hour  or  meal  food  products  shall  have  an  impervi- 
ous floor,  constructed  of  cement  or  of  tiles  laid  in 
cement, or  of  W(>od  which  all  the  crevices  shall  be  tilled 
in  with  putty,  and  tlie  whole  surface  treated  with  oil 
varnish.  The  inside  walls  and  ceiling  shall  be  plaster- 
ed, and  either  be  painted  with  oil  paint,  three  (3) 
coats,  or  be  lime-washed,  or  the  side  walls  plastered 
and  waiiiscdted  to  the  height  of  six  ((>)  feet  irom  the 
fioor,  and  painted  or  oiled;  when  painted,  shall  be  re- 
newed at  least  once  in  every  five  \T})  years,  and  shall 
be  washed  with  lu;t  water  and  soap  at  least  onee  in 
every  three  (3)  months;  when  lime- washed  the  lime- 
washing  shall  b(»  renewed  at  least  once  in  every  three 
|3)  months.  The  furniture  and  utensils  in  such  rooms 
shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  furniture  and  tloor  may 
at  all  times  be  kept  in  a  thoroughly  sanitary  aiiil 
clean  condition.  No  domestic  or  pet  animal  shall  be 
allowed  in  a  room  used  as  a  biscuit,  bread,  pie  or  cake 
bakery,  or  in  any  room  in  such  bakery  where  flour  or 
fueal  products  are  stored. 

Section  4.  The  manufactured  flour  meal  food  pro- 
ducts shall  be  kept  in  perfectly  dry  and  airy  rooms,  so 
arranged  that  the  floors,  shelves  and  all  other  places 
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for  storing  the  same  can  be  easily  and  perfectly 
cleaned. 

Section  5.  Every  such  bakery  shall  be  provided  with 
a  proper  wash-room  and  water  closet  or  closets,  apart 
fr(Mii  the  bakeroom  or  rooms  where  the  manufacture 
of  such  food  products  is  conducted,  and  no  water 
closet,  earth  closet,  privy  or  ash  pit  shall  be  within  o\ 
commanicate  directly  with  the  bakeroom  of  any  bak- 
ery, hotel  o^*  public  restaurant. 

Section  6.  Every  sleeping  room  for  persons  employ 
ed  in  every  bakery  shall  be  kept  separate  from  the 
room  or  rooms  where  flour  or  meal  food  products  are 
manufactured  or  stored,  and  riiaJl  be  provided  with  one 
or  more  external  glazed  windows,  each  of  which  shall 
be  at  least  nine  (9)  superficial  feet  in  area^  of  which  at 
least  four  and  one-half  (4  1-2)  superficial  feet  shall  be 
made  to  open  for  ventilation;  andi  such  sleeping 
places,  when  they  are  on  the  same  floor  as  the  bakery, 
alkali  be  inspected  in  order  to  maintain  them  in  a  con- 
dition of  cleanliness. 

Section  7.  No  employer  shall  knowingly  require, 
[lermit  or  suffer  any  person  to. work  in  his  bakesho]* 
who  is  affected  with  consumption  of  the  lungs,  or  with 
scrofulous  diseases,  or  with  any  venereal  diseases,  or 
with  any  communicable  skin  affection,  and  every  em- 
ployer is  hereby  required  to  maintain  himself  and  his 
employes  in  a  clean  condition  while  engaged  in  llir 
manafacture,  handling  or  sale  of  such  food  products, 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sc'Ction  8.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  refuses  to  comply  with  any  re 
qnirements  as  provided  herein  of  the  Factory  In 
specter  or  his  deputy,  who  are  hereby  charged  with 
the  enforcement  of  this  act,  excepting  section  seven, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  a  first  offense,  and  not 
less  than  fifty  (50)  nor  more  than  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars  for  a  second  offense,  or  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  ten  (10)  days;  and  for  a  third  offense^  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  dol- 
lars and  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  imprisonment.

uancefr  of  said  borough,  for  the  violation  of  which  a 
fine  or  penalty  is  imposed.

u  trial,  and  to  give  bail  for  his  or  her  or  their  appear- 
ance according  to  the  practice  in  summary  convictions 
in  criminal  cases. 

All  actions,  prosecutions,  complaints  and  commeDcement 
proceedings  for  the  violation  of  borough  ordinances  Jied"^"***'"" 
and  for  the  collection  of  fines  and  penalties  imposed 
thereby,  may  be  commenced  by  warrant  or  by  sum- 
mon.^- at  the' discretion  of  the  chief  burgess  or  justice 
of  the  peace  before  whom  the  complaint  is  made  or 
the  proceeding  begun,  but  no  warrant  shall  be  issued 
except  upon  complaint,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  specify- 
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ing  the  ordinance  for  the  violation  of  which  the  same 
is  issued,  and  ail  proceeding  shall  be  directed  to  and 
be  served  by  any  policeman  o^*  constable  of  said  bor- 
ough who  shall  execute  the  same  anywhere  within  the 
borough,  or  in  the  county  of  which  it  is  a  part,  or  else- 
whert^  in  the  State,  as  may  be  provided  by  law.

For  the  better  protection  of  game  and  game  mammals,  game 
birds,  song  and  insectivorous  birds,  limiting  the  number  of 
pame  birds  and  game  mammals  to  be  killed  by  any  one  per- 
son in  ono  day  or  in  one  seaBon,  prohibiting  the  sale  of  the 
same  and  the  shipment  thereof  out  of  the  State,  and  provid- 
ing penalti'^s  for  the  violation  thereof. 

Section  1.    Be  it  enacted,  cfec,  That  there  shall  be  ro   Hunting  on  Sunday 
biintinf?  or  shootin*^  on  the  first  day  of  the  we<»k  eaUed    prohibited. 
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Sunday,  and  any  person  offending  against  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
twenty-flve  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  ono 
day  for  each  dollar  of  penalty  imposed. 

Section  2.  That  no  person  in  this  Commonwealth 
shall  kill,  wound,  trap,  net,  snare,  catch  with  birdlime 
or  any  similar  substance,  i>oison  or  drug,  any  bird  of 
song  or  any  warbler,  linnet,  titmouse,  blue  bird,  spar- 
row, yellow  bird,  thrush,  downy  woodpecker,  hairy 
woodpecker,  pileated  woodpecker,  red  bellied  wood- 
pecker, red  headed  woodpecker,  catbird,  pewee,  vireo, 
martin,  taniiger,  tiltup,  blue  finch,  indigo  bird,  oriole, 
shrike,  kildeer,  gnatcatcher,  snow  bird,  hair  bird,  gros- 
beak, whip-poor-will,  cuckoo,  chewink,  chickadee,  i^hat, 
phocbe  bird,  redstart,  finch,  humminj;  bird,  cow  bird, 
shore  lark,  wren,  swallow,  robin,  grackle,  meadow  lai^, 
nuthatch,  least  bittern,  swift,  nighthawk,  starling  or 
bunting.  Nor  shall  any  person  purchase  or  have  in 
possession,  or  expose  for  sale,  any  of  the  aforesaid  son*: 
or  wild  birds,  or  the  game  mammals  killed  or  taken 
in  this  Ktale  except  as  hereinafter  provid<*d;  but  noth- 
ing herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  keeping 
of  song  birds  in  cages  as  domestic  pets.  No  person 
shall  take  or  needlessly  destroy  the  nest  or  eggs  of  r.ny 
song  or  o-ther  wild  birds  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  holding 
a  certificate  giving  the  right  to  take  birds  and  their 
nests  and  eggs  and  game  mammals  for  scientific  pur- 
poses in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions: 
Certificates  may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Game 
Commissioners  of  the  Commonwealth  to  any  properh 
accredited  person  of  the  age  of  fifteen  years  or  up 
ward,  permitting  the  holder  thereof  to  collect  birds, 
their  nests  or  eggs,  or  game  mammals,  for  strictlv 
scientific  purposes;  in  order  to  obtain  such  certificate 
the  applicant  for  the  same  must  present  to  the  said 
Board  of  Game  Commissioners  written  testimony  from 
two  well  known  scientific  men,  certifying  to  the  good 
character  and  fitness  of  said  applicant  to  be  entrusted 
with  such  privileges,  who  must  pay  to  the  said  Board 
of  Game  r/ommissioners  the  sum  of  five  dollai*s  to  di*- 
fray  the  necessary  expenses  attending  the  granting  of 
such  certificate,  and  must  file  with  the  said  Bnard  of 
Game  Commissioners  a  properly  executed  bond  in  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  signed  by  two  responsible 
citijiens  of  the  CJommonwealth  as  sureties.  This  bond 
shall  be  forfeit(»d  to  the  Commonwealth  and  the  cer- 
tificate become  void  upon  pro^f  that  the  hohltM-  of  said 
certificate  has  killed  any  game  mammals  or  birds,  or 
taken  the  nest  of  any  bird  for  other  than  the  purposes 
named.  The  certificates  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be 
in  force  for  one  year  only  from  the  date  of  their  issue 
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and  shall  not  be  transferable.  The  English  or  Enro- 
peaD  hoDse  sparrow,  the  kingfisher,  cooper's  hawk, 
sbarp'Shinned  hawk,  duck  hawk,  pigeon  hawk,  great 
horned  owl,  and  barred  owl,  green  heron  and  night 
heron,  are  not  to  be  included  among  the  birds  pro- 
tected by  this  act.  Any  person  or  persons  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a 
peialty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  violation,  or 
in  default  of  payment  thereof  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  a  period  of  one  day  for  each  dollar  of 
penalty  imposed. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  catch,  take  or  kill  in  this 
Commonwealth,  or  except  as  hereinafter  provided 
have  in  his  or  her  possession  or  under  his  or  her  con- 
trol after  the  same  shall  have  been  so  killed,  any  wild 
turkey,  pheasant,  grouse,  quail,  partridge,  woodcock, 
prairie  chicken,  English,  Mongolian  or  Chinese  pheas- 
ant, save  only  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  to  the 
fifteenth  day  of  December  inclusive  in  each  year:  Pro- 
vided, That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch,  take  or  kill 
any  Mongolian,  English  or  Chinese  pheasant  for  a 
lK»rio(l  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of 
thi.s  act:  And  provided  further.  That  it  shall  be  law- 
ful to  catch,  take  and  kill  woodcock  during  the  month 
(if  July  of  each  and  every  year  in  addition  to  the  time 
above  specified.  Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  bird  so 
taken,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a

iSection  4.  No  person  shall  catch,  take  or  kill  in  this 
Commonwealth,  or  except  as  hereinafter  provided  have 
ill  his  or  her  possession  or  under  his  or  her  control 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  so  killed,  any  elk,  deer 
or  fawn  save  during  the  month  of  November  in  each 
year.  No  person  or  persons  shall  at  any  time  kill  or 
capture  any  deer  in  the  waters  of  any  the  streams, 
ponds  or  lakes  within  the  State.  No  person  or  per- 
sons  shall  make  use  of  dog  or  dogs  in  hunting  any 
elk,  deer  or  fawn  within  this  State.  Whoever  shall  of- 
fend against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense  so  committed,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
connty  jail  for  a  period  of  one  day  for  each  dollar  of 
penality  imposed.

To  further  amend  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act 
authorizing  school  directors  to  purchase  school  books  out  ofthe 
district  lund/'  approved  June  twenty-fifth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-five,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  the 
eighteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  bv  requiring  school  directors  or  controllers  to  allow  the 
school  children  to  have  the  use  ofthe  books  furnished  them  by 
the  board  any  time  during  vacation  between  regular  school 
terms,  and  providing  that  the  teacher  of  such  school  shall  pos- 
sess a  valid  certificate  issued  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
schools.

appropriate  department  of  its  government  autbi>rized

and  what  amount  of  damages,  if  any,  are  not  assessed 
upon  the  prop<*r1y  peculiarly  benefited;  said  viewers' 
report  at  the  time  of  filing  to  be  published  once  in  the 
newspapers  as  provided  in  paragraph  two,  section  one, 
of  this  act. 
Sixth.  Said  viewers  shall  then  give  notice,  by  three 
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insertions  each  in  the  newspapers  as  provided  id 
clause  two  of  section  one  of  this  act  that  their  report 
is  ready,  and  on  a  day  certain  to  be  therein  named  and 
not  earlier  than  ten  days  after  the  last  insertion,  that 
they  will  present  the  same  to  court,  and  in  the  mean- 
time said  report  will  remain  at  a  place  to  be  desig- 
nated in  said  nt)tice  and  subject  to  inspection  and  ex- 
ception. If  any  exceptions  are  filed  the  viewers  shall 
f^ive  a  hearing  on  the  same  and  may,  after  such  hear- 
ing, modify  their  report  if  equity  and  justice  shall  re- 
quire. 

Seventh.  On  the  day  named  if  no  exceptions  are 
filed,  or  if  exceptions  are  filed  then  upon  a  subsequent

AN  ACT 

To  validate  the  indebtedness  of  school  districts  in  boroughs  and 
townships,  created  by. such  school  districts  in  excess  of  two 
p«T  centum  and  Jess  than  seven  per  centum  of  the  last  as- 
sessed valuation  of  taxable  property  of  such  district,  with 
the  assent  of  the  electors  thereof  where  such  assent  has  not 
been  first  obtained,  and  providing  for  the  issuing  of  bonds  or 
other  evidences  of  such  indebtedness. 

Section  1.     Be  it  enacted,  dec.  That  whenever  any 
school  district  in  any  borough  or  township  of  this 
Commonwealth  shall  have  heretofore  created  an  in-  {.ereuSore^cJeaied 
debtedness  for  a  lawful  purpose,  by  action  of  the  legal   by  whooi  distncu 
and  proper  officers  thereof,  such  indebtedness  being  elecioSi  **^"' *^ 
within  the  constitutional  limit  of  seven  per  centum 
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and  in  excess  of  two  per  centum  of  the  last  assessed 
valuation  of  such  school  district,  and  not  having  first 
obtained  the  assent  of  the  electors  thereof  in  favor  of 
increasing  such  indebtedness  as  provided  by  law,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  proper  oflScers  of  such  school 
district  to  cause  to  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of 
such  district  the  question  of  validating  and  giving 
binding  force  to  such  indebtedness  theretofore  at- 
tempted to  be  created. 

8t-ction   2.  The   corporate  authorities  of  any  suoli 
school  district  may,  by  resolution,  signify  their  desire 
to  validate  and  give  binding  force  to  such  indebted- 
ness, whereupon  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice 
during  at  least  thirty  days  by  weekly  advertisements 
in  the  newspapers,  not  exceeding  three  in  said  district; 
and  if  no  i-.i»wspap»*r  be  pul>lished  therein,  by  al  least 
twenty  printed  handbills  posted  in  the  most  public 
parts  thereof,  of  an  election  to  be  held  at  the  place  or 
places  of  holding  the  municipal  elections,  in  which 
such  school  district  may  be,  on  a  day  to  be  by  them 
fixed,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  assent  of  the* 
electors  thereof  to  the  making  valid  and  giving  bind 
iug  force  to  such  increase  of  indebtedness.  Said  notice 
shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  last  as 
sessed  valuation,  of  the  amount  of  the  existing  debt, 
of  the  amount  and  percentage  of  the  increase  pro 
])osed  to  be  made  valid,  and  of  the  purposes  for  which 
the  indebtedness  was  created  and  the  money   used. 
Such  election  shall  be  held  at  the  place  and  time,  and 
under  the  same  regulations,  as  provided  by  law  for  the 
holding  of  municipal  elections,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  inspectors  and  judges  of  such  election  to  receive 
tickets,  either  written  or  printed,  from  electors  quali- 
fied under  the  Constitution  of  this  State  to  vote  in  such 
district,  labelled  on  the  outside  ^increased  debt,*'  and 
containing  in  the  inside  the  words  "in  favor  of  debt  as 
already  increjised,"  or  "against  debt  as  increased,"  and 
to  deposit  said  tickets  in  a  box  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose as  is  provided  by  law  in  regard  to  other  tickets 
received  at  said  election;  and  the  tickets  so  received 
shall    be  counted  and  return  thereof  made  to    the 
clerk  of  the  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county,  duly 
c«^ititied,  as  is  required  by  law,  together  with  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  resolution  and  the  advertisement: 
and  the  said  clerk  shall  make  record  of  the  same  and 
furnish  a  c(?itiiied  copy  thereof,  under  seal,  showing 
tJie  result,  to  the  corporate  authorities  of  such  school 
district,  and  the  same  shall  be  placed  of  record  ii]»on 
the  minutes  thereof.    The  corporate    authorities     of 
such  school  district  shall  in  all  cases  fix  the  time  of 
holding  such  election  on  the  day  of  the  municipal  or 
of  the  general  election,  unless  more  than  ninety  days 
aljipse  between  the  date  of  the  resolution  or  vote  de- 
siring feuch  increase  and  the  day  of  holding  the  said 
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municipal  or  general  election.  If  any  other  day  be 
fixed  for  such  election  the  expense  of  holding  the  same 
shall  be  paid  by  the  school  district  for  the  benefit  of 
which  it  shall  be  held.  In  receiving  and  counting  aud 
in  nmking  return  of  the  votes  cast,  the  inspectors^ 
jodfres  aud  clerks  of  said  election  shall  be  governed  bv 
the  laws  of  this  Oommonwealth  regulating  municipal 
elections,  and  the  vote  shall  be  counted  by  the  court 
as  is  now  provided  by  general  laws  governing  munic- 
ipal elections;  and  all  the  penalties  of  said  election 
laws  for  the  violation  thereof  are  hereby  extended  to 
;rad  shall  apply  to  the  voters,  inspectors,  judges  and 
clerks  voting  at  and  in  attendance  upon  the  elections 
held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Scftion  3.  Whenever,  by  the  returns  of  such  elec- 
tion, it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  east 
is  in  favor  of  making  valid  the  increased  debt,  such 
debt  shall  thereupon  become  valid  and  of  binding 
force;  but  the  proper  authorities  in  said  school  district 
shall,  before  issuing  any  obligation  therefor,  assess 
and  levy  an  annual  tax,  which  tax  shall  be  equal  to  at 
least  eight  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  such  increased 
debt,  and  which  shall  be  sufficient  for  and  be  applied 
exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  the  prin- 
cipal of  such  debt  within  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty 
years  from  the  date  of  such  increase,  and  the  moneys 
arising  from  such  tax  shall  be  applied  annually,  as  far 
as  the  same  may  accumulate,  to  the  redemption  at  par 
of  the  said  outstanding  obligations. 

Section  4L  Where  any  school  district  in  any  borough 
or  township  has  heretofore  issued  bonds  or  other  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness,  without  having  first  submitted 
the  question  of  increasing  the  indebtednesa  to  the 
«le<!tors  of  the  district,  when  such  submission  was 
made  necessary  by  law,  such  bonds  or  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  shall  be  returned  and  canceled  before 
the  issuance  of  other  bonds  or  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness made  valid  by  such  election  as  hereinbefore  pre- 
wTibed. 

Section  5.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  any  case  where,  by  judicial  decision,  the  bonds  of 
anv  such  school  district  shall  have  been  declared  in- 
valid.

AN  ACT 

To  prohibit  the  adulteration  or  coloring  of  milk  or  cream  by  the 
addition  of  so  called  preservatives  or  coloring  matter,  and  to 
provide  for  the  enforcement  of  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  cfec.  That  the  sale  or  offer- 
ing for  sale  of  milk  or  cream  for  human  eonsamptioD 
in  this  Commonwealth,  to  which  has  been  added  bo- 
racic  acid  salt,  boracic  a^id,  salicylic  acid^  salicylate 
of  soda,  or  any  other  injurions  compound  or  substance 
for  artificially  coloring,  the  same  shall  be  a  misde- 
meanor and  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  both,  or  either,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court. 

Section  2.  The  agent  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, known  as  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner, 
shall  be  charged  with  the  enf(N*cement  of  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  shall  have  all  the  power  to 
enforce  this  act  that  is  given  him  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  by  which  he  receives  his  appoint- 
ment. 

Section  3.  All  penalties  and  costs  for  the  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  Dairy 
and  Food  Commissioner  or  his  agent,*  and  by  him  paid

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec.  That  section  three  of 
the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  certain  defects  of 
the  law  for  the  more  just  and  safe  transmission  and 
secure  enjoyment  of  real  and  personal  estate,"  ap- 
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proved  April  twenty-seventh,  Anno  Domini  one  tHon- 
sand  eight  hundred  and  flfty-five,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Section  3.  That  illegitimate  children  shall  take  and  SMtions,  «ctof

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beueficial  or  charitable  societies  or  associations,  in- 
coriK>rated  or  nnincorporated,  or  for  or  by  any  other 
corporation,  or  by  trustees  for  any  public  or  private 
use  or  trust,  and  although  there  may  exist  a  power 
of  sale,  but  the  time  may  not  have  arrived  for  its  ex- 
ercise, or  any  preliminary  act  may  not  have  heesi  done 
to  bring  it  into  exercise,  or  the  time  limited  few'  its 
exercise  may  have  expired,  or  any  one  or  more  x)er8ons 
required  to  consent  or  to  join  in  its  execution  may

agreed  to  be  sold.  Whenever  a  decedent's  real  estate 
is  subject  to  the  lien  of  debts  not  of  record.  When- 
ever real  estate  shall  be  entailed,  or  contingent  re- 
mainders, or  executory  devises,  or  vested  remainders 
which  are  liable  to  open  and  let  in  after  bom  children 
shall  be  limited  thereon.  Or  whenever  in  proceedings 
in  partition  in  equity  it  shall  appear  that  real  estate 
cannot  be  divided  without  prejudice  to  the  interests 
of  the  owners.  And  also  whenever  real  estate  shall 
have  been  purchased  or  any  ground-rent  been  reserved 
and  be  held  by  any  person  acting  in  a  trust  or  fiduciary 
capacity.  And  such  decree  may  be  made,  whether 
sucli  ownership  or  interest  shall  be  held  or  enjoyed 
in  severalty,  joint-tenancy,  coparcenary  or  in  common 
with  others.  And  generally  in  all  cases  where  estates 
have  been  or  shall  be  devised  or  granted  in  trust  or 
for  special  or  limited  purposes,  or  where  any  party 
interested  therein  is  under  a  legal  disability  to  sell 
and  convey  the  same:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this 
act  contained  shall  be  taken  to  repeal  or  impair  the 
authority  of  any  act  of  Assembly,  general  or  private, 
authorizing  the  sale  of  real  estate  by  decree  of  court 
or  otherwise,  nor  to  affect  or  impair  any  right  or 
powers  otherwise  existing  in  any  person  or  corpora- 
tion to  sell,  mortgage,  lease,  or  let  on  ground-rent^ 
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any  real  estate  created  by  deed  or  will,  shall  be  taken 
to  confer  an  anthority  to  sell  and  convey,  reserving  a 
groaud-rent  or  rents  in  fee,  and  the  same  to  release 
and  extinguish  according  to  law  and  the  stipulation 
of  the  deed,  and  also  to  grant  and  convey  such  ground- 
rent  or  rents  to  any  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof, 
free  of  all  trusts. 

lEik'ction  2.  All  sales  of  lands  and  tenements  sub-  SAiMofiand.  et«., 
ject  to  vested  remainders  liable  to  open  and  let  in  after  SJSid!  *°^  *^°' 
born  children,  heretofore  made  by  order  of  any  court 
ami  purporting  to  have  been  made  under  and  by  virtue 
of  said  act,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed.

Section  ].  Beit  enacUd,  <£c.,  That  the  second  sec- 
tion of  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  regulate  the  em- 
ployment and  provide  for  the  health  and  safety  of  men 
and  women  and  children  in  manufacturing  establish- 
ments, mercantile  industries,  laundries,  renovating 
works  or  printing  oflfices,  and  to  provide  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  inspectors,  office  cleriis  and  others  to  en- 
force the  same,"  approved  the  twenty-nintk  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven, 
which  reads  as  follows: 
8«eiions.  aetof  "Sectiou  2.  That  no  child  under  thirteen  years  of 

fw'HSiiiSi'n?'^  iifi:^  slAftll  be  employed  in  any  factory,  manufacturing 
or  mercantile  industry,  laundry,  workshop,  renovating 
works  or  printing  office  within  this  State.

It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  person  so  employing  children  to  keep 
d  register  iii  which  shall  be  recorded  the  name,  birth- 
place, age  and  place  of  residence,  name  of  parent  or 
guardian,  and  date  when  employment  ceases,  of  every 
person  so  employed  by  him  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  factory, 
manufacturing  or  mercantile  industry,  laundry,  work- 
shop, renovating  works  or  printing  office,  to  hire  or 
employ  any  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  with- 
out there  is  first  provided  and  placed  on  file  an  affi- 
davit made  by  the  parent  or  guardian,  stating  the  age, 
date  and  place  of  birth  of  said  child.

Relating  tu  the  extlnjsruishment  of  Kround  rents,  and  provid- 
ing a  means,  where  ground  rent  has  been  extinguished  by 
payment  or  presumption  of  law,  for  recording  such  extin- 
guishment, and  making  the  same  binding  and  effectual. 

Section  \,  Be  it  enacted^  cfec.  That  in  all  cases  in  p^^^^^^,„  ,  ^^^^^ 
which  a  ground-rent  has  been  or  may  be  extinguished  gToSnS^-nnt\7pSS 
by  payment  or  by  presumption  of  law,  but  no  deed  SSiSofJerofd. 
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of  extinguishment  or  release  thereof  appears  of  record, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners 
of  the  land  out  which  the  said  rent  issues,  or  any  per- 
son interested,  to  apply  by  petition,  under  oath  or 
ainrmation,  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county 
in  which  the  land  out  of  which  the  rent  was  reserved  is 
situate,  setting  forth  the  reservation  of  the  rent  and 
the  name  of  the  present  holder  or  holders,  owner 
or  owners  of  'said  rent  if  known,  and  if  not  known 
then  Slating  the  name  of  the  last  recorded  owner,  and 
also  the  fact  that  said  ground-rent  has  been  extin- 
guished, and  the  method  or  means  whereby  it  became 
extinguished,  and  asking  for  an  issue  to  determine  the 
question  of  its  extinguishment  by  a  jury.  Whereupon 
the  court  shall  direct  an  issue  to  be  framed  to  try  the 
question  whether  said  ground-rent  has  been  extin- 
guished, and  shall  make  such  order  for  giving  notice 
to  all  parties  to  said  issue  and  all  other  parties  in- 
terested therein,  if  any  such  exist,  as  the  court  shall 
see  tit  either  by  personal  service,  publication  or  other- 
wise. 

Section  2.  The  issue  to  be  framed  aa  provided  by  the 
first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  a  real  issue,  in  the 
usual  form,  to  determine  whether  the  said  ground-rent 
has  been  extinguished  by  payment  or  presumption  of 
law,  in  which  issue  the  last  known  owner  or  owners 
of  said  rent  shall  be  the  plaintiff,  and  the  covenantor 
in  the  deed  under  which  the  ground-rent  was  reserved 
and  the  petitioner  shall  be  the  defendants;  and  in  ease 
of  a  rent  reserved  by  deed  dated  and  recorded  more 
than  twenty-one  years  before  the  filing  of  said  peti- 
tion, the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  on  the  plaintiff  to 
show  that  said  rent  is  not  extinguished  by  payment 
or  presumption  of  law. 

Section  3.  If  upon  the  trial  of  said  issue  the  ver- 
dict of  the  jury  shall  be  for  the  defendants,  thereby 
establishing  the  fact  that  the  said  rent  has  been  ex- 
tinguished by  payment  or  presumption  of  law,  the 
court  shall,  after  entering  final  judgment  on  said  ver- 
dict, enter  a  decree  declaring  that  said  ground-rent 
is  released,  merged  and  forever  extinguished,  and  a 
certified  copy  of  said  decree  when  duly  entered  shall 
be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  for 
the  proper  county,  shall  be  indexed  in  said  office  in 
the  name  of  the  last  recorded  owner  or  owners  of  said 
rem  as  grantors,  and  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  a  deed  of  extinguishment  duly  executed  by 
the  real  owner  of  said  rent  and  duly  recorded  in  said 
office.

AN  ACT 

To  amend  an  act  approved  May  twenty-second,  one  thousand 
elerht  hundred  and  ninety-flve,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
for  running  and  marking  county  lines,  approved  the  sev- 
enteenth day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-six. increasing  the  number  of  commissioners  to  five  and 
pro\'idlng  for  advertising,"  and  further  providing  for  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  of  such  commissioners  and  their 
assistants. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.,  That  an  act  approved 
May  twenty-second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-five,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled 
*Au  act  to  provide  for  running  and  marking  county 
lines,'  approved  April  seventeenth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-six,  increasing  the  number  of 
commissioners  to  five  and  providing  for  advertising," 
which  reads  as  follows: 

**Section  1.  That  when  it  shall  appear  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  c:ourts  of  quarter  sessions  of  two  adjoin- 
ing counties, that  the  county  line  between  them  or  any 
part  thereof  should  be  designated,  surveyed  and 
marked,  a  commission  of  five  surveyors  to  designate, 
survey  and  mark  the  same  shall  be  appointed,  as  fol- 
lows. 

"S(*ction  2.  Such  commission  shall  be  composed  of 
one  surveyor  from  each  county  appointed  by  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  each  county,  one  to  be  appointed 
by  the  county  commissioners  of  each  of  said  counties, 
and  the  four  surveyors  so  appointed  shall  select  a  fifth 
surveyor,  and  the  five  surveyors  as  appointed  or  se- 
lected, shall  compose  the  commission  to  run  said  line, 
hot  no  two  of  said  surveyors  shall  be  citizens  of  the 
sam^  county.  If  any  of  said  surveyors  should  die  or 
be  anable  to  perform  the  duties  required,  then  their 
places  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  as  originally  ap- 
pointed." 

"Section  3.  Said  surveyors  shall  take  and  subscribe 
an  oatli  to  perform  their  duties  with  impartiality  and 
fidelity." 

"Section  4.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties  said 
surveyors  shall  appoint,  by  advertisement  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  in  each  of  said  counties,  a  time  and 
place  of  meeting  to  hear  parties  interested  in  the  loca- 
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tion  of  said  line^  and  after  said  hearing  they  shall 
carefully  designate  and  mark  the  said  line  by  suitable 
marks  of  permanent  character." 

"Section  5.  The  said  surveyors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  make  a  report  in  writing,  with  a  draft, 
showing  the  course  and  distances  of  the  line  so  desig- 
nated and  determined  upon  by  them,  and  the  tracts  of 
land  through  which  it  passes,  and  the  roads  and 
streams  and  buildings  in  close  proximity,  and  copies 
of  the  said  report  shall  be  filed  in  each  court  and  shall 
be  approved  by  the  court  and  ordered  to  be  recorded." 

"Section  6.  The  surveyors  shall  receive  a  compensa- 
tion of  four  dollars  a  day  for  each  day  necessarily 
spent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  They  may  em- 
ploy an  axeman  and  two  chain  carriers  at  a  compensa- 
tion of  two  dollars  a  day." 

"Section  7.  The  expense  of  the  commission  shall  be 
paid  by  the  counties  jointly,"  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  when  it  shall  appear  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  courts  of  quarter  sessions  of  two  ad- 
joining counties,  that  the  county  line  between  socb 
cc»unties  or  any  part  thereof  should  be  surveyed  and 
marked,  a  commission  composed  of  five  surveyors  to 
survey  and  mark  the  same  shall  be  appointed,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  2.  The  respective  courts  of  quarter  sessions 
of  such  counties  shall  each  appoint  one  surveyor,  the 
respective  boards  of  county  commissioners  of  suchcoun- 
ties  shall  each  appoint  one  surveyor,  and  the  four  sur- 
veyors so  appointed  shall  appoint  one  surveyor,  but  do 
two  of  such  surveyors  shall  be  citizens  of  the  sanie 
county.  If  any  of  the  surveyors  so  appointed  shall 
refuse  to  serve,  remove  from  the  State,  die,  resign,  or 
are  or  become  incapacitated  or  unable  from  any  cause 
to  perform  the  duties  required,  appointments  of  sub- 
stitutes shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section  of  the  first  appointment. 

Section  3.  The  members  of  such  commission  shall 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  perform  their  duties  im- 
partially and  with  fidelity. 

Section  4.  Such  commission  shall  meet  and  organiaje 
within  two  months  of  the  date  of  its  appointment; 
it  shall  select  from  its  membership  a  presiding  officer, 
also  a  secretary  who  shall  keep  a  full  record  of  the 
proceedings  and  work  of  the  commission.  It  shall  ap- 
point, by  advertisement  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
published  in  each  of  such  counties,  a  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  when  and  where  parties  interested  in  the 
location  of  such  county  line  will  be  heard,  after  which 
hearing  it  shall,  without  unreasonable  delay,  carefully 
ascertain  the  location  of  survey  and  mark  with  suit- 
able marks  of  a  permanent  character  the  old  county 
line  between  such  counties. 
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Section  5.  The  said  commission,  or  a  majority  of  its 
members  in  case  of  a  disagreement,  shall  make  a  re- 
pott  in  writing:,  and  attach  thereto  a  map  or  draft, 
showing  the  courses  and  distances  of  the  line  so  as- 
certained, surveyed  and  marked, and  the  tracts  of  land 
tUroujfh  which  it  passes,  and  the  buildings  in  close 
proximity,  together  with  the  roads  and  streams 
crossed  or  near  thereto;  and  copies  of  such  report  and 
uiap,  signed  by  the  member^  of  such  commission  or  a 
majority  of  Them,  shall  be  tiled  in  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  each  of  such  counties,  and  if  approved  by 
sach  courts  shall  be  ordered  recorded  in  the  records 
thereof,  and  the  line  so  ascertained,  surveyed  and 
marked  shall  thenceforth  be  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween such  counties. 

Section  6.  The  surveyors  composing  such  commis- 
sion shall  each  receive  a  compensation  of  four  dollars 
per  day  fo-r  all  time  necessarily  spent  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  be  re- 
imbursed the  necessary  expenses  paid  by  them,  re- 
spectively, while  engaged  upon  and  in  furtherance 
of  the  work  of  such  commission.  The  commission  may 
employ  as  assistants  an  axeman  and  two  chain  car 
wrs,  at  a  compensation  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  a 
day,  each,  who  shall  likewise  be  reimbursed  the  actual 
ntHt-s.sary  expenses  paid  by  them,  respectively,  while 
in  the  employ  of  such  commission:  Provided,  That 
the  expenses  paid  by  each  of  such  surveyors  and  as- 
sistants for  which  they  shall  be  entitled  to  reimburse- 
ment shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day, 
each,  for  the  time  actually  served  upon  the  work  of 
or  with  such  commission:  Provided  further  however. 
That  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  and  paid  by 
sacli  commissioners  in  advertising  their  meeting  pur- 
suant to  the  directions  of  this  act,  and  in  procuring 
and  setting  the  monuments  needful  to  mark  in  a  per- 
manent manner  such  county  line,  shall  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  the  commission  incurring  such  expense,  in 
addition  to  the  expenses  for  which  they  shall  severally 
be  reimbursed  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  7.  The  expense  of  the  commission  shall  be 
paid  by  such  counties  jointly  in  equal  parts  upon 
pres<»ntation  of  properly  itemized  bills,  duly  verified 
by  affidavit  of  the  person  claiming  payment. 

Section  8.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to 
all  commissions  heretofore  appointed,  as  also  to  all 
commissions  heretofore  appointed  whose  reports  have 
no(  been  filed,  but  shall  not  affect  or  control  any  cases 
iu  which  such  reports  have  heretofore  been  filed  in  the 
proper  courts.

To  authorize  labor  claimants   in   certain   cases   to   take  joint 

appeals. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dkc.  That  hereafter  in  all 
contests  over  labor  claims  in  cases  of  distribution 
under  the  acts  of  Assembly  of  April  twenty-two,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  P.  L.  480,  and 
May  twelve,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
one,  P.  L.  54,  and  their  supplements,  any  two  or  more 
of  such  labor  claimants  may  join  in  taking  an  appeal 
to  the  proper  appellate  court  from  any  judgment  or  de- 
cree of  the  court  below  adverse  to  their  said  claims, 
and  may  file  either  joint  or  several  assignments  of 
error  on  such  appeal  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  re- 
quire, and  on  the  hearing  of  such  appeal  the  appellate 
court  shall  determine  the  rights  of  the  several  par- 
ties, respectively,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said 
court  might  do  if  the  court  below  had  decided  in  favor 
of  said  claimants,  and  the  execution  creditor  or  other 
person  claiming  adversely  to  said  labor  claimants  had 
taken  the  appeal.

That  section  forty- 
four  of  an  act.  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  in- 
corporation and  regulation  of  certain  corporations," 
approved  April  twenty-nine,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four,  which  reads  as  follows:  "Every 
company  incorporated  by  or  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  or  accepting  the  same,  except  turnpike, 
bridge,  cemetery  companies,  or  building  and  loan  as- 
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sociations,  and  excepting  all  those  corporations  named 
in  the  first  class  of  section  two  of  this  act.  shall  paj 
to  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  Common- 
wealth, a  bonus  of  one-quarter  of  one  per  centum  upou 
the  amount  of  J:he  capital  stock  which  said  companies 
authorized  to  have,  in  two  equal  instalments,  and  a 
like  bonus  on  any  subsequent  increase  thereof.  The 
first  instalment  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon  the  in- 
corporation of  said  company,  or  upon  the  increase  of 
the  capital  thereof,  and  the  second  instalment  one 
year  thereafter.  And  no  company  as  aforesaid  shall 
have  or  exercise  any  corporate  powers  until  the  first 
instalment  of  said  bonus  is  paid,  and  the  Governor 
shall  not  issue  letters  patent  to  any  company  until  he 
is  satisfied  that  the  first  instalment  of  said  bonus  has 
been  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer.  And  no  company 
incorporated  as  aforesaid  shall  go  into  operation,  or 
exercise  any  corporate  powers  or  privileges  until  said 
first  instalment  of  bonus  has  been  paid  as  aforesaid,'' 
be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Every  company  incorporated  by  or  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  accepting  the  same,  except  turn- 
pike, bridge,  cemetery  companies,  or  building  and  loan 
associations,  and  excepting  all  those  corporations, 
named  in  the  first  class  of  section  two  of  this  act, 
shall  pay  to  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the 
Commonwealth,  a  bonus  of  one-third  of  one  per 
cenlum  upon  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  which 
said  company  is  authorized  to  have,  and  a  like  bonus 
on  any  subsequent  authorized  increase  thereof.  And 
no  company  as  aforesaid  shall  have  or  exercise  any 
corporate  powers  until  the  said  bonus  is  paid,  and  the 
Governor  shall  not  issue  letters  patent  to  any  com- 
pany until  he  is  satisfied  that  the  said  bonus  has  been 
paid  to  the  State  Treasurer.  And  no  company  incor- 
porated as  aforesaid  shall  go  into  operation,  or  exer- 
cise any  corporate  powers  or  privileges  until  said 
bonus  has  been  paid.

Section  1.  Be  it  enadedy  dc.y  That  on  and  after  the 
pa88a{?e  of  this  act  that  any  mine  superintendent, 
mine  foreman  or  assistant  foreman,  or  any  other  per- 
son or  persons,  who  shall  receive  or  solicit  any  sum  of 
money,  or  other  valual^le  consideration,  from  any  of 
his  or  their  employes  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  in 
his  or  their  employ,or  for  the  purpose  of  procuringem- 
ployment,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars,  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  and 
undergo  an  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  six  months, 
or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

Regulatlngr  the  deposit  of  moneys  belonging:  to  the  State  in 
the  b.anking-  institutions  thereof,  and  providing  for  the  col- 
lection  of  Interest  thereon. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  cfec,  That  on  and  after  the 
first  Monday  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  the  State  Treasurer  of  Pennsylvania 
shall  require  and  collect  from  each  bank,  banking  in- 
stitution or  trust  company,  in  which  funds  of  the 
State  are  deposited,  interest  on  the  amount  of  said 
deposit  at  the  rate  of  two  per  centum  per  annum. 

Section  2.  The  State  Treasurer  before  making  such 
deposits  shall  require  each  bank,  banking  institution 
or  trust  company  to  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond, 
containing  a  warrant  of  attorney  to  confess  judgment 
in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  in  double  the  amount 
of  the  contemplated  deposit,  with  sureties  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Revenue  Commissioners  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  no  deposit  shall 
at  any  time  be  greater  than  one  half  of  the  amount  of 
the  bond  furnished  by  said  depository.  And  further, 
the  said  bond  or  bonds  so  given  shall  include  a  special 
obligation  to  settle  with  and  pay  to  the  State  Treas- 
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urer,  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  amount 
of  interest  as  it  shall  become  due,  semi-annnally. 

Section  3.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  State  Treas- 
urer to  select  the  banks,  banking  institutions  or  trust 
coinpanieh  in  which  the  State  moneys  shall  be  de- 
posited, subject  however  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Revenue  Commissioners:  Provided  however,  That 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  held  to  prevent 
the  State  Treasurer  from  withdrawing  any  or  all  of 
said  funds  so  deposited,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
appropriations  and  obligations  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Treas- 
urer to  keep  a  correct  and  accurate  account  of  all 
moneys  received  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  pay  out  the  same  only  on  authority  of  law,  and  it 
shall  be  his  further  duty  to  select  the  depositories  in 
which  said  funds  may  be  deposited,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Revenue  Commissioners  as 
hereinbefore  provided;  and  he  shall  be  personally  re- 
sponsible for  a  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
under  the  law,  and  for  a  proper  accounting  of  all 
moneys  paid  to  him  as  State  Treasurer;  but  he  shall 
not  be  held  personally  liable  for  any  moneys  that  may 
be  lost  by  reason  of  the  failure  or  insolvency  of  any 
bank,  banking  institution  or  trust  company,  selected 
as  aforesaid. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of 
Revenue  Commissioners  to  cause  to  be  prepared  proper 
bonds  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
require  the  same  to  be  executed  by  the  State  Treas- 
urer and  the  banking  institutions  receiving  State  de- 
posits, at  or  before  the  date  when  this  act  shall  go  into 
operation. 

Section  6.  The  State  Treasurer  may  designate  one 
bank  in  Dauphin  county,  two  banks  in  Philadelphia 
county  and  two  banks  in  Allegheny  county,  to  be 
known  as  active  banks  in  which  shall  be  deposited  a 
suificient  amount  of  the  daily  receipts  to  transact  the 
current  business  of  the  Commonwealth.  These  active 
banks  shall  be  required  to  make  all  collections  for  the 
Commonwealth,  without  cost  or  compensation,  and 
shall  be  required  to  pay  interest  at  the  rate  of  one  and 
one-half  per  centum,  per  annum,  on  all  daily  balances.

Authorizing  the  several  orphans*  <?ourt8  of  this  Commonwealth 
to  decree  the  sale,  mortgaging,  leasing  or  conveyance  upon 
ground-rent,  of  lands  devised  or  held  with  remainder  to  a 
class  of  i>ersons,  some  or  all  of  whom  are  unborn,  and  to 
validate  certain  sales  and  conveyances  heretofore  made  by 
decree  of  court  In  such  cases. 

Section  1.  Be  U  enacted^  cfec,  That  the  several  or 
phans'  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  have 
jurisdiction  to  decree  the  public  or  private  sale,  mort- 
gaging, leasing  or  conveyance  upon  ground-rent,  of 
lands  within  their  respective  counties  which  have  been 
or  shall  be  devised  or  granted  for  life,  or  for  the  life 
of  another,  and  with  remainder  limited  to  a  cla»8  of 
persons,  some  or  all  of  whom  may  not  be  in  being  at 
the  time  of  the  decree  for  such  public  or  private  sale, 
mortgaging,  leasing  or  conveyance  upon  ground-rent: 
Provided,  That  the  court  to  which  such  application 
may  be  made  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  for  the 
interest  and  advantage  of  those  interested,  or  who 
may  become  interested  therein,  that  such  lands  should 
be  sold,  mortgaered,  leased  or  conveyed  noon  crround- 
rent,  and  that  the  same  may  be  done  without  injury 
or  prejudice  to  any  trust,  charity  or  purpose  for  which 
Mch  lands  may  be  held,  and  that  the  same  may  be 
done  without  violating  any  law  which  may  confer  an 
immnnity  or  exemption  from  sale  or  alienation. 

Section  2.  That  the  proceedings  for  such  public  or 
private  sale,  mortgaging,  leasing  or  conveyance  upon 
pronnd-rent  shall  be  in  all  respects  the  same  as  are 
now  provided  by  existing  laws  in  cases  where  contin- 
irent  remainders  or  executory  devises  are  limited,  and 
a  decree  of  the  court  is  sought  for  the  sale,  mortga- 
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j^ing,  leasing  or  conveyance  upon  ground-rent  of  the 
land.  And  the  decree  of  court  made  under  this  act 
shall  have  the  same  effect  as  to  title,  discharge  of 
liens,  and  in  all  other  respects  as  in  the  instances  last 
above  enumerated.  And  the  purchase-money,  mort- 
gage-money, ground  or  other  rent  reserve  shall  in  all 
respects  be  substituted  for  the  land  sold,  mortgaged 
or  let,  as  regards  the  enjoyment  and  ownership  thereof 
after  payment  of  liens,  and  shall  be  held  for  or  ap- 
plied to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  same  persons  and 
for  the  same  estates  and  interests,  present  or  future, 
vested,  contingent  or  executory  as  the  lands  so  sold, 
mortgaged  or  let  had  been  held.  And  the  court  shall 
make  such  order  or  orders  as  to  the  distribution  or  in- 
vestment of  such  funds  as  may  be  requisite  to  protect 
the  interests  of  all  persons  who  are  or  may  become 
entitled  thereto,  or  to  any  part  thereof,  whether  such 
persons,  or  any  of  them,  are  in  being  at  the  time  of 
such  order  and  have  vested  interests  therein,  or  may 
come  into  being  before  the  remainder  is  actually 
vested  in  possession  upon  the  determination  of  the 
particular  estate  and  become  entitled  to  have  the  re- 
mainder open  and  let  them  in. 

Section  3.  All  sales,  mortgages  or  lettings,  or  con- 
veyances upon  ground-rent,  heretofore  made  under  de- 
crees of  the  orphans'  court,  or  courts  of  conmiOD 
pleas  of  this  Commonwealth  in  cases  within  the  scope 
and  operation  of  this  act,  and  which  have  been  fully 
consummated  in  good  faith,  are  hereby  validated.

To  repeal  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  election  of 
a  solicitor  for  Dauphin  county,"  approved  the  fourth  day  of 
April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and  seventy. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  tfec,  That  the  act  of  Assem- 
bly, entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  election  of  a 
solicitor  for  Dauphin  county,"  approved  the  fourth 
day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Ooininonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  siime,  That  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  Dauphin  county  shall,  at  the  general 
election  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  and 
every  three  (3)  years  thereafter,  elect  one  person 
learned  in  the  law,  who  shall  have  resided  in  said 
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coonty  for  three  (3)  years  next  preceding  his  election, 
who  shall  lie  called  the  solicitor  of  Dauphin  county. 

Section  2.  That  the  return  judges  of  said  county 
shall,  when  they  meet  as  now  required  by  law  in  the 
cas(?  of  other  county  officers,  faithfully  add  up  the 
votes  given  at  said  election  for  solicitor,  and  he  who 
has  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected;  and  they  shall  make  out  duplicate  certificates, 
one  of  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  thus  de- 
clared elected,  and  the  other  to  the  prothonotary  of 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county;  and  the 
term  of  office  of  such  person,  thus  duly  elected,  shall 
hegin  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  January  next  after  said 
election,  and  continue  for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years. 

Section  3.  That  all  elections  of  solicitors  of  Dauphin 
county  shall  be  contested  and  decided  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  contesting  tiie 
election  of  county  officers;  and  if  any  vacancy  shall 
occur,  either  by  death,  rpsiguation,  removal  from  the 
county  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in  the 
case  of  district  attorney;  and  any  person  thereafter 
elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  solicitor  of 
said  county  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  full  term  of 
three  (3)  years.

Be  it  enacted^  dc,  That  section  sixty- 
three  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  lunatics 
and  habitual  drunkards,"  approved  the  thirteenth  day 
of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirtysix,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  03.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  to  which 
any  inquisition  shall  be  returned,  as  aforesaid,  on  pe- 
tition by  the  party,  setting  forth  that  he  is  restored  to 
a  sound  state  of  mind,  or  that  he  is  reformed,  and  be 
come  habitually  sober,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  take 
proof  of  the  facts,  and  if  the  court  shall  be  satisfied 
of  the  truth  of  the  allegations  in  such,  petition,  it  shall 
be  their  duty,  to  make  an  order  that  the  commission

to  direct  who  shall  pay  the  costs  thereof,  or  to  appor- 
tion said  cost  between  the  parties  to  the  issue  as  the 
justice  of  the  case  shall  require,  and  to  order  and  di- 
rect payment  accordingly:  Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  taking  away  the  right 
of  appeal  as  at  common  law.

R€«rulatin£r  the  employment  of  foreign  born  unnaturalized  male 
persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  providing  a  tax  on 
the  employers  of  such  persons,  and  preset ibing  a  j>enalty  for 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  said  act,  and  directing  the  man- 
ner of  collecting  the  same,  and  providing  that  the  amount 
of  such  tax  may  be  deducted  from  the  wages  of  persons 
affectod   by   the  provisions  hereof. 

Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  of  the  government  to  enact 
such  laws  as  shall  protect  the  citizen  laborers  of 
America  against  the  laborers  of  foreign  nations  who 
are  bi'ought  in  direct  competition  with  our  own  work- 
men in  nearly  all  the  different  branches  of  employ- 
ment; 

And  Whereas,  Thousands  of  foreign  laborers  come 
to  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  oblaining  employment, 
without  any  intentions  of  becooning  citizens  and  who 
disclaim  any  allegiance  to  this  State  or  nation,  very 
few  of  whom  ever  pay  any  taxes  for  the  maintenance 
of  local.  State  or  national  government,  and  are  thus 
brought  into  unjust  competition  with  the  tax-paying 
American  laboiers,  and  greatly  impair  their  welfare 
by  depriving  them  of  their  employment,  or  prevent- 
ing them  from  receiving  fair  compensation  for  their 
labor;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  persons,  firms, 
associations  or  corporations  employing  one  or  more 
foreign  born  unnaturalized  male  persons  over  twenty 
one  years  of  age  within  this  Commonwealth,  shall  he 
and  are  hereby  taxed  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per 
day  for  each  day  each  of  such  foreign-born  unnat- 
uralized male  persons  may  be  employed,  which 
tax  shall  be  paid  into  the  respective  county 
treasuries;    onehalf    of    which    tax    to    be    distrib- 
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uted  among  the  respective  school  districts  of 
each  county,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  schools 
in  said  districts,  the  other  half  of  said  tax  shall  be 
Bsed  by  the  proper  county  authorities  for  defraying 
the  general  expenses  of  county  government.  The  dis- 
tribution of  the  school  fund  to  be  made  on  or  before 
December  first  of  each  year. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons, 
firms,  associations  and  corporations  in  this  Common- 
wealth to  ascertain  whether  any  of  their  employes  are 
foreign-bom  unnaturalized  male  persons  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  if  there  be  any  such,  to  keep  a 
true  and  correct  record  of  the  number  of  such  per- 
sons employed,  their  names,  place  of  birth,  together 
with  the  exact  number  of  days  .such  persons  are  em- 
ployed during  each  month,  which  record  shall  be  kept 
and  be  subject  to  examination  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners, or  any  one  designated  by  them  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Section  X  That  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  such 
persons,  firms,  associations  and  corporations  who  may 
give  employment  to  such  foreign-born  unnaturalized 
male  persons  to  make  a  quarterly  report,  under  oath, 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October, 
in  each  year,  to  the  county  commissioners  of  the

Providing  for  the  regulation  of  the  manufacture  and  Hale  of 
distilled  and  fern^.ented  vinegars,  pres4*ribing  their  standard, 
to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  the  same,  providing  for  the 
enforcement  thereof,  and  punishment  for  the  violation  of  the 
same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  no  person,  firm  or  corp;iratc 
body  shall  manufacture  for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  or  ex 
pose  for  sale,  sell  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his,  her  or  their 
I>ossea8ion  with  intent  to  sell  or  deliver,  any  vinegar 
not  in  compliance  with  (he  provision  of  this  act.  No 
vinegar  shall  be  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  as  apple  or 
cider  vinegar  which  is  not  the  legitimate  product  of 
pure  apple  juice,  or  vinegar  not  made  exclusively  t»f 
said  apple  cider,  or  vinegar  in  which  foreign  suh- 
Htanees,  drugs  or  acids  shall  have  been  introduced  as 
nmy  appear  upon  proper  test,  and  upon  said  test  sliall 
contain  not  less  than  an  acidity  of  four  i)er  centum, 
ani  one  and  one-half  per  centum  by  weight  of  cider 
vinegar  solids  upon  full  evaporation  at  the  tempera- 
ture of  boiling  water;  no  vinegar  shall  bi^  branded 
"fruit  vinegar''  unless  the  same  be  made  wholly  from 
grapes,  a)>ples  or  other  fruits. 

Section  2.  All  vinegar  made  by  fermentation  ainl 
oxidation,  without  the  intervention  of  distillation, 
shall  be  branded  "ferment(»d  vinegar,"  with  the  name 
of  the  fruit  or  substan(»e  from  which  the  same  is  made. 
And  all  vinegar  made  wholly  or  in  part  from  distille<l 
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liqaor  shall  be  branded  "distilled  vinegar/'  and  all 
snch  distilled  vinegar  shall  be  free  from  coloring  mat- 
ter added  before,  during  or  after  distillation,  and 
from  color  other  than  that  imparted  to  it  by  the  pro- 
cess of  distillation.  And  all  fermented  vinegar,  not 
distilled,  shall  contain  not  less  than  one  and  one-half 
IH*r  centum  by  weight  on  full  evaporation,  (at  the 
temperature  of  boiling  water,)  of  solids  derived  from 
the  fniit  or  grain  from  which  said  vinegar  is  fer- 
mented. And  all  vinegar  shall  be  made  wholly  from 
the  fruit  or  grain  from  which  it  is  represented  to  be 
nwde,  and  shall  contain  no  foreign  substance,  and 
shall  contain  not  less  than  four  per  centum  by  weight 
of  aksolute  acetic  acid:  Provided,  That  this  shall  not 
be  construed  to  prohibit  the  use  of  such  an  amount  of 
spices  as  are  necessary  for  flavoring,  provided  such 
spices  do  not  color  the  vinegar. 

Section  3.  No  person,  firm  or  corporate  body  shall 
manufacture  for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  his,  her 
or  their  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  expose  for 
siile,  any  vinegar  found  upon  proper  test  to  contain 
any  preparation  of  lead,  copper,  sulphuric  or  other 
mineral  acid,  or  other  ingredients  injurious  to  health. 
.\nd  all  packages  containing  vinegar  shall  be  plainly 
and  distinctly  marked  on  each  head  of  the  cask,  barrel 
or  keg  containing  such  vinegar,  or  if  sold  in  other 
packages,  each  package  shall  be  plainly  and  distinctly 
marked  with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  manufact- 
urer, together  with  the  brand  required  in  section  two 
thereof. 

Section  4.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporate  body  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall, 
for  every  such  offense,  forfeit  and  pay  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  which, 
shall  be  recoverable,  with  costs,  including  expense  of 
inspection  and  analysis,  by  any  person  suing  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealth  as  debts  of  like  amount 
hy  law  recoverable:  Provided,  That  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  through  its  officer  known  as  the  Dairy 
and  Food  Commissioner,  together  with  the  deputies, 
aj^ents  and  assistants,  shall  be  charged  with  the  en 
forcement  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  full  access  to  all 
places,  of  business,  factories,  mills,  build- 
ings, carriages,  cars,  vessels,  barrels,  tanks 
and  packages  of  whatever  kind  used  in 
the  manufacture  and  transportation  and  sale 
of  any  vinegar,  or  of  any  adulteration  or  imitation 
thereof,  or  any  package  in  w^hich  vinegar  is  mixed 
with  articles  of  food.  They  shall  also  have  power  and 
anthority  to  open  any  package,  barrel  or  vessel  con- 
taining any  vinegar,  or  any  adulteration  or  imitation 
thereof,  which  may  be  manufactured,  sold  or  exposed 
for  sale,  and  they  shall  also  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  take  the  samples  therefrom  for  analysis  upon 
tendering  the  value  of  said  samples.  And  all  charges,

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Jurisdiction  of 
mafflstrates  and 
Justices  of  the 
peace. 
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accounts  and  expenses  of  the  Department  for  the  on- 
forcenient  of  this  act,  through  the  said  Commissioner 
and  his  deputies,  agents,  assistants,  chemist,  and 
counsel  employed  by  Ihim,  in  carrying  out  the  provis 
ions  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Ti'easurer  of  the 
State  in  the  same  manner  as  other  accounts  and  ex 
penses  of  the  said  Department  are  paid.  And  all 
pt^naities  and  costs  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  Dairy  and  Food 
OommisKioner,  or  his  agents,  and  by  him  immediately 
covered  into  the  State  Treasury,  to  be  kept  as  a  fund 
for  the  use  of  the  Department,  and  to  be  drawn 
out  upon  warrant  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri 
culture  and  the  Auditor  General. 

Section  5.  Every  person  who  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  pun 
iahed  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty 
days,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment  for  the  first 
offense,  and  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  impris 
onment  for  thirty  days  for  every  subsequent  offense:

Macistratesi  and  justices  of  the  nej^ee 
throughout  this  Commonwealth  shall  have  jurisdiction 
to  hear  and  determine  actions  arising  for  violations  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  hold  for  court,  or 
impose  the  penalties  provided  therein,  subject  to  ap 
peal  as  the  law  shall  direct. 

Section  7.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 
Limiting  the  number  of  inmates  of  State  prisons,  peniten- 
tiariea.  State  reformatories  and  other  penal  institutions  within 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to  he  employed  in  manufacturing 
Koods  therein,  and  prohibiting  the  usa  of  machinery  in  manu- 
facturing said  goods. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c,.  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  no  warden,  superintendent  or 
other  officer  of  any  State  prison,  penitentiary  or  State 
reformatory,  having  control  of  the  employment  of  tbe 
inmates  of  said  institutions,  shall  employ  more  than 
five  per  centum  of  the  whole  numiber  of  inmates  of 
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~^nd  institutions  in  the  manufacture  of  brooms  aud 
brushes  and  hollow-ware,  or  ten  per 
centum  in  the  manufacture  of  any  other 
kind  of  goods,  waree,  articles  or  things  that  are 
manufactured  elsewhere  in  the  State  except  mats 
and  matting,  in  the  manufacture  of  which  twenty  per 
centum  of  the  whole  number  of  inmates  may  be  em- 
ployed. 

Section  2.  That  the  oflScers  of  the  various  county 
prisons,  work  houses  and  reformatory  institutions 
within  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  shall  not 
employ  more  than  five  per  centum  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  inmates  in  said  institutions  in  the  manufacture 
of  brooms  and  brushes  and  hollow-ware,  or  ten  per 
centum  in  the  manufacture  of  any  other  kind  of  j^oods. 
wares,  articles  or  other  things  that  are  manufactured 
elsewhere  in  the  State,  except  mats  and  matting,  in 
the  manufacture  of  which  twenty  per  contnm  of  the 
whole  number  of  inmates  may  be  employed:  Pro- 
vided, This  act  shall  not  apply  to  goods  manufactured 
for  use  of  the  inmates  of  such  inslitutions. 

Section  3.  That  no  machine  operated  by  steam, 
electricity,  hydraulic  force,  compressed  air  or  oth^r 
power,  except  machines  operated  by  hand  or  foot 
power,  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  said  institutions  in 
the  manufacture  of  any  goods,  wares,  articles  or 
thinsrs  that  are  manufactured  elsewhere  in  the  State. 

Section  4.  Any  warden,  superintendent,  or  other 
officer  or  person  havinc  control  of  the  employment  of 
inmates  of  any  of  the  within  mentioned  State  or 
county  institutions  or  other  penal  institution  or  insti- 
tutions wherein  convict  labor  is  employed  within  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  undergo  an  im- 
prisonment, not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight.

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To  preveDt  the  spread  of  the  contagious  diseases  known  asyellcws, 
black  knot,  peach  rosette  and  pear  blight,  among  peach,  plum, 
cherry,  prune,  almond,  apricot,  nectarine  and  pear  trees,  or  the 
fruit  thereof,  and  providing  measures  for  the  oradication  of  the 
same,  and  applying  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  the  **San  Jose 
fScaie,"  when  founa  on  any  vine,  plant,  snrub  or  fruit  tree. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,.  That  it  sliaJI  be  unlaw 
ful  for  any  person  to  keep  any  peach,  almond,  apricot, 
plum,  cherry,  nt*ctai*iue  or  i>ear  tree  infected  with  the 
contagious  diseases  known  as  yellows,  black  knot, 
peach  rosette,  or  pear  blight,  or  to  otter  lor  saic  ur 
shipment,  or  to  sell  or  to  ship  any  of  the  fruit  thereof, 
except  the  fruit  of  the  plum,  cherry  and  pear  tree; 
that  both  tree  and  fruit  so  infected  shall  be  subject  to 
destruction  as  public  nuisjinces  as  hereinafter  pnv 
vided.  No  damages  shall  be  awarded  in  any  court  in 
the  State  for  entering  ui>on  the  premises  and  destroy- 
ing such  diseased  trees,  or  parts  of  trees,  or  fruit,  if 
done  in  accoi-dance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  as  soon  as  he  be 
comes  aware  of  the  existence  of  such  disease  in  any 
tree,  parts  of  trees,  or  fruit  owned  by  him,  to  forth- 
with destroy  or  cause  said  trees  or  fruit  to  be  de 
stroyed. 

Section  2.  In  any  township,  borough  or  city  of  this 
State  in  which  such  contagious  diseases  exist,  or  in 
which  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  they  exist,  or 
danger  may  be*  justly  apprehended  of  their  introdnc 
tion,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  supervisors 
or  board  of  road  control,  or  borough  or  city  council, 
as  soon  as  such  infonnation  becomes  known  to  either 
such  board  or  councils,  or  any  member  thereof,  to 
apnoint,  forthwith,  thi-ee  competent!  freeholders  •►f 
said  township,  borough  or  city  as  commissioners,  who 
shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  said  board, 
borough  or  city  council,  and  such  order  of  appoint 
ment  and  of  revocation  shall  be  entered  at  large  upon 
the  township,  borough  or  city  records:  Provided, 
That  the  commissioners  now  appointed  and  in  office, 
shall  continue  in  said  office  until  their  successors  are 
appointed  and  qualified:  Provided,  That  in  case  com 
missioners  have  already  been  appointed  to  prevent 
the  spreading  of  bush,  vine  and  fruit  tree  pests,  such 
commissioners  shall  beex-officio  commissioners  under 
this  act. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission 
ers  within  ten  days  after  the  appointment  as  aforesaid, 
to  file  their  acceptances  of  the  same  with  the  clerk  of 
said  township,  borouerh  or  city,  and  said  clerk  shall  be 
ox-oflRcio  clerk  of  said  board  of  commissioners;  and  be 
shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said 
board  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  the  purpose^  and 
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shall  file  and  preserve  all  papers  pertaining  to  the 
dutits  and  actions  of  said  commissioners,  or  either  of 
theni,  which  shall  be  a  part  of  the  records  of  said  bor- 
ough, township  or  city,  providing  that  if  there  is  no 
township  clerk,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town- 
ship auditors  to  select  one  of  their  number  as  such 
clerk. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission- 
ers, or  any  one  of  them,  upon  or  without  camplaint, 
whenever  it  comes  to  their  notice  that  either  of  the 
diseases  known  as  yellows,  black  knot,  peach  rosette 
or  pear  blight  exist  or  are  supposed  to  exist  within 
the  limits  of  their  township,  borough  or  city,  to  pro 
ceed  without  delay  to  examine  the  tree  or  fruit  sup- 
posed to  be  infected,  and  if  the  disease  is  found  to 
exist  a  distinguishing  mark  shall  be  placed  upon  the 
diseased  trees,  and  the  owner  notified  personally  or  by 
a  written  notice  left  at  his  usual  place  of  resiUence; 
or  if  the  owner  be  a  non-resident  by  leaving  the  notice 
with  the  person  in  charge  of  the  trees  or  fruit,  or  the 
person  in  whose  possession  said  trees  or  fruit  may  be. 
The  notice  shall  contain  a  simple  statement  of  the 
facts  as  found  to  exist  with  an  order  to  effectually 
uproot  and  destroy  by  fire,  or  as  the  commissioner 
sliall  order,  the  trees  so  marked  or  designated,  or  such 
parts  thereof,  within  five  days,  Sundays  excepted, 
fmm  the  date  of  the  service  of  the  notice;  and  in  case 
of  fruit  infected  such  notice  shall  require  the  person 
in  whose  possession  or  control  it  is  found  to  imme- 
diately destroy  the  ^me,  or  cause  it  to  be  done,  or  the 
coumiissioner  may  destroy  the  same.  Said  notice  and 
order  to  be  signed  by  one  or  more  of  the  commission- 
ers. 

S^*etion  5.  In  case  any  person  who  is  interested  in 
any  tree  or  trees  so  ordered  to  be  destroyed  shall  feel 
aj^grieved  by  such  order,  and  shall  l)elieve  that  such 
trees  are  not  so  diseased,  he  may  serve  a  written  notice 
upon  all  of  the  commissioners  in  the  township  in  which 
such  trees  are  situated,  which  notice  shall  specify  the 
part  of  such  order  to  which  objection  is  made,  and  the 
particular  tree  or  trees  included  in  such  order  which 
it  is  claimed  are  not  so  diseased,  and  shall  request  an 
examination  of  such  tree  or  trees  by  all  of  said  com- 
missioners, which  notice  shall  be  served  personally 
upon  each  of  said  commissioners  within  the  five  days 
given  for  the  destruction  of  said  trees,  and  it  shall 
thereupon  be  the  duty  of  all  said  commissioners  who 
have  not  already  done  so  to  personally  examine  such 
tree  or  trees  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  within  said 
five  days,  and  if  a  majority  of  all  commissioners  shall 
agree  that  such  tree  or  trees  are  so  disease<l  they  shall 
order  the  same  to  be  destroyed  forthwith  by  the  owner 
or  custodian  thereof;  but  if  a  mniority  shall  d'M»ide 
that  such  tree  or  trees,  or  any  of  them,  nre  not  so 
diseased,  they  shall  revoke  the  order  of  the  commis 
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sioner  to  destroy  the  Baine  as  far  as  it  relates  to  tlie 
trees  so  found  to  be  free  from  disease,  but  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  fruit  ordered  to  be  destroyed. 

Section  G.  \vneuevei-  any  person  shall  retuse  or 
neglect  to  comply  with  the  order  to  remove  and  de- 
stroy the  trees  or  parts  of  trees  so  designated  and 
marked  by  the  commissioner,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be- 
come the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  cause  said  trees, 
or  parts  of  trees,  to  be  removed  and  destroyed,  forth- 
with, employing,  all  necessary  aid  for  that  purpose. 
Tlie  expenses  for  such  removal  and  destruction  of 
trees,  or  parts  of  trees,  to  be  a  charge  against  the 
township,  borough  or  city;  and  for  the  purpose  of  such 
removal  or  destruction  the  said  commis»ioners,  their 
agents  and  workmen,  shall  have  the  right  and  power 
to  enter  upon  any  and  all  premises  within  their  town- 
ship, borough  or  city. 

Section  7.  If  any  owner  neglects  to  uproot  and  de- 
stroy or  cause  to  be  removed  and  destroyed,  as  afore 
said,  such  diseased  trees  or  parts  of  trees  or  fruit 
after  such  examination  and  notification,  and  within 
the  time  hereinbefore  specified,  or  any  other  person 
who  shall  sell  or  oiler  for  sale  such  diseased  fruit, 
such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court;  and  any  justice 
of  the  peace  of  the  township  or  borough,  or  any  alder 
man  of  any  city,  where  such  trees  may  be  or  where 
Huch  nursery  stock  or  fruit  is  sold,  shipped,  disposed 
of  or  delivered  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  jurisdiction 
thereof.  The  words  '^part  of  trees"  wherever  used  in 
this  act  shall  refer  to  black  knot  and  pear  blight  only, 
and  not  to  trees  alfected  with  yellows. 

Section  8.  The  commissioners  shall  be  allowed  for 
services  under  this  act,  two  dollars  for  each  full  day, 
and  one  dollar  for  each  half  day,  and  their  other 
charges  and  disbursements  under  this  act  by  the  town- 
ship board,  borough  or  city  council;  all  of  which  costs, 
charges,  expenses  and  disbursements  may  be  recovered 
by  the  township,  borough  or  city  from  the  owner  of 
such  diseased  fruit  or  nursery  stock,  or  from  the  owner 
of  the  premis^^s  on  which  said  diseased  trees  stood,  in 
action  of  assumpsit:  Provided,  Said  owner  has  "re- 
fused or  neglected  to  remove  said  diseased  fruit  or 
nursery  stock  in  compliance  with  the  order  of  said 
commissioner  or  commissioners:  And  provided,  That 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  San  Jose 
Scale  when  found  on  any  vine,  plant,  shrub  or  fruit 
tree. 

Section  9.  All  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed.  This  act  is  ordered  to  take  imme- 
diate effect.

AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  three  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  create 
poor  districts,  and  to  authorize  purchase  of  lands  and  erec- 
tion of  buildingrs  to  furnish  relief  and  give  employment  to  the 
destitute,  poor  and  paupers  in  this  Commonwealth,"  ap- 
proved the  fourth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  relating  to  the  number  of 
overseers  of  the  poor  necessary  to  sign  certain  petitions. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc,  That  the  third  section 
of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  create  poor  districts,  and 
to  authorize  tlie  purchase  of  lands  and  erection  of 
buildings  to  furnish  relief  and  give  employment  to 
the  destitute  popr  and  paupers  in  the  Commonwealth," 
approved  the  fourth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  which  reads 
as  follows: 

"Section  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  not  pur- 
chase real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  until 
recommended  so  to  do  by  petition  and  votes,  as  fol- 
lows: That  is,  at  any  time  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  on  petition  of  two-thirds  of  overseers  of  the  poor 
then  in  office  within  such  district,  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  such  county  shall  submit  the  question  of 
such  purchase  to  the  votes  of  the  qualified  electors 
of  such  district;  such  election  shall  be  held  according 
to  the  direction  of  such  court,  at  either  the  election  of 
township  officers,  in  February,  the  general  election  in 
November,  or  at  a  special  election  ordered  by  the 
court  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
by  the  officers  provided  by  law  for  holding  elections, 
in  the  respective  voting  districts  and  precincts  within 
such  districts,  and  according  to  laws  governing  mu- 
nicipal and  general  elections  within  this  Commxin- 
weaJth.  At  least  sixty  days  notice  of  such  election 
shall  be  given  by  the  sheritf  of  said  county,  by  publi- 
cation in  two  newspapers  published  within  said 
county,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  that 
the  same  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  That  the  said  county  commissioners  shall 
not  purchase  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  this  act, 
until  recommended  to  do  so  by  petition  presented 
to  court  of  quarter  sessions  by  a  majority  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  in  office  in  said  county  at  the 
time  of  signing  said  petition,  whereupon  the  said  court 
shall  submit  the  question  of  said  purchase  to  the  votes 
of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  district;  such  election 
shall  be  held  according  to  the  direction  of  said  court, 
at  either  the  election  for  township  officers  in  Febru- 
ary, the  general  election  in  November,  or  at  a  special 
election  ordered  by  said  court  for  the  purpose,  and 
shall  be  held  and  conducted  by  the  officers  provided 
by  law  for  holding  elections  in  the  respective  voting 
districts  and   precincts-  with  said    districts,  and  ac- 
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cording  to  the  laws  governing  municipal  and  general 
Noiice  lo  be  given,  elections  wltliin  the  Commonwealth;  at  least  sixty 
days*  notice  of  such  election  shall  be  given  by  the  sher- 
iff of  the  county,  by  publication  in  two  newspapers 
published  within  said  county.

Providing  thnt  the  umnuftteturers  who  shall  pay  a  certain  sum, 
annnally,  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth, shall  sell 
only  malt  or  brewed  liquors'  of  their  own  manufacture  lo  dealers 
only  who  have  been  licensed  by  the  court. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enncted,  (fc,  That  hereafter  any 
brewer  of  malt  or  brewed  liquors  within  this  Coni- 
monwealth,  upon  paying  into  the  State  treasury  for  the 
use  of  the  Commonwealth  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, annually,  shall  sell  and  deliver  only  to  liquor 
dealers  licensed  by  the  court,  the  malt  or  brewed 
liquors  manufactured  at  said  brewery  in  packages  of 
not  less  than  twelve  pint  bottles,  or  in  casks  of  not  less 
than  one-eighth  barrel:  Provided  however,  That  any 
individual,  firm  or  corporation  operating  more  than 
one  brewery,  shall  pay  for  each  separate  brewery  so 
operated  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  And  upon 
payment  of  said  sum  into  the  State  Treasury,  annu- 
ally, the  State  Treasurer  shall  issue  a  certificate 
thereof,  which  shall  be  framed  and  exposed  to  view  in 
said  brewery. 

Section  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prolhibit  the  brewer  obtaining  a  license  to  sell  at 
wholesale,  as  provided  by  existing  law,  upon  applica- 
tion to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions:  Provided  how- 
ever, When  any  court  shall  have  refused  a  license 
for  any  particular  brewery,  the  sale  of  said  liquors  at 
said  brewery  shall  not  be  permitted  under  this  act 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  date  of  the 
application  for  the  license  which  has  been  so  refused.

Providing  for  tlio  return  ol  pauperti  and  iociigent  insane  persons, 
not  having  a  legal  settleuieut  witbia  this  Commonwealth,  to 
any  other  state  or  country  to  which  they  may  lielong. 

Section  1.  Be  it  eiuivtcJ,  dtc,  That  in  all  eases  of 
commitment  of  indigent  insane  persons  to  any  of  the 
State  hospitals  for  the  insane,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  court  in  making  such  commitment,  to  determine 
the  legal  residence  of  such  indigent  insane  person, 
whether  such  settlement  be  within  the  Commonwealth 
or  in  any  other  state  or  country. 

Section  2.  If  upon  such  investigation  the  court  mak- 
ing the  €(mimitment  as  aforesaid  shall  find  that  such 
person  whose  commitment  to  the  said  institution  is 
necessary  has  not  a  legal  residence  within  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  or  if  the  question  of  his  legal  resi- 
dence is  in  doubt,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of 
said  court,  without  delay,  to  notify  the  State  Board 
of  Charities,  and  if  said  court  commits  such  person 
to  any  of  the  State  asylums  for  the  insane,  notwith- 
standing that  he  has  not  gained  a  legal  residence,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  give  the  reasons  for 
such  recommendation. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board 
of  Charities,  either  by  a  committee  of  its  members  or 
by  its  secretary  or  by  such  agent  a«  it  may  designate, 
to  investigate  the  question  of  the  legal  residence  of 
such  person  as  shall  be  i-eported  to  the  said  Board, 
and  such  committee,  secretary  or  agent  shall  have 
authority  to  send  for  pei'sons  and  papers,  and  to  ad- 
minister oaths  and  aflBrmations  in  conducting  such  in- 
vestigation. 

Section  4.  If  upon  investigation  the  said  Board  or  its 
agent  shall  find  that  the  said  person  is  not  a  legal 
resident  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  but  has  legal 
residence  in  some  other  State  or  country,  they  may, 
by  a  proper  order  addressed  to  the  trustees  of  the  luna- 
tic hospital  to  which  such  indigent  insane  person  has 
been  committed,  cause  him  to  be  returned  to  that  state 
or  country  where  he  has  a  legal  residence,  or  to  that 
state  or  co-untry  whence  he  came  to  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania; and  the  actual  necessary  expense  of  return- 
ing such  person  shall  be  paid  from  the  State  Treasury 
by  warrant  drawn  by  the  Auditor  General  on  the  State 
Treasurer  on  an  account  settled  by  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral. Like  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  all  cases  where 
any  such  indigent  insane  person  is  confined  in  any 
county  prison  or  poor-house. 

Bi'ction  5..  The  State  Board  of  Charities  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  into  ajijreenient 
with  the  authorities  of  other  states  w^hich  shall  adopt 
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legislation,  consistent  with  this  act,  for  the  arbitration 
of  disputed  questions  between  the  states  and  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  respecting  the  residence  of  insane 
persons,  paupers  and  other  dependents,  and  for  the 
return  of  such  persons  to  their  proper  residence.

To  amend  sectiOQ  four  of  an  act  approved  J  une  eighth,  one  tbou- 
sand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-oue,  entitled  *'A  further  supple- 
went  to  an  act,  entitled  *An  act  to  authorize  the  erection  of  a 
poor>hou8e  by  the  township  of  Jenkins,  borough  of  Pittston  and 
township  of  Pittston,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne,'  approved  May 
eighth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  lifty-seveu/'  allowing 
an  increase  in  the  amount  of  relief  that  may  i>e  granted  to  pau- 
pers not  residing  in  the  poor-house  in  said  district. 

Section  1.  Be  it  eruwfed,  dtc.  That  so  much  of  section 
four  of  an  act  approved  June  eighth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  entitled  "A  further 
supplement  to  an  act,  entitled  ^An  act  to  authorize  the

Taxing  certain   stocks   of   building   and   loan   associations   for 
State   purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enarfed,  cfc,  Th^t  upon  all  full 
paid,  prepaid,  and  fully  matured,  or  partly  matured 
stock  in  any  building  and  loan  association  incorpo- 
rated under  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  any  other  state  and  doing  business 
within  this  State,  and  upon  which  annual,  semiannual, 
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quarterly  or  monthly  caBh  dividends  or  interest  shall 
be  paid,  there  shall  be  paid  a  State  tax  equal  to  that 
required  to  be  paid  upon  money  at  interest  by  the  gen- 
eral tax  laws  of  ihis  State;  and  such  tax  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  cash  dividend  or  interest  so  provided 
for  by  the  secretary  or  treasurer  of  such  corporation, 
and  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer.  And  every  such 
domestic  corporation  shall  annually  make  return  to 
the  Auditor  General,  at  the  time  other  returns  for  tax- 
ation are  required  to  be  made,  of  the  amount  of  its 
stock  outstanding  entitled  to  receive  caah  dividends  or 
interest,  and  every  such  foreign  corporation  shall,  in 
the  reports  required  to  be  made  by  them  to  the  Bank- 
ing Department,  make  report  of  the  amount  of  its 
stock  held  by  residents  of  this  State,  entitled  to  re- 
ceive cash  dividends  or  interest,  and  said  Banking 
Department  shall,  at  the  time  other  returns  for  taxa- 
tion are  required  to  be  made,  certify  to  the  Auditor 
General  the  amount  of  such  stock  each  of  said  foreign 
corporations  had  outstanding  at  the  time  of  its  la^t 
report  to  said  Banking  Department;  and  upon  said 
sum  such  foreign  corporation  shall  pay  the  tax  above 
required  to  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  de- 
mand,  and  failure  to  make  such  payment  within  thirty 
days  after  such  demand  shall  have  been  made  shall 
subject  such  corporation  to  the  forfeiture  of  its  right 
to  lrnns«ct  bnainei^s  in  this  State:  Provided  however,

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  section  two  of  an 
act,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  nomination  and 
election  of  public  offlceirs,  requiring  certain  expenses 
incident  thereto  to  be  paid  by  the  several  counties, 
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Section  2.  act  June 
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and  punishing  certain  offenses  in  regard  to  such  elec- 
tions," which  reads  as  follows: 

"Any  convention  of  delegates  or  primary  meeting  or 
electors,  or  caucus  held  under  the  rules  of  a  political 
party,  or  any  board  authorized  to  certify  nominations 
representing  a  political  party,  which,  at  the  election 
next  preceding,  polled  at  least  two  per  centum  of  the 
largest  entire  vote  for  any  office  cast  in  the  State,  or 
in  the  electoral  district  or  division  thereof  for  which 
such  primary  meeting,  caucus  or  convention  or  board, 
desires  to  make  or  certify  nominations,  may  nominate 
one  candidate  for  each  office  which  is  to  be  filled  in  the 
State,  or  in  the  said  district  or  division,  at  the  next 
ensuing  election  by  causing  a  certificate  of  nomination 
to  be  drawn  up  and  filed  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Every  such  certificate  of  no>mination  shall  be  si^ed 
by  the  presiding  officer  and  the  secretary  or  secreta- 
ries of  the  convention,  or  primary  meeting,  or  caucus, 
or  board,  who  shall  add  thereto  their  places  of  resi- 
dence, and  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  by  them  before 
an  officer  qualified  to  administer  oaths,  to  be  true  to 
the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  and  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  oath  shall  be  annexed  to  the  certificate  of 
nomination,"  shall  be  hereafter  read  as  follows: 

Any  convention  of  delegates,  or  primary  meeting  of 
electors,  or  caucus  held  under  the  rules  of  a  political 
party,  or  any  board  authorized  to  certify  nominations 
representing  a  i>olitical  party  which,  at  the  election 
next  preceding,  polled  at  least  two  per  centum  of  the 
largest  entire  vote  for  any  office  cast  in  the  State,  or 
in  the  electoral  district  or  division  thereof  for  which 
such  primary  meeting,  caucus,  convention,  or  board, 
desires  to  make  or  certify  nominations,  may  nominate 
one  candidate  for  each  office  which  is  to  be  filled  in  the 
State,  or  in  the  said  district  or  division,  at  the  next  en- 
suing election  by  causing  a  Certificate  of  Nomination 
to  be  drawn  up  and  filed  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Every  such  Certificate  of  Nomination  shall  be  signed 
by  the  presiding  officer  and  the  secretary  or  secretaries 
of  the  convention,  or  primary  meeting,  or  caucus,  or 
board,  who  shall  add  thereto  their  places  of  residence, 
and  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  to  by  them  before  an 
officer  qualified  to  administer  oaths,  to  be  true  to  the 
best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  and  a  certificate  of 
the  oath  shall  be  annexed  to  the  Certificate  of  Nomi- 
nation: Provided,  That  if  any  political  party  has  by 
its  rules  provided  for  a  registration  of  candidates  for 
nominations,  and  at  the  time  limited  for  such  registra- 
tion, or  at  any  subsequent  time,  by  reason  of  with- 
drawal or  other  cause  there  shall  be  no  more  candi- 
dates for  any  oflTice  registere^l  or  remaining  than  are 
to  be  elected  to  such  office,  the  person  or  persons  so 
registered  or  remaining  shall  be  deemed  the  nominee 
or  nominees,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  he  or  they  had 
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been  nominated  by  a  convention  or  primary  meeting, 
or  caucus  or  board.  And  one  or  more  or  all  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  committee  of  such  political  party  with 
which  such  registration  shall  be  made,  or  the  officer 
with  whom  it  is  made,  shall  make  a  certificate  of  such 
Domination  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same 
effect  as  if  there  had  been  a  nomination  by  a  conven- 
tion or  primary  meeting,  or  caucus  or  board.

To  auth'Tize  school  directors  and  controllers  to  provide  trans- 
portation for  school  children,  at  the  expense  of  the  district,  to 
the  public  schools  of  the  district  in  which  they  reside,  or  to 
the  school?  of  neigiiborlng"  d'stricts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  the  school  directors  of  any  dis- 
trict, by  the  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  the 
board  duly  recx)rded  on  the  minutes,  may  provide 
transportation  for  the  children,  at  the  expense  of  their 
respective  districts,  to  and  from  any  school  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  the  children  have  their  residence,  or  of 
neijrhboring  districts:  Provided  however,  That  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  only  to  the  pupils  of 
schools,  which,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  school 
directors,  have  been  closed  by  reason  of  small  attend- 
ance: And  provided  further,  That  it  shall  apply  only 
to  pupils  that  have  a  greater  distance  to  travel  or  are 
placed  at  greater  inconvenience  than  before  such 
schools  were  closed:  And  provided  further,  That  the 
cost  of  transportation  per  pupil  shall  not  exceed  the 
(*(;8t  of  maintaining  per  pupil  the  schools  thus  closed.

In  any  such  proceeding  the  court  shall 
appoint  guardians,  ad  litem,  for  any  minors,  or  for  any 
person  otherwise  incapacitated  to  act,  who  may  be 
interested  in  said  mortgage,  or  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  conditions  thereof;  and  service  of  all  notices,  rules, 
orders  and  other  process  shall  be  made  upon  such 
guardian,  ad  litem,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  give  due 
attention  thereto,  provided  that  there  be  not  already 
guardians  or  committees  of  such  person. 

Section  3.  Notice  of  taking  testimony  on  rule  or 
commission,  after  petition  filed  in  such  proceedings, 
shall  be  given  personally  to  the  defendant  if  to  be 
found  within  said  county,  and  if  not  found  within  said 
county,  notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  one 
newspaper  in  said  county  for  three  successive  weeks, 
and  for  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  date  of  taking 
such  testimony,  evidence  of  which  notice  shall  be  at- 
tached to  said  testimony. 

Section  4.  All  costs  of  proceedings  had  under  the 
foregoing  sections  shall  be  paid  either  by  the  petition- 
ers, or  by  the  respondents,  or  by  such  of  them  as  the 
court  shall  decree. 

Section  5.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  apply 
to  all  cases  now  pending  for  the  satisfaction  of  such 
mortgages  as  come  under  this  act  by  reason  of  their 
terms  and  conditions.

this  act,  and  requiring  the  road  supervisors  to  report  to 
township  auditors  and  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  from 
time  to  time,  and  for  the  repeal  of  all  laws,  general,  local,  or 
special.  Inconsistent  herewith  or  supplied  hereby. 

Sectiou  I.  Be  it  aiacfed,  (tc.  That  in  every  town- 
ship of  this  Commonwealth  the  qualified  voters  thereof 
shall,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  February,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  elect  one  person  to 
serve  one  year,  one  person  to  serve  two  years,  and  one 
person  to  serve  three  years,  who  shall  be  styled  road 
supervisor,  and  at  each  township  election  thereafter 
they  shall  elect  one  person  to  serve  three  years:  Pro- 
vided, That  in  any  township  which  now  has  three  su- 
pervisors or  other  officers  ha\ing  charge  of  roads  elect- 
ed under  existing  laws,  no  new  election  under  this 
section  shall  be  required  except  as  the  terras  of  said 
road  officers  expire. 

Section  2.  The  road  supervisors  of  each  township 
shall  meet,  at  the  place  where  the  auditors  of  the  re- 
spective townships  meet  to  perform  their  official  du- 
ties, on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  yearly  thereafter,  and 
after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  according  to  law  to 
discharge  their  duties  with  fidelity,  a  copy  of  the  oath 
to  be  filed  with  the  township  auditors,  shall  organize 
as  a  board  by  electing  one  of  their  number  as  chairman 
and  one  as  secretary,  and  shall  appoint  one  person  as 
their  treasurer,  who  shall  not  be  a  member  thereof, 
and  shall  proceed  immediately  to  levy  a  road  tax  which 
shall  not  exceed  ten  mills  on  each  dollar  of  valuation; 
this  valuation  shall  be  the  last  adjusted  valuation  for 
county  purposes,  and  which  shall  be  furnished  to  said 
road  supervisors  by  the  commissioners  of  the  prc^)ei 
county:  Provided,  That  a  greater  rate  than  ten  mills, 
and  not  to  exceed  ten  additional  mills,  may  be  levied 
by  order  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace 
of  that  county  upon  the  petition  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors, with  their  unanimous  recommendation,  and 
upon  due  cause  shown:  And  provided  further.  That 
upon  every  taxable,  the  road  supervisors  of  each  town- 
ship shall  assess  the  sum  of  one  dollar  in  addition  to 
fhp  millnffe  tax  above  mentioned. 

Section  3.  A  certain  proportion,  not  less  than  one- 
fourth  and  not  to  exceed  one-half,  of  the  road  tax  lev 
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ied  upon  any  taxable  person,  shall  be  paid  in  money, 
and  the  balance  may  be  paid  in  work,  subject  to  the 
regulations  and  conditions  hereinafter  specified. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  road 
supervisors,  immediately  after  their  organization  as  a 
board,  to  divide  their  township  into  road  districts  of 
not  less  than  five  miles  of  road  to  each  district,  and 
they  shall  employ  a  road-master  for  each  district, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  work  upon  the  roads  himself, 
and  to  see  that  the  work  done  on  the  roads  in  his  dis 
trict  or  division  is  in  accordance  with  plans  and  speci- 
fications furnished  him  by  the  road  supervisors,  to 
oversiH*  the  men  employed  while  at  work  on  the  roads, 
and  keep  the  time  of  each  man  working  under  him, 
and  report  under  oath  to  the  road  supervisors  as  often 
as  they  require.  Road  supervisorsmay  require  the  road- 
masters  to  give  bond  with  approved  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties,*  and  said  road- 
masters  sliall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  removal  by  the 
board  of  road  supervisors.  The  road  supervisors  from 
time  to  time  shall  fix  the  wages  to  be  paid  per  hour 
to  road-masters  and  laborers  for  work  on  the  roads  and 
bridges. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  road  supervisors  shall  have 
full  control  of  road-masters  and  employment  of  labor- 
ers, and  is  authorized  also  to  purchase  such  material, 
K<Tapers,  plows,  stone- crushers,  rollers  and  other  road- 
machines,  tools  and  property,  as  shall  in  its  judgment 
be  necessary  for  making  and  repairing  roads  and 
bridges;  the  same  to  be  the  property  of  the  township, 
used  exclusively  for  township  purposes,  and  to  be 
properly  taken  care  of  by  said  board  of  road  supervi- 
sors. And  the  board  of  road  supervisors  may,  if  it 
is  deemed  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  taxpayers 
of  the  township,  let  by  contract  to  the  lowest  and  best 
bidder,  the  making  of  new  roads,  or  repairing  of  roads, 
or  building  of  township  bridges,  or  macadamizing  or 
otherwise  improving  roads,  or  any  part  thereof,  reserv- 
ing the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids.  Notice  of  all 
t«uch  lettings  shall  be  given  at  least  three  weeks  be- 
fore the  same  shall  take  place,  either  by  advertisement 
in  at  least  two  weekly  newspapers  of  general  circula- 
tion, i>ublished  in  the  county,  if  so  many  shall  be  pub- 
lished therein,  or  by  hand  bills  put  up  in  at  least  twen- 
ty of  the  most  public  places  in  the  township,  designa- 
ting the  time  and  place  of  such  lettings.  Said  board  of 
road  supervisors  shall  require  bonds  from  the  contract- 
ors, with  approved  security  in  double  tihe  amount  of 
the  contract  price,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance thereof:  Provided,  Such  contracts  for  main- 
tenance and  repairing  shall  not  continue  for  more  than 
three  years. 
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8ap«rTl80ra  may 
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Section  0.  Said  road  supervisors  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  join  with  the  road  supervisors  of  one  or  more 
of  the  other  townships,  or  the  proper  authorities  of 
boroughs  in  their  respective  counties,  in  the  purchase 
of  such  road  making  implements  and  machines  as  in 
I  heir  judgment  may  be  too  expensive  to  justify  such 
purchase  by  said  township  alone;  the  same  to  belong 
to  such  townships  or  boroughs  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  paid  therefor  by  each,  and  the  right  to  use  the 
same  to  be  regulated  by  agreement  to  be  made  between 
said  road  supervisors  or  borough  authorities  at  the 
time  of  joining  in  said  purchase:  Provided,  That  said 
joint  ownership  shall  only  continue  during  such  period 
as  may  be  agreeable  ta  all  of  said  joint  owners,  and 
either  board  of  road  supervisors  or  borough  authori- 
ties may  at  any  time  elect  to  sever  said  joint  owner- 
ship as  to  any  or  all  of  said  implements  alid  machines. 
In  case  terms  cannot  be  amicably  agreed  upon,  either 
of  said  joint  owning  townships  or  boroughs  may,  by  its 
board  of  supervisors  or  proper  borougfi  authorities, 
present  its  petition  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  * 
the  peace,  setting  forth  the  farts,  verified  by  affidavit, 
which  court,  after  notice  and  opportunity  to  be  heard, 
shall  then  make  such  order  for  the  sale  or  disposal  of 
said  joint  property  as  will  be  right  and  proper  in  such 
case. 

Section  7.  The  treasurer  appointed  by  the  board  of

Failure  on  the  part  of  any  taxpayer,  af-   Failure  to  work 
ter  five  days  notice  to  work  upojtt  the  roads  or  bridges,   «  wli7«7ofnJht 
after  having  been  properly  notified  of  the  time  and   '"^^^^^^ 
place,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  waiver  of  his  right  so  to 
do,  and  the  whole  amount  shall  be  collectible  in  money 
under  the  same  conditions  as  are  prescribed  for  \\w 
collection  of  the  money  portion  of  the  tax;  and  any  tax- 
payer, having  received  such  notice  given  him  by  the 

road-master,  who  shall  fail  to  work  out  the  entire  work   ^^^ 

part  of  the  road  tax  assessed  against  him  before  the  ourhyNoVimber 
first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  shall  be  required   bVpaid*iS*^Sioiey.

Section  11.  No  public  road  hereafter  to  be  laid  out  Grade  or  roa<r». 
shall  be  fixed  at  a  higher  grade  than  three  degrees,  ex- 
cept where  it  shall  be  deemed  impracticable  to  ooen 
and  maintain  the  same  at  that  or  a  lower  grade:  Pro-  froTuo. 
vided.  No  road  shall  be  laid  out  unless  at  least  ten 
days  previous  notice  in  writing  shall  have  been  given 
by  the  road  viewers  to  the  board  of  road  supervisors 
of  the  township  in  which  the  proposed  road  is  to  be 
located,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  for  said 
view. 
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Section  12.  The  road  supervisors  may  meet  for  the 
transaction  of  business  once  each  month,  at  a  time  to 
be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  each  member  shall  receive 
for  his  services  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  meet- 
iuj(  so  held  and  attended,  and  the  board  may  be  al- 
lowed for  necessary  expenses,  including  office  rent,  sta- 
tionery, lig'ht  and  fuel,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  township 
road  funds. 

Section  13.  In  all  cases  where  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
board  of  road  supervisors  from  any  cause,  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county 
shall,  upon  the  petition  of  the  remaining  members  «ff 
the  board,  appoint  a  successor  to  fill  the  office  until  the 
next  election  for  township  officers:  Provided,  Such 
vacancy  happens  at  least  thirty  days  before;  if  5etiis 
than  thirty  days,  then  until  the  next  election  thereafter 
i'ov  township  officers,  and  until  a  successor  is  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

Section  14.  The  board  of  road  supervisors  shall  an- 
nually submit,  under  oath,  to  the  board  of  township 
auditors,  a  full  and  itemized  statement  of  their  ac- 
counts of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  township  audi- 
tors shall  audit,  settle  and  adjust  said  accounts  in 
the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  other  accounts 
of  township  officers  are  audited  and  settled. 

Section  15.  The  board  of  road  supervisors  of  the  sev- 
eral townships  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  March  in  each  and  every  year,  make  a  re- 
port to  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
on  blanks  furnished  to  tliem  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
D<*partment  of  Agriculture,  of  the  whole  amount  of 
money  raised  during  the  preceding  year  by  taxation 
for  road  purfyo^^ies*,  sj>ecifying  in  such  report  the  amount 
expended  for  maintenance  or  repairs  of  roads,  for 
opening  and  building  of  new  roads,  and  for  macadam- 
izing or  otherwise  permanently  improving  roads,  and 
the  number  of  miles  thus  made,  together  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  chairman  and  secretary  of 
the  board,  and  such  other  matters  and  things  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  may  re- 
quire. And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prothonotary 
in  each  county,  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  January 
of  each  year,  to  forward  the  aforesaid  blanks,  fur- 
nished by  tht»  said  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to  the  sev- 
(»ral  boards  of  supervisors  in  that  county.

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  road  super- 
visor to  be  interested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
any  work  done,  purchase  made  or  contract  relating  to 
roads  and  bridges,  nor  to  furnish  any  materials  there- 
for. Any  person  knowingly  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  to 
be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months, 
both  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court:  Provided 
however,  That  supervisors  shall  have  the  same  rights 
as  other  taxpayers  to  work  out  the  road  tax  assessed 
a^rainst  them. 

Section  18.  If  any  road  supervisor,  road-master  or 
contractor  employed  to  work  on  the  roads,  bridges  and 
highways  of  this  Commonwealth^  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  shall  fail,  neglect  or  refuse 
to  carry  out  the  same,  he  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  collected  in  the  name  of  the 
township  as  other  debts  of  like  amount,  and  paid  to 
the  township  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  road  fund  of 
Raid  township. 

Section  19.  The  road  supervisors  of  the  several 
townships  of  this  Commonwealth,  elected  or  appointed 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
imposed  by  the  existing  laws  on  supervisors  of  roads, 
bridges  and  highways,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  responsibilities  and  penalties  that  supervisors 
are  now  subject  to,  except  in  so  far  as  changed  or 
supplied  by  the  terms  of  this  act. 

Section  20.  Two  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the 
board  of  supervisors.  • 

Section  21.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  go 
into  effect  until  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  has  been 
appropriated  by  act  of  Assembly,  or  shall  have  been 
received  in  the  State  Treasury  from  taxes  for  road 
purposes,  the  same  to  be  distributed  under  directions 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  among  the  several 
townships  of  the  State  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
miles  of  public  roads  in  each  township:  Provided,  No 
township  shall  receive  more  of  the  aforesaid  State 
money  than  is  raised  therein  by  local  taxation,  includ- 
ing' work  and  money  tax,  and  that  the  money  so  ap- 
propriated shall  be  expended  in  making  and  maintain- 
ing public  roads. 

Section  22.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  general,  special 
or  local,  inconsistent  herewith  or  supplied  hereby,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed:  Provided  however, 
That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  enabling  the  taxpayers 
of  townships  and  road  districts  to  contract  for  making 
at  their  own  expense  the  roads,  and  paying  salaries 
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of  township  or  road  district  officers,  and  thereby  pre- 

venting  tlie  levy  and  collection  of  road  tax  therein,''

Section   1.     Be  it  enacted,  dr..    That  if  any  person   Aiding mmnteiof 
shall  aid  or  assist  ao  inmate,  lawfully  committed  or  f^JlttJtTonsto*'^ 
detained  in  any  of  the  charitable,  penal  or  other  insti-  escape,  prohibited. 
tntions  of  this  Commonwealth,  which  are  maintained 
wholly  or  in  part  by  appropriations  from  the  State

prescribing  penalties  for  Its  violation. 

Section  1.  BeU  evactert,  rfr.,  That  no  person,  firm  or 
corporate  body  shall  manufactnre,  sell,  offer  for  sale 
or  have  in  his  or  their  possession  with  intent  to  sell, 
any  cheese  no«t  the  legritimate  product  of  pure,  unadul- 
terated milk  or  cream,  or  any  cheese  into  which  any 
foreijni  fats  or  substances  have  been  introduced  as  may 
appear  upon  proper  test. 

Section  2.  All  cheese  mnnufactured  or  Rold  within 
this  Commonwealth  shall  be  divided  into  fi^e  j^radc^. 
nnd  shall  be  branded  or  5«tenciled  in  ordinary  bold 
faced  canital  letters,  not  less  than  one  inch  in  heicrht, 
on  two  sides  of  each  cheese,  and  upon  the  top  and  bot- 
tom of  box  or  case  containinjr  the  cheese,  the  manu- 
facturer's name  and  post  office  address,  and  the  words 

"FULL  CREAM,"  "  THREE-^FOU»TH8  CREAM.*' 
"ONE-HALF  CREAM,'*  "ONE-FOURTH  CREAM/* 
and  "SKIMMED  CHEESE,"  All  cheese  branded 
"  FULL  CREAM."  shall  contain  not  less  than  thirty-two 
per  centum  of  butter  fat  as  may  appear  bv  proper  test. 
Al!  cheese  branded  "THREE  FOURTHS  CREAM," 
shrill  contain  not  less  than  twenty-four  per  centum  o-f 
butter  fat  as  may  appear  by  proper  test.

of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable:  and  justices

thereof.  All  fines  and  penalties,  including  also  all 
charges  for  inspection  and  analysis,  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner,  his  deputies,  agents 
or  assistants,  and  by  him  immediately  covered  into  the 
State  Treasury,  and  so  much  of  said  fund  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  this  act  shall  be 
drawn  out  upon  warrants  signed  by  the  Secretary  of

That  the  sum  of 
seven  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  specifi- 
cally appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  National 
Guard  and  Naval  force  for  the  two  fiscal  years  begin-

To  establish  a  Dental  Council  and  a  Slate  Board  of  Dental  Ex- 
aminers, to  define  the  powe<rs  and  duties  of  aald  Dental  Coun- 
cil and  said  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  to  provide 
for  the  examination  and  licensing:  of  practitioners  of  den- 
tistry, and  to  further  rogulate  the  practice  of  dentistry. 

Whereas,  The  health  and  comfort  of  the  public,  and 
ill  many  iiiHtances  the  lives  of  individuals,  are  contiu- 
;^nt  upon  intelligent  aud  (-oiup^^ent  dentaJ  senii^e; 

And  Whereas,  Properly  educated  and  efficient  prat^ 
titioners  of  dentistry  are  thei'efore  a  public  necessity; 

And  Wheix*as,  It  is  expt^dient  to  assimilate  the  laws 
regulating  the  practice  of  dentistry  with  those  now 
pt^rtaining  to  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in 
this  Common  wealth; 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  cfic,  That  there  shall  be 
(established  a  Dental  Council  of  l*(Minsylyania  consist- 
ing of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the 
President  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  V^ital 
Statistics,  and  the  President,  for  the  time  being,  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Dental  Society. 

Section  2.  The  said  council  shall  be  known  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Dental  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  may  make  and  adopt  for  its  government  all  nec- 
essary rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  this 
('ommon wealth  or  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  have 
power  to  locate  and  maintain  an  office  within  this 
State  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Two  members 
of  the  said  Council,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  President 
of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Dental  Society,  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  t^ansa<^tion  of  business.  In 
case  of  the  absence  of  the  President  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Dental  Society  from  any  unavoidable 
cause,  he  may  nominate  in  writing  one  of  the  vice- 
presidents  of  that  society  to  represent  him  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Dental  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  person  so  nominated  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
the  meetings,  and  his  presence  shall  be  equivalent  to 
that  of  the  President  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Den- 
tal Society  in  constituting  a  quorum  of  the  said  Dental 
Council. 

Section  3.  The  said  council  shall  organize  at  Har- 
risburg  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  and  shall 
elect  from  its  own  number  a  president.  The  secretary 
of  the  Dental  Council,  who  shall  also  act  as  treasurer, 
shall  l>e  the  secretary  and  treasurer,  for  the  time  be- 
ing, of  the  Medical  Council  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
president  and  secretary  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successoi's  are  chosen. 
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Section  4.  The  said  Dental  Council  shall  hold  two 
stated  meetings  in  each  jear,  at  Harrisburg,  and  they 
may  hold  special  meetings  at  such,  times  and  places  as 
they  may  deem  proper.  They  shall  supervise  the  ex- 
aminations conducted  by  the  State  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners  of  all  applicants  for  license  to  practice  den- 
tistry in  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing the  conduct  of  examinations  in  harmony  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  issue  licenses  to  prac- 
tice dentistry  to  such  applicants  as  have  presented  sat- 
isfactory and  properly  certified  copies  of  licenses  from 
the  State  Hoards  of  Dental  Examiners,  or  State  Board 
of  Health  of  other  states  as  provided  for  in  sectign 
twelve  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  It  is  further  enacted  that  from  ajid  after 
the  first  day  of  September,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  there  shall  be  and 
continue  to  be  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  for  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  which  shall  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers, and  each  of  said  members  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  September  next 
after  his  appointment,  with  the  exception  of  those 
first  appointed  who  shall  serve  as  follows,  namely: 
Two  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three 
yeai's  fix>ni  the  fii-st  day  of  Sejitember,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven.  The 
Pennsylvania  State  Dental  Society  may,  at  its  annual 
meeting  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  and  annually  thereafter  at  said  meeting,  select 
as  nominees  the  names  of  double  the  number  of  exam- 
iners required,  who  shall  be  members  in  good  standing 
of  the  society,  and  transmit  suoh  names  to  the  Gov- 
ernor under  its  seal  and  signed  by  it3  secretary.  From 
this  list  of  nominees  the  Governor  shall,  during  the 
month  of  August,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  appoint  a  board  of  Dental 
Examiners.  In  case  of  failure  of  the  said  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Dental  Society  to  submit  such  list,  as 
aforesaid,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  members  in  good 
standing  of  the  said  society  without  other  restrictions. 
Each  one  of  the  said  appointees  must  be  a  registered, 
bona  fide,  practitioner  of  dentistry  in  good  standing, 
and  shall  have  practiced  dentistry  under  the  laws  of 
this  State  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten  years.  No 
member  of  a  Dental  College  faculty  shall  be  eligible 
to  appointment  upon  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Ex- 
aminers, but  this  shall  not  apply  to  membership  in  the 
Dental  Council.  The  Governor  shall  fill  vacancies  by 
death  or  otherwise  for  the  unexpired  term  of  said  ex- 
aminers, from  the  list  of  names  submitted  to  him  by 
the  Dental  Society,  and  shall  remove  any  member  of 
said  board  for  continued  neglect  of  the  duties  required 
by  this  act,  or  on  recommendation  of  the  said  Dental 
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Saeiety  for  incompetency,  unprofessional  or  di&rhonor- 
able  conduct.  The  Governor  shall,  in  his  first  ap- 
pointments, designate  the  number  of  years  for  which 
each  appointee  shall  serve.  The  appointment  of  suc- 
cessors to  those  members  whose  term  of  office  will  ex- 
pire on  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  shall 
be  made  by  the  Governor  dunng  the  month  of  August 
of  sucli  year,  upon  the  same  conditions  and  require- 
ments as  hereinbefore  specified  with  reference  to  the 
appointment  of  an  examining  board. 

Section  G.  Said  Hoard  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
and  style  of  Hoard  of  Dental  Kxaminei*s  of  the  State 
.of  Pennsylvania.  Every  i>erson  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  serve  on  said  Board  shall  receive  a  certifi- 
cate of  appointment  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
m<mwealtli.  Said  Hoard  shall  be  authorized  to  take 
testiniony  concerning  all  matters  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion, and  the  presiding  officer,  for  the  time  being  of 
the  said  Hoard  or  of  any  of  the  committees  thereof, 
may  issue  subpoenas  and  administer  oaths  to  wit- 
nesses. Said  Hoard  ( f  Examiners  shall  make  and 
adopt  all  ni^cessary  rnh*s  and  regulations  and  by-lawji, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  whereby  to  perform 
the  duties  and  transact  the  business  rtHjuired  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  Said  rules,  regulations  and 
by-laws  h)  l>e  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Dental 
(^ouncil  of  Pennsylvania  established  by  this  act 

Section  7.  From  the'fet^s  provided  by  this  act,  the 
Examining  Hoard  may  pay  all  expenses  incurred  by  its 
provision  in  the  <^onduct  of  its  business  as  a  Board, 
after  having  apportioned  and  paid  to  the  Dental  Coun- 
cil a  sum,  not  excecniing  one  hundred  dollars  (flOO),  to 
liquidate  the  expenses  incident  to  the  conduct  of  the 
business  of  said  Council;  and  if  any  surplus  above  said 
expenses  shall  remain  at  the  end  of  any  year,  it  shall 
be  apportioned  among  said  examiners,  pro  rata,  ac- 
cording to  the  number  of  candidates  examined  by  each, 
not  to  exceed  fixi'^  hundred  dollars  (foOO)  to  each  ex- 
aminer, and  any  balance  over  and  above  this  amount 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  8.  Tlie  first  meeting  of  the  said  Examining 
Hoard  shall  be  held  on  the  first  day  of  October  in  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  suitable  no- 
tice in  the  usual  form  being  given  with  the  notice  of 
their  appointment  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  each  of  the  members  thereof,  specifying  th(^ 
time  and  place  of  meeting.  At  the  first  meeting  of 
the  said  board  an  organization  shall  be  effected  by  the 
election,  from  their  own  membership,  of  a  president 
and  secretary.  For  the  purpo.se  of  examining  appli- 
cants for  license,  the  State  Hoard  of  Dental  Examiners 
shall  hold  two  or  more  stated  or  special  meetings  each 
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year,  due  notice  of  which  shall  be  made  public  at  such 
rime  and  place  as  they  ni^iy  determine.  At  such  stated 
or  special  nieetinp^  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  thereof,  but  the  ex- 
aminations may  be  conducted  by  a  committee  of  one 
or  more  of  the  examiners  duly  authorized  by  said 
board. 

Section  9.  Subjects  for  examination:  All  candidates 
for  license  to  practice  dentistry  in  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, (with  the  exception  of  those  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  in  section  twelfth  of  this  act,)  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pass  an  examination  by  the  State  Board  of 
Dental  Examiners  upon  the  following  subjects:

2.  Special  dental  anatomy. 
8.  Dental  histology. 

4.  Dental  physiology. 

5.  (■hemistry  and  metallurgy. 

6.  Materia  medica. 

7.  Dental  pathology,  bacteriology  and  therapeutics. 

8.  Anesthesia. 

9.  Oral  surgery. 

10.  Principles  and  practice  of  operative  and  pros 
thetic  dentistry. 

Each  applicant  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Board  of 
Dental  Examiners  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  or  her 
proficiency  in  the  manipulative  procedures  of  dentis- 
try, either  by  producting  an  example  of  .his  or  her 
work,  duly  attested  by  the  demonstrator  in  charge  of 
the  clinic  of  the  college  issuing  his  or  her  diploma,  or 
by  a  practical  demonstration  of  his  or  her  skill  in  the 
presence  of  the  examining  membei-s  of  the  said  board. 

Section  10.  Said  examinations  shall  be  conducted 
in  writing  and  shall  embrace  all  of  the  subjects  named 
in  section  nine  of  this  act.  \fier  each  examination 
the  board  having  charge  ther(M)f  shall,  without  unnec- 
essary delay,  act  upon  the  same.  An  official  report 
of  such  action,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary 
and  each  acting  member  of  the  said  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners,  stating  the  examination  average  of  each 
candidate  in  each  branch,  the  general  average,  and  the 
results  of  the  examination,  whether  successful  or  un- 
successful, shall  be  trasmittcni  to  the  Dental  Council. 
The  said  report  shall  embrace  all  the  examination  pa- 
pers, questions  and  answers  thereto.

shall  serve  for  the  terra  of  three  years  from  the  first 
Monday  of  April  next  ensuing  such  election,  and  until 
their  suecesAors  shall  be  dnly  chosen  and  qualified: 
councils  shall,  at  the  time  of  their  election,  designate 
one  of  such  assessors  as  chief  assessor,  and  each  of 
them  shall  receive  such  annual  salary  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law.

Section  2.  That  the  present  board  of  assessors  in 
any  such  (*ity,  or  their  KU(*ces»ors  when  elected,  shall 
make  an  assessment  of  all  the  subjects  of  taxation 
now  by  law,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  made  subject 
to  taxation  for  city  purposes,  and  they  shall  take,  as 
the  basis  of  such  assessment,  the  last  preceding  assess 
ment  made  by  the  board  of  assessors  for  such  city,  and 
shall  have  power  to  revise,  equalize  or  alter  such  as 
sessment  by  increasing  or  reducing  the  valuations,  and 
to  add  to  such  lists  of  assessments  any  subjects  of 
taxation  subject  to  taxation  as  aforesaid  omitted 
therefrom,  and  f\x  the  taxable  valuation  thereof; 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  rectify  all  errors, 
and,  if  necessary  for  such  purpose,  require  the 
attendance  of  citizens  before  them  for  examina- 
tion under  oath  or  affirmation.  It  shall  be  their 
duty  to  establish,  without  delay,  rules  and  regulations 
prescribing  the  mode  of  appeal  to  them  from  any  as 
sessment  made  by  them  by  any  i)ei'son  interested  there^ 
in,  and  when  such  assessors  shall  have  finally  acted 
upon  such  assessments  and  appeals,  an  appeal  may  be 
taken  therefrom  to  any  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
cdunty  in  which  such  city  is  located,  whose  decision 
shall  be  final  thereon.  Such  appeals  shall  be  taken  to 
such  court  within  thirty  days  after  final  action  by  the 
a.ssessors  as  aforesaid. 

Section  3.  When  the  l>oard  of  assi^ssors  shall  have 
altered  and  amendcnl  the  lists  of  all  taxable  property 
so  as  to  arrive  at  its  true  cash  value,  they  shall  then 
ascertain  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  value  of  the 
entire  taxabh*  proi>erty  of  said  city,  which  valuation 
shall  remain  the  lawful  valuation  for  purposes  of  city 
taxation  until  altered  as  herein  provided;  the  said 
board  then  shall  proceed  to  classify  the  real  estate  so 
assessed  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  testinnony  as 
mav  be  adduced  before  them,  so  as  to  discriminate  be 
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tween  built  up  property,  rural  or  suburban  property, 
and  property  used  exclusively  for  agricultural  or  farm 
purposes,  including  untillable  land,  respectively,  and 
to  certify  to  the  councils  of  said  city  during  the  month 
of  January  of  each  year,  the  aggregate  valuation  -of  citiv, 
rural  and  agricultural  property  subject  to  taxation,and 
in  so  classifying  said  property  the  character  shall  de- 
termine its  classification.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
councils  in  determining  the  rate  of  taxation  for  each 
year  to  assess  a  tax  upon  said  agricultural,  farm  or 
untillable  land  equal  to  one-third  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  required  to  be  assessed  fo«r  said  year,  and  upon 
said  rural  or  suburban  property,  a  tax  not  exceeding 
two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  required  to  be  assessed 
as  aforesaid,  and  upon  said  built  up  property  a  tax 
equal  to  the  highest  rate  required  to  be  assessed  as 
aforesaid.  So  that  upon  the  said  classes  of  real  estate 
of  said  city  there  shall  be  three  rates  of  taxation. 

Section  4.  The  board  of  assessors  shall  have  cus- 
tody and  (K)ntroI  of  the  books  of  the  said  assessment 
of  taxes,  and'Shall  keep  them  arranged  according  to 
wards  and  dates;  and  shall  furnish  the  city  tneasurer, 
at  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  an  alphabetical  list  of 
all  persons  whose  property  is  taxable  for  city  pur- 
[loses,  with  the  amount  of  tax  levied  by  council  for 
the  current  yeair,  and  report  the  aggregate  amount  of 
taxes  so  assessed  to  the  city  controller  at  the  time  such 
books  are  returned  to  the  city  treasurer  for  collection; 
such  board  cf  assessors  shall  have  authority  to  employ 
all  necessary  clerks,  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed 
by  city  councils. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  assessors  shall  have  the 
power  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations  for  all  pur- 
IK)8e8  necessary  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  The 
assessment  as  aforesaid,  when  finally  made  and  deter- 
mined, shall  remain  the  lawful  assessment  for  pur- 
poses of  city  taxation  for  such  city  until  the  next  tri- 
ennial assessment  to  be  made  by  such  board  of  assess- 
ors as  herein  provided,  subject  however  to  such  addi- 
tions and  transfers,  and  other  incidental  alterations 
as  such  board  of  assessors  may  lawfully  make  to  per- 
fect the  assessment  for  each  year's  tax  levy. 

Section  6.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  the  approval  thereof.

Authorizlngr  contracts  to  be  entered  into  between  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  any  borough  or  township  in  counties  not 
having  county  poor  houses,  and  the  authorities  in  charge 
of  the  poor  in  adjoining  counties  having  county  poor  houses, 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  such  boroughs  and  town- 
ships, fixing  the  rate  of  compensation  HT5Tefor,  and  the 
method    of   collecting   the    pame. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc.  That  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  in  each  borough  and  township  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, in  all  counties  not  having  county  pooi 
houses,  are  hereby  authorized  to  contract  with  the 
authorities  in  charge  of  the  poor  in  any  adjoininj,' 
county  having  a  county  poor  house,  for  the  mainte 
nance  of  the  poor  of  such  boroughs  and  townships, 
and  to  remove  such  poor  to  the  poor  house  of  such 
county. 

Section  2.  The  authorities  in  charge  of  the  poor  in 
all  counties  having  county  poor  houses,  are  herebv 
authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  poor  of  any  borough  or  township  of  any  ad 
joining  county,  not  having  a  county  poor  house,  and 
to  receive  and  maintain  the  poor  of  such  boroughs 
and  townships  in  the  same  manner  as  the  poor  of  said 
county  having  such  county  poor  houses  are  main 
tained,  at  the  expense  of  the  poor  districts  of  said  bor 
oughs  and  townships,  and  to  charge  therefor  a  sura 
not  exceeding  the  per  capita  cost  of  maintaining  their 
(M\n  ]>o(>i,  and  the  »ame  shall  be  collectible  in  the  }«iniv 
numer  as  costs  and  charges  on  an  order  of  removal  are 
now  by  law  collectible.

To  amend  sections  three,  four,  five,  six.  nine  and  fourteen  of 
an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  regrulate  the  nomination  and 
election  of  public  offlcera.  requiring  certain  expenses  inci- 
dent thereto  to  be  paid  by  the  several  counties,  and  punish- 
ing certain  offenses  In  regard  to  such  elections,"  approved 
the  tenth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-three,  by  specifying  how  the  names 
adopted  by  political  bodies  may  be  protected,  fixing  the  time 
for  filing  certificates  of  nominations  and  nomination  papers, 
limiting  the  number  of  times  that  names  of  candidates  shall 
appear  on  the  official  ballot,  and  prescribing  how  the  same 
8h?ll  be  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  th?   Commonwealth. 

Section  1.    Be  it  enacted,  dtc.     That  section  three 
of  the  said  act  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  3.    Nominations  of  candidates  for  any  pub- 
lic office  may  also  be  made  by  Nomination  Papers, 
signed  by  qualified  electors  of  the  State  or  of  the  elec- 
toral district  or  division  thereof  for  which  the  nomina- 
tion is  made,  and  filed  in  the  proper  office  as  provided 
in  section  five  of  this  act.    Where  the  nomination  is 
for  any  office  to  be  filled  by  the  voters  of  the  State-at- 
large,  the  number  of  qualified  electors  of  the  State 
«igninp:  such  Nomination  Paper,  shall  be  at  least  one- 
half  of  one  per  centum  of  the  largest  vote  for  any  offi- 
cer elected  in  the  State  at  the  last  preceding  election 
at  which  a  State  officer  was  voted  for.    In  the  case  of 
all  other  nominations  the  number  of  qualified  electors 
of  the  electoral  district  or  division,  signing  such  Nomi- 
nation Paper,  shall  be  at  least  two  per  centum  of  the 
largest  entire  vote  for  any  officer  elected  at  the  last 
preceding  election  in  the  said  electoral  district  or  di- 
vision for  which  said  Nomination  Papers  are  designed 
to  be  made.     Each  elector  signing  a  Nomination  Paper 
shall  add  to  his  signature  his  place  of  residence  and 
occupation,  and  no  person  may  subscribe  tio  more  than 
one  nomination  for  each  office  to  be  filled.     The  signa- 
tures to  each  Nomination  Paper  and  the  qualification 
of  the  sicmers  shall  be  vouched  for  by  the  affidavit  of 
at  least  five  of  the  signers  fliereof,  which  affidavit  shall 
accompany  the  Nomination  Paper,''  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  Nominations  of  candidates  for  any  public 
office  may  also  be  made  bv  Nomination  Papers,  signed 
by  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  or  of  the  electoral 
district  or  division  thereof  for  which  the  nomination 
is  made,  and  filed  in  the  proper  office  as  provided  in 

section  five  of  this  act.     Blank  forms  for  making  such ^^ 

nomination  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  orrhe^common' 
Oommonwealtii,  and  no  other  form  than  the  ones  so  "** 
prescribed  shall  be  used  for  such  purpose.  Where  the  Number  of  voters 
nomhiatlon  is  for  any  office  to  be  filler!  bv  the  voters  gi^TmiliS" '''' 
of  the  State-at-large,  the  number  of  qualified  electors 
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of  the  State  signing  such  Nomination  Paper,  shall  beat 
least  one-half  of  one  per  centum  of  the  largest  vote  for 
any  officer  elected  in  the  State  at  the  last  preceding 
election  at  which  a  State  offic<»r  was  voted  for.  In  the 
cjise  of  all  otlier  nominations  the  number  of  qualified 
electors  of  the  electoral  district  or  di\'ision,  signing 
such  Nomination  Paper,  shall  be  at  least  two  per 
centum  of  the  largest  entire  vote  for  any  officer  elected 
at  the  last  preceding  election  in  the  said  electoral  dis- 
trict or  division  for  which  said  Nomination  Papers  are 
designed  to  be  made.  Each  elector  signing  a  Nomina- 
tion Paper  shall  add  to  his  signature  his  place  of  resi- 
den<;e  and  occupation,  and  no  pei-son  may  subscribe  to 
more  than  one  nomination  for  each  office  to  be  filled. 
The  signatures  to  each  Nomination  Paper  and  the 
qualification  of  the  signers  shall  be  vouched  for  by 
the  affidavit  of  at  least  five  of  the  signers  thereof, 
which  affidavit  shall  accompany  the  nomdnation  paper: 
Pix>vided,  That  if  five  of  the  electors  compoeping  any 
political  body  making  a  nomination  by  Nomination 
Papers  shall  file  with  the  prothonotary  of  the  county 
in  which  the  Nomination  Paper  or  papers  are  to  be 
filed  an  affidavit  setting  forth  that  they  have  adopted 
a  certain  political  appellation  to  designate  their  policy, 
subject  to  the  limitations  of  this  act  regarding  the  se- 
lection of  names,  that  thereafter  such  political  body 
shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  use  the  aaid  name  or 
appellation  for  the  election  for  which  such  nomina- 
tion or  nominations  are  made,  provided  that  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  prothonotary  setting  forth  such  a  compli- 
ance with  the  act  be  fih^  with  the  Nomination  Papers 
filed  by  such  political  body. 
Section  12.  That  section  four  which  reads  as  follows: 
"Section  4.  All  certificates  of  Nomination  and  Nom- 
ination Papers  shall  si>ecify:  One  (1).  The  party  or 
policy  which  such  (candidate  represents,  expressed  in 
not  more  than  three  words.  In  the  case  of  electors  of 
President  and  VMce  President  of  the  United  Statics,  tb<* 
names  of  the  candidates  for  President  and  Vice  Presi 
dent  shall  l)e  added  to  the  party  or  political  appeite- 
ti(in.  Two  (2).  The  name  of  each  candidate  nominated 
therein,  his  profession,  business  or  occupation,  if  any, 
and  his  place  of  residence,  with  street  and  number 
thereon,  if  any.  Thrtn?  C^).  The  office  for  which  sudi 
candidate  is  nominated:  Pmvided,  That  no  words  shall 
be  used  in  any  Nomination  Papers  to  descnbe  or  des 
ignate  the  party  or  |>olicy,  or  political  appellation,  rep- 
resent(Ml  by  the  candidate  named  in  such  Nomination 
Papers  as  aforesaid,  identical  with  the  words  used  for 
the  like  purpose  in  Certificates  of  Nominations  made 
by  a  convention  'of  delegates  of  a  political  party,  which 
at  the  last  preceding  election,  polled  two  per  centum 
of  the  largest  vote  cast;    And  provided  further,   That 
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anv  objectious  filed  to  a  nomination  certificale  or  pa- 
l>er  on  account  of  tbe  partv  or  political  apiH»lla(ion 
used  therein,  or  involving  the  right  as  defined  by  sec- 
tions two  and  three  of  this  act,  to  file  such  certificate 
or  paper,  shall  be  decided  by  the  court  of  common 
pleas  on  heairing  as  hereinafter  provided,"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  All  Certificates  of  Nomination  and  Nomi- 
nation Papers  shall  specify:  One  (1).  The  party  or 
policy  which  such  candidate  represents,  expressed  in 
not  more  than  three  words;  in  the  case  of  electors  of 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States, 
the  names  of  the  candidates  for  President  and  Vice 
President  shall  be  added  to  the  party  or  political  ap- 
pellation. Two  (2).  The  name  of  each  candidate  nomi- 
nated therein,  his  profession,  business  or  occupation, 
if  any,  and  his  place  of  residence,  with  street  and  num- 
ber therecm,  if  any.  Three  (3).  The  office  for  which 
such  candidate  is  nominated:  PiH)vided,  That  no 
words  shall  be  used  in  any  Nomination  Papers  to  de- 
scribe or  designate  the  party  or  policy,  or  political  ap- 
pellation, represented  by  the  candidate  named  in  such 
Nomination  Papers  as  aforesaid,  identical  with  the 
words  used  for  the  like  pui'pose  in  Certificates  of 
Nominations  made  by  a  convention  of  delegates,  or 
primary  meeting  of  electors,  or  caucus  held  under  the 
rules  of  a  political  party,  or  any  board  authorized  to 
certify  nominations,  representing  a  political  party 
which,  at  the  last  preceding  election,  polled  two  per 
centum  of  the  largest  vote  cast:  And  provided  further. 
That  any  objections  filed  to  a  nomination  certificate 
or  paper  on  account  of  the  party  or  political  appella- 
tion used  therein,  or  involving  the  right  as  defined  by 
sections  two  and  three  of  this  act,  to  file  such  certifi- 
cate or  paper,  shall  be  decided  by  the  court  of  common 
pleas  on  hearing  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Section  3.  That  section  five  which  reads  as  follows: 
"Section  5.  Certificates  of  Nomination  for  candi- 
dates for  the  offices  of  presidential  electors  and  mem 
hers  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Wates,  and  for  State  offices,  including  those  of  judges 
and  Senators,  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth  at  least  thirty-five  days  before  the 
day  of  election  for  which  the  candidates  are  nomi- 
nated, and  Nomination  Papers  for  candidates  for  the 
said  offices  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  Secretary  at 
least  twenty-eight  days  before  the  day  of  such  elec- 
tion. CertiiScates  of  Nomination  and  Nomination  Pa- 
pers for  candidates  for  all  other  offices,  except  tov^-n- 
ship  and  borough  offices,  shall  be  filed  with  the  county 
commissioners  of  the  respective  counties  at  least  twen- 
ty-eight and  twenty-one  days  respectively  before  the 
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day  of  the  election.  Certificates  of  Nomination  and 
Nomination  Papers  for  candidates  for  township  and 
borough  offices,  election  officers  and  school  directonj 
in  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  commission- 
ers at  least  eighteen  and  fifteen  days  respectively  be^ 
fore  the  day  of  election.  In  determining  or  reckonini? 
any  period  of  time  mentioned  in  this  act,  the  day  upon 
which  the  act  is  done,  pai)er  filed  or  notice  given,  shall 
l>e  excluded  fmm  and  the  day  of  election  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  calculation  or  reckoning,''  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  5.  Certificates  of  Nomination  for  candidates 
for  the  offices  of  presidential  electors  and  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  and 
for  State  offices,  including  those  of  Judges,  Senators 
and  Representatives,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  at  least  forty-two  days  befbn* 
the  day  of  election  for  which  the  candidates  are  nomi- 
nated, and  Nomination  Papers  for  candidates  for  the 
said  offices  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  Secretary  at 
least  thirty-five  days  before  the  day  of  such  election. 
Certificates  of  Nomination  and  Nomination  Papers  for 
candidates  for  all  other  offices,  except  township  and 
borough  offices,  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  respective  counties  at  least  twenty-eight 
and  twenty-one  days,  respecti\'oly,  before  the  day  ol  the 
election.  Certificates  of  Nomination  and  Nomination 
Papers  for  eandidah^s  for  township  and  borough  of- 
fices, and  election  officers  and  school  directors  in  the 
same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  commissioners  at 
least  eighteen  and  fifteen  days,  -respectively,  before 
the  day  of  election.  In  determining  or  reckoning  an? 
period  of  time  mentioned  in  this  act,  the  day  upon 
which  the  act  is  done,  pai>er  filed  or  notice  given,  shall 
be  excluded  from,  and  the  day  of  election  shall  be  in- 
cluded in,  the  calculation  or  reckoning. 

Section  4.  That  section  six  which  reads  as  follows: 
"Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  or  offi- 
cers to  whom  any  nomination  certificate  or  paper  is 
brought  for  the  purpose  of  filing,  to  examine  the  said 
certificate  or  paper,  and  if  it  lack  sufficient  signa- 
tures or  be  otherwise  manifestly  defective,  it  shall  not 
be  filed,  but  the  action  of  the  said  officer  or  officers  in 
i-efusing  to  receive  a  certificate  or  paper,  may  be  re- 
viewed by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county 
u|>on  application  for  a  mandamus  to  compel  its  reoep 
tion  as  of  the  date  when  it  was  brought  to  the  office. 
All  nomination  certificates  and  papers  which  have 
been  filed  shall  be  deemed  to  be  valid,  unless  objec- 
tions thereto  are  duly  made  by  writing  filed  In  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the 
certificate  or  paper  objected  to  has  been  filed,  and 
within  the  following  periods. 
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Krat.  In  the  case  of  certificates  and  papers  filed 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  at  least 
twenty-one  days  before  the  day  of  the  election. 

Second.  In  the  case  of  other  certificates  and  papers, 
t*xa*pt  those  desij^ne*!  for  Iwwou^h  and  towni*hip  ofti 
cers,  at  least  eiji:hteen  days  before  the  day  of  the  elm - 
ticm. 

Third.  In  the  case  of  certificates  and  papers  de- 
signed for  borough  and  township  oflBcers,  at  least 
twelve  days  before  the  day  of  the  election. 

In  case  the  court  is  in  session,  one  or  more  judges 
thereof  shall  proceed  to  hear  such  objections  without 
unnecessary  adjournment  or  delay,  and  shall  give  such 
hearing  precedence  over  other  business  before  him  or 
them.  In  case  the  court  is  not  in  session,  any  judge 
thereof,  on  the  presentation  to  him  of  the  certificate 
of  the  prothonotary  that  such  objections  have  been 
filed  as  aforesaid,  shall  proceed  to  hear  such  objec- 
tions as  aforesaid.  No  objection  of  any  nature  what- 
ever shall  be  filed,  unless  accompanied  by  proof  of 
service  of  notice  of  the  proposed  objection  upon  at 
least  one  of  the  candidates  named  in  the  certificate  or 
paper  objected  to;  nor  shall  any  objection  be  heard  in 
the  absence  of  any  of  the  said  candidates  without 
r>roof  of  8er\ice  of  notice  of  the  hearing  upon  him. 
If  the  court  der'de  that  the  certificate  or  paper  ob- 
jected to  was  not  filed  by  parties  entitled  under  this 
act  to  file  the  same,  it  shall  be  wholly  void;  but  if  it  be 
adjudged  defective  only,  the  court  shall  indicate  the 
matters  as  to  which  it  requires  amendment  and  the  time 
within  which  such  amendment  must  be  made, and  every 
certificate  or  paper  amended  after  the  time  when  the 
names  therein  contained  should  have  been  sent  to  the 
*<lierifT.  F^all  be  subject  to  the  T>ro\i«ions  of  this  act  con 
(emingsubsptituted  nominations.  The  officers  with  whom 
nomination  certificates  and  papers  have  Deen  filed, 
shall  permit  the  parties  who  have  filed  them  to  amend 
them  of  their  own  motion  at  any  time  prior  to  the 
printing  of  the  ballots,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Rection  6.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  officer  or  ^JSSTinepJSiJ^or 
officers  to  whom  any  Nomination  Certificate  or  paper  certificate. 
i«  brought  for  the  purpose  of  filinc,  to  examine  the

In  case  the 
court  is  in  session,  one  or  more  judges  thereof  shall 
proceed  to  hear  such  objections  without  unnecessar}* 
adjournment  or  delay,  and  shall  give  such  hearing 
pi*ecedence  over  all  other  business  before  him  or  them. 
With  respect  to  certificates  and  papers  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  such  objections  shall 
be  heard  and  finally  determined  at  least  sixteen  days 
l>efore  the  day  of  election.

If  the  court  decide  that  the  certificate  or  paper 
objected  to  was  not  filed  by  parties  entitled  under  this 
act  to  file  the  Siime,  it  shall  be  wholly  void;  but  if  it  l>e 
adjudged  defective  only,  the  court  shall  indicate  the 
matters  as  to  which  it  requires  amendment,  and  the 
time  within  which  such  amendment  must  be  made,  and 
every  certificate  or  paper  amended  after  the  time  when 
the  mum^s  therein  contained  should  have  been  sent  to 
the  sheriff,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act 
concerning  substituted  nominations.  The  officers  with 
whom  nomination  certificates  and  papers  have  been 
filed,  shall  permit  the  political  parties  or  bodies  who 
have  filed  them  to  amend  them  of  their  own  motion  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  printing  of  the  ballot.

There  ahall  be  left  at  the  right  of  the  groups  of  can- 
didates for  Presidential  electors,  and  of  the  lists  of 
candidates  for  other  offices,  or  under  the  title  of  the 
office  itself  for  which  an  election  ia  to  be  held  in  case 
there  be  no  candidates  legally  nominated  therefor,  as 
many  blank  spaces  as  there  are  persons  to  be  voted 
for,  by  each  voter  for  such  office,  in  which  spaces  the 
voter  may  insert  the  name  of  any  person  whose  name 
is  not  printed  on  the  ballot  as  candidate  for  such  office, 
and  such  insertion  shall  count  as  a  vote  without  the 
cross-mark  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Whenever  the  approval  of  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment or  other  question  is  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the 
people,  such  question  shall  be  printed  upon  the  bal- 
lots in  a  brief  form  and  followed  by  the  words,  "yee" 
and  "no,"  and  if  such  question  be  submitted  at  an 
election  of  public  officers,  it  shall  be  printed  below  the 
lists  of  candidates.  The  ballots  shall  be  so  printed  as

To  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  approved  th^  sjveiiteenlh 
day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-nine,  entitled  "An  act  relative  to  fraudulent 
debtors,"  authorizing  the  courts  to  inquire  Into  the  validity 
of  judgment  confessed  and  alleged  to  be  fraudulent,  and 
providing  the  practice  therefor. 

Sectton  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc..  That  in  any  case 
in  which  a  judgment  has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  con- 
fessed in  any  court  of  record  in  this  Commonwealth, 
and  upon  which  an  execution  has  been  or  shall  here- 
after be  issued,  any  creditor  of  the  person  or  party 
against  whom  such  judgment  has  been  confessed  shall 
Lave  the  right  to  apply,  by  petition,  to  the  proper 
court  for  a  rule  on  the  plaintiff  in  such  execution  to 
show  cause  why  the  validity  of  the  judgment  should 
not  fortiiwith  be  inquired  into  and  the  same  set  aside,' 
and  that  such  execution  be  stayed  pending  such  in- 
quiry, providing  it  is  alleged  in  the  petition  for  such 
rule  that  the  creditor  applying  for  the  same  has  reason 
to  believe  that  such  judgment  is  invalid  and  fraudu- 
lent, and  exi)ects  to  be  able  to  establish  such  fact  at 
the  hearing  of  said  rule.  And  the  court  shall  there- 
upon grant  such  rule  and  direct  that  the  hearing  there- 
of shall  be  within  not  less  than  three  days  nor  more 
than  five  days  from  the  granting  of  the  same,  unless 
the  court  be  of  the  opinion  that  a  longer  time  for  such 
purpose  be  necessary;  and  on  the  hearing  of  such  rule 
the  person  or  party  against  whom  the  said  judgment 
was  confessed,  as  well  as  the  person  or  party  whose 
favor  the  same  has  been  confessed,  or  other  person 
having  knowledge,  may  be  called  and  examined,  under 
oath,  before  the  court  for  the  purpose  of  disclosing  the 
consideration  of  ,the  note  or  other  instrument  under 
which  said  judgnntnt  was  confessed,  and  all  other  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  validity  and  bona  fides  of  such 
judgment;  and  at  the  conclusion  of  such  hearing  the 
oaurt  shall  make  an  order  either  setting  aside  such 
judgment,  or  diismissing  the  proceedings  or  such 
other  order,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  the  testi- 
mony  will  wan-ant;  but  if  either  or  any  of  the  parties 
desire  any  matter  of  fact  that  is  affirmed  by  the  one 
and  denied  by  the  other  to  be  tried  by  a  jury,  an  issue 
»ball  be  framed,  and  the  same  tried  accordingly,  pend- 
ing which  proceedings  the  lien  of  any  levy  made  under 
said  execution  shall  be  preserved.  In  case  any  perish- 
able goods  or  property  liable  to  deteriorate  in  value 
shall  be  levied  upon  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  if 
in  8e»fsion,  or  for  any  judge  therecvf  in  vacation,  on  the 
application  of  the  judgment  creditor,  or  of  the  petition- 
ing creditor,  to  order  the  same  to  be  sold  by  the  sheriff 
and  the  money  arising  from  suoh  sale  shall  be  received

by  the  sheriff  and  be  thereafter  paid  to  such  persona 
or  claimants  as  the  court  may  order  and  direct:  Pro 
vided  however.

the  report  of  the  viewers  and  by  the  approval  of  the

six,  amendinjg  the  first  section  relating  to  the  power  of 
insurance  comiMknles. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (fee.  That  the  first  section 
of  a  supi)leraent  to  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish 
an  Insurance  Department,"  approved  the  fourth  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three, 
pioviding  for  the  incorporatioA  and  r^ulation  of  in- 
Hnranee  companies,  and  relating  to  insurance  agents 
and  brokei-s  and  to  foreign  insurance  companies,"  ap- 
proved  the  first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six,  which  as  heretofore  amended 
reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  seotioni.  actor 
of  Kepresentatives  of  the  Commonwealtli  of  Penneyl-  JiJameSdmeit*^ 
vania  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  en- 
acted by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  any  ten  or 
more  persons,  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  may 
associate  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
and  form  an  incorporated  company  for  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing purposes,  to  wit: 

First  To  make  insurance,  either  upon  the  stock  or 
mutual  principle,  against  fire  on  all  kinds  of  buildings, 
merchandise  and  other  property,  and  to  effect  marine 
and  Inland  insurance  on  vessels,  cargoes  and  freights, 
and  on  merchandise  and  other  property  in  course  of 
transportation. 

Second.  To  make  insurance,  either  upon  the  stock 
or  mutual  principle,  upon  the  lives  of  individuals,  and 
every  insurance  appertaining  thereto  or  connected 
therewith,  and  to  grant  and  purchase  annuities. 

Third.  To  make  insurance,  either  upon  the  stock 
or  mutual  principle,  upon  the  health  of  individuals  and 
against  personal  injury,  disablement  or  death  resulting 
from  traveling,  or  general  accidents  by  land  or  water, 
or  accidents  resulting  from  pursuit  of  any  trade  or 
business,  and  against  injuries  of  every  nature  and  de- 
scription to  persons  or  property  causing  loss,  damage 
or  liability,  and  arising  from  any  unknown  or  contin- 
gent event  whatever,  except  the  perils  and  risks  enu- 
merated in  the  first,  second  and  fouilh  paragraphs  of 
this  section. 

Fourth.  To  make  insurance,  either  upon  the  stock 
or  mutual  principle,  upon  the  lives  of  horst^s,  cattle 
and  other  live  stock:  Provided  further,  That  when- 
ever any  existing  company,  working  under  the  pro- 
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visious  of  this  act,  shall,  bj  resolution  of  its  board  of 
directors,  accept  of  the  proTisions  of  the  third  sab-di- 
vision of  this  section  of  this  act  as  a  part  of  the  char- 
ter of  said  company,  and  a  duly  certified  c(^y  of  such 
resolution  shall  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  In- 
surance Commissioner,  the  charter  of  said  company 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  have  been  amended  by 
the  addition  thereto  of  the  third  sub-division  of  this 
section,  which  shall  have  the  same  force  and  efifect  as 
if  a  part  of  the  company's  original  charter  constituting 
a  supplement  thereto,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  any  ten  or  more 
pt^rsons,  citizens  of  this  Oouimon wealth,  may  associate 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  form 
an  incorporated  compalty  for  any  of  the  following  pur- 
poses, to  wit: 

First.  To  make  insurance,  either  upon  the  stock  or 
mutual  principle,  against  fire  on  all  kinds  of  buildings, 
merchandise  and  other  property,  and  to  effect  manne 
and  inland  insurance  on  vessels,  cargoes  and  freights, 
and  on  merchandise  and  other  property  in  course  of 
transportation. 

Second.  To  make  insurance  either  upon  the  stock 
or  mutual  principle,  upon  the  lives  of  individuals  and 
every  insurance  appertaining  thereto  or  connected 
therewith,  and  to  grant  and  purchase  annuities. 

Third.  To  make  insurance  either  upon  the  stock  or 
mutual  principle,  upon  the  health  of  individuals  and 
against  personal  injury,  disablement  or  death  result- 
ing from  traveling  or  general  accidents  by  land  or 
water,  or  accidents  resulting  flrom  the  pursuit  of  any 
trade  or  business,  and  against  injuries  of  every  nature 
and  description  to  persons  or  property,  causing  loss, 
damage  or  liability,  and  also  against  any  unknown  or 
contingent  event  or  liability  whatever,  except  the 
[>erils  and  risks  enumerated  in  the  first,  second  and 
fourth  paragraphs  of  this  section. 

Fourth.  To  make  insurance  either  upon  the  stock 
or  mutual  principle,  upon  the  lives  of  horses,  cattle 
and  other  live  stock:  Provided  further.  That  when- 
ever any  existing  company  working  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall,  by  resolution  of  its  board  of 
directors,  accept  of  the  provisions  of  the  third  sub- 
division of  this  section  of  this  act  as  part  of  the  char-

Requiring  the  tax  collectors  of  the  S3veral  boroughs  and  town- 
ships of  this  Commonwealth  to  make  monthly  returns  of 
the  taxes  collected  by  them,  and  the  amount  outstanding 
upon  their  respective  duplicates,  to  the  several  authorities 
legally  authorized  to  receive  the  said  taxes  and  to  borough 
councils,  and  to  pay  over  monthly  the  amounts  so  collected 
by  them,  and  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  the 
same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec.  That  the  tax  collect- 
ors of  the  several  boroughs  and  townships  of  this  CJom- 
monwealth,  elected  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  an 
act  of  Assembly,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the 
election  of  tax  collectors  for  the  term  of  three  years  in 
the  several  boroughs  and  townships  of  this  Common- 
wealth," approved  the  sixth  day  of  June,  Anno  Dom- 
ini one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three,  and 
all  other  tax  collectors  of  State,  county,  township, 
road,  school  and  boiH>ugh  taxes,  elected  or  appointed 
by  or  under  existing  law,  shall  hereafter  make  monthly 
returns  in  writing  to  the  seveml  persons  to  whom  the 
tax  collected  by  said  tax  collector  is  by  law  required 
to  be  paid,  showing  the  amounts  collected  by  them 
during  the  preceding  month,  and  the  amount  of  un- 
collected taxes  upon  their  respective  duplicaites,  or  ex- 
hibit the  duplicate  showing  the  said  uncollected  taxes,

That  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  so  much 
of  the  said  road  in  repair  as  lies  within  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  paying  the  expenses  of  collection 
and  other  incidental  expenses,  the  commissioners  shall 
cause  to  be  erected  on  so  much  of  the  said  road  as 
passes  within  this  State,  at  least  six  gates;  and  that 
as  soon  as  said  gates  and  toll  houses  shall  be  erected, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  toll  collectors,  and  they  are 
hereby  required  to  demand  and  receive  for  passing  the 
said  gate  the  tolls  hereafter  mentioned;  and  they  may 
stop  any  person  riding,  leading  or  drivihg  any  horses, 
cattle,  sulky,  chair,  phaeton,  cart,  chaise,  wagon,

Making  an  appropriation  to  provide  for  the  expenses  required 
by  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  pro\ide  for  the  continuance 
of  the  education  and  maintenance  of  the  destitute  orphans 
of  thf  deceased  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines,  and  the  des- 
titute children  of  permanently  (Msabltd  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  of  the  State,"  approved  May  twenty-fifth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine;  also  making:  an  appro- 
priation to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  an  act  to  provide  for 
the  education  and  maintenance  of  the  children  admitted  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers'  Orphan  Industrial  School,  and 
the  Soldiers*  Orphan  Schools,  approved  May  twenty-seventh, 
one  thousand  eigrht  hundred  and   ninety-three. 

Section  1.     Be   it  enacted,  (f-c,     That  the  following 
sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and 
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the  same  are  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the 
Commission  of  Soldiers^  Orphan  Schools  for  the  sev- 
eral objects  hereinafter  named,  for  the  two  fiscal  years 
beginning  June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seyen,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated. 

For  the  payment  -of  the  salaries  of  the  clerks  for  two 
years,  the  sura  of  mx  thousand  four  hundred  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  male  and  fe- 
male inspectors  for  two  years,  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
six  hundrod  dollars,  or  90  much  thereof  as  may  be  nec- 
essary; for  the  payment  of  their  traveling  expenses  for 
two  years,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  postage,  telegrams,  expressage, 
transferring  pupils,  funeral  expenses,  partial  relief  ex- 
penses of  the  Commission,  furniture  and  miscellaneous 
expenses  in  the  schools  and  office  for  the  Commission 
for  two  years,  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollairs,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  education  and  maintenance,  including  cloth- 
ing for  two  fiscal  years  of  the  destitute  orphans  of  the 
deceased  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines,  and  the  destitute 
children  of  permanently  disabled  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  of  the  State,  admitted  to  the  Soldiers'  Orphan 
Schools  and  to  the  Soldiers'  Orphan  Industrial  School, 
and  the  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  to  the 
Soldiers'  Orphan  Sdhools  and  the  Soldiers'  Orphan  In- 
dustrial School,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  forty 
thonsand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary: Provided,  That  the  per  capita  rate  for  the  educa- 
tion, maintenance  and  clothing  of  the  children  in  the 
Soldiers'  Orphan  Schools  sfliall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  forty  dollars  per  annum,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary;  and  for  those  admitted 
to  the  Industrial  School  the  per  capita  rate  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  or 
80  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  said  appropriation  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of 
the  Auditor  General  on  a  settlement  made  by  him  and

Orphan  Schools  and  the  Soldiers'  Orphan  Industrial 
School  shall  have  made,  under  oath,  to  the  Auditoi* 
Creneral,  a  report  accompanied  by  the  vouchers  con 
talning  a  specifically  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts 
from  all  sources  and  expenses  of  said  schools  durinu

To  amend  sections  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  an  act, 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  attendance  of  children  In 
the  schools  of  this  Commonwealth  and  making  an  enumera- 
tion of  children  for  that  purpose;  also  providing  compensa- 
tion for  the  assessors  making?  the  enumeration,  and  provid- 
ing penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  act,"  approved  the 
sixteenth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-flve  incrrasing  the  age  within  which 
children  shall  be  subject  to  Its  provisions  to  sixteen  years, 
ani  making  certain  exemptions,  subjecting  principals  and 
trachors  to  certain  penalties,  conferring  upon  the  directors 
or  controllers  power  to  designate  schools  for  those  who 
fail  to  attend  schools,  to  establish  special  schools  for  truants 

'  and  other  offenders,  providing  for  the  restraint  of  truants 
and  other  offenders,  for  registration  by  the  attendance  offi- 
cers and  rpport  of  absentees  from  5»>^hr»ol. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacfed,  d'c ,  That  section  one  of  an 
act  approved  the  sixteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
oijrht  hundred  and  ninetv-fivc,  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  attendance  of  children  in  the  schools  of 
this  Commonwealth  and  making  an  ennmeratioo  of 
children  for  that  purpose;  al»o  providing:  compensa- 
tion for  the  assessors  making  snch  enumeration  and 
providing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  act,"  which 
now  reads  as  follows:

Preamble  No.  I.  Wheroas,    Pui'suant  to  the  provisions  of  an  act,  en- 

titled "A  supplement  to  an  act,  entitled  'An  act  to  aid 
the  Central  Normal  School  Association  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,'  approved  the  eighth  day  of  April 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and  seventy- 
two,"  approved  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  July,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy-three,  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  corporation  was  "authorized  and  em-

workshop  of  any  kind,  in  which  employes  or  operatives 
are  usually  employed  at  work  in  the  third  or  any 
higher  story,  every  tent^ment  house  or  building  in 
which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to  lodgers  or  fam- 
ilies, every  public  hall  or  place  of  amusement,  every

Be  it  enacted,  (fee,  That  section  seven 
of  an  act  ,en titled  "An  act  relating  to  the  fees,  salaries 
and  duties  of  certain  county  officers  in  Allegheny 
county,"  approved  the  sixth  day  of  April,  Anno  Dom- 
ini one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one,  in  so 
far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  assistant  district  attor- 
ney of  said  county,  or  to  his  said  office,  and  which 
said  section  is  as  follows:  "All  the  officers  named  in 
this  act,  and  their  deputies  and  clerks,  shall  be  paid 
for  their  services  by  fixed  and  specific  salaries,  which 
shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  county  treasurer  to  the 
extent  of  the  fees  collected  and  paid  in  by  each  office?

That  the  county  controller  shall  not  countersign  the 
warrant  for  the  payment  of  any  officer  named  in  this 
act,  his  deputies  or  his  clerks,  who  shall  not  hav<' 
filed  the  receipt  and  transcript  provided  for  in  this 
act:  And  provided  further,  That  after  ascertaining 
the  amount  due  deputies  and  clerks  in  each  office,  and

To  repeal  an  act  of  Assembly  approved  the  sixth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  en- 
titled "An  act  creating  the  office  of  assistant  district  attorney 
for  the  county  of  Allegheny." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacfedy  &c ,  That  an  act,  entitled 
"An  act  creating  the  office  and  defining  the  duties  of 
assistant  district  attorney  for  the  county  of  Alle- 
gheny," approved  the  sixth  day  of  February,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven, 
and  which  said  act  is  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  en- 
acted by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  office 
of  assistant  district  attorney,  for  the  county  of  Alle- 
gheny, is  hereby  created;  and  upon  the  passage  of  this 
act  the  Governor  shall  appoint  and  commission  a  suit- 
able person,  residing  in  said  county,  learned  in  the 
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law,  to  act  as  such  until  a  successor  shall  be  chosen, 
at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  The  assistant  district  attorney,  first  com- 
missioned, shall  hold  his  office  until  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  the  present  district  attorney  of  the  said 
count}'  of  Allegheny;  and  the  qualified  voters  thereof 
shall,  at  the  general  election,  in  October,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  even- 
three  years  thereafter,  elect  an  assistant  district  at- 
torney, to  serve  for  three  years,  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the 
election  of  a  district  attorney. 

Section  3.  The  assistant  district  attorney,  so  com- 
missioned, or  elected,  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  subscribe  to  the  same  oath  of  office 
now  required  to  be  taken  by  the  district  attorney,  and 
siiall  be  subject  to  removal  for  like  causes  and  in  like 
manner. 

Section  4.  The  fees  of  the  assistant  district  attor- 
ney, for  said  county,  shall  be  taxed  and  allowed  out  of 
the  fees,  as  now  allowed  by  law,  to  the  district  attor 
ney  of  said  county;  two-thirds  of  all  said  fees,  costn 
and  allowances,  in  each  and  every  case,  action  and 
proceeding  whatsoever,  to  be  taxed  for  the  use  of  the 
district  attorney,  and  the  remaining  one-third  thereof 
to  be  taxed,  allowed  and  collected,  for  the  separate  use 
and  benefit  of  said  assistant  district  attorney. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  assistant  dis 
trict  attorney  to  attend  to  all  preliminary  hearings  in 
criminal  cases  arising  in  said  county,  when  the  public 
interest  may  require;  to  prepare  all  bills  of  indictment 
for  offenses  cognizable  in  the  courts  having  jurisdic- 
tion thereof,  within  said  county,  and  to  submit  the 
same  to  the  grand  jury,  with  the  Commonwealth  tes- 
limony,  and  to  affix  to  said  bill  of  indictment  the  name 
of  the  district  attorney:  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  interfere  with  the  right  of  the 
district  attorney  to  prefer  a  bill  of  indictment,  ex 
officio,  as  heretofore,  wh(»n  pioper  oi^^asicm  may  arise, 
be  and  the  same  is  hert*by  repealed.

be  lawful  for  any  such  policeman  to  charge  or  accept

That  In  all  cases 
whcTe  any  dower,  legacy  or  other  charge  upon  land, 
or  any  jmrt  thereof,  is  due  and  payable,  and  wheiv  tho 
person  or  persons  to  whom  such  dower,  legacy  or  other 
charge  upon  land  or  any  part  thereof  is  due  and  paya- 
ble cannot  be  found  after  diligent  and  reasonable  re- 
search, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners  or 
the  lands  bound  by  such  dower,  legacy  or  other  charge 
upon  land  or  any  part  thereof,  to  apply  by  petition  to 
the  orphans'  court  of  any  county  wherein  said  lands 
are  situate,  setting  forth  the  premises,  and  also  the 
name  or  names  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  said 
dowfr,  legacy  or  other  charge  upon  land  or  any  part 
thereof  is  due  and  payable  if  known,  and  if  unknown, 
thei>  stating  that  fact,  as  well  as  the  time  when  said 
dower,  legacy,  charge  upon  land  or  any  part  thereof 
becomes  due  and  payable.

three  newspapers  published  within  or  nearest  said 
county  requiring:  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the 
money  or  moneys  arising  therefrom  from  said  dower. 
le<j:acy  or  other  charp:e  upon  land,  or  any  part  thereof, 
is  due  and  payable,  or  who  wishes  to  lay  claim  to  the 
moneys  as  aforesaid,  to  appear  before  said  court  at  the 
term  of  said  court  next  succeeding  the  term  in  which 
the  petition  was  presented  as  aforesaid,  and  show 
cause  why  the  money  or  moneys  arising  therefrom 
from  said  dower,  legacy  or  other  charge  upon  land,  or 
any  part  thereof,  as  set  forth  in  said  petition  should 
not  be  paid  into  said  court;  and  in  the  event  of  the 
non-appearance  of  any  person  or  persons  to  show 
cause,  as  aforesaid,  or  in  the  event  of  the  appearance 
of  any  person  or  persons  claiming  the  moneys  as  set 
forth  in  said  petition,  but  who  fail  to  show  to  said 
court  that  they,  (the  persons  thus  claiming),  are  enti- 
tled thereto,  the  said  court,  being  satisfied  of  the  truth 
of  the  facts  set  forth  in  said  petition,  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, empowered  and  required  to  enter  a  decree 
that  the  moneys  due  and  payable,  as  aforesaid,  to- 
gether with  interest  thereon  from  the  time  that  said 
dower,  legacy  or  other  charges  upon  land,  or  any  part 
thereof,  became  due  and  payable,  to  the  time  of  final 
decree,  be  paid  into  said  court;  and  upon  the  payment 
of  the  costs,  said  decree  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk 
of  said  court  to  the  recorder  of  deeds  of  said  county, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  upon  being  paid  therefor,  to  re- 
cord said  decree,  indexing  it  in  the  name  or  names  of 
the  petitioner  or  petitioners  as  grantee  or  grantees, 
and  thereupon  said  dower,  legacy  or  other  charge  upon 
land  or  any  part  thereof  which  has  been  paid  into  said 
court  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  satisfied,  extinguished  and 
released,  and  all  actions  thereon  forever  barred:  Pro- 
vided, That  when  the  amount  of  such  dower,  legacy 
or  other  charge  upon  land  does  not  appear  as  a  matter 
of  record,  the  court  may  by  the  appointment  of  an  audi- 
tor or  investigation  in  open  court,  ascertain  and  fix  the 
amount  so  alleged  to  be  due. 

Section  2.  Said  moneys,  when  paid  into  said  court 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  shall  remain  therein  till  some  person  having  a 
claim  thereto  shall  petition  said  court  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  auditor  to  distribute  the  same  to  the  person 
or  persons  entitled  thei-eto  according  to  law. 

Section  3.  All  acts  or  portion  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

To  provide  a  more  just  and  equitable  method  of  distributing 
the  school  appropriation  to  common  schools,  and  specifying: 
the  duties  of  olTicers  in  connection  therewith. 

Section  1.  £e  it  enacted,  <fc.,  That  on  and  after 
June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundreij 
and  ninety-eight,  one-third  of  the  money  annually  ap- 
propriated for  common  schools  in  this  Commonwealth 
shall  be  distributed  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  paid 
teachers  regularly  employed  for  the  full  annual  term 
of  the  district,  not  including  substitute  teachers  or 
teachers  employed  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur 
during  the  school  year  for  which  the  appropriation  was 
made;  the  certificates  of  the  number  of  teachers  regu- 
larly employed  to  be  made  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  That  one-third  of  the  appropriation  shall 
bo  distributed  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  children 
of  school  age  between  the  years  of  six  and  sixteen  re- 
siding in  the  respective  districts,  the  enumeration  and 
certificates  to  be  made  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  3.  That  the  remaining  one- third  of  the  ap- 
propriation shall  be  distributed  on  the  basis  of  the 
number  of  taxables  as  returned  by  the  last  biennial 
assessment. 

Section  4.  That  on  the  first  Monday  of  December, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  aud  ninety-seven,  and  bi- 
ennially thereafter,  the  president  and  secretary  of  each 
school  board  shall,  under  oath,  certify  to  the  county, 
city  or  borough  superintendents  of  their  respective 
counties,  cities  or  boroughs,  the  number  of  teachers 
in  their  employ  as  contemplated  in  this  act;  and  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
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and  ninety-eiffht,  and  biennially  thereafter,  the  said 
county,  city  or  borough  superintendent  shall,  under 
oath,  make  return  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction on  such  blank  as  he  shall  prepare,  a  tabu- 
lated return  by  districts  of  the  teachers  of  his  county, 
city  or  borough,  and  any  president  or  secretary  of  a 
school  board  or  superintendent  of  a  county,  city  or  bor- 
ough, who  neglects  or  refuses  to  perform  his  duty 
within  ten  days  of  the  time  designated,  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors 
of  the  several  townships,  wards  and  boroughs  in  the 
(HMinties  and  cities  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  make  an 
(Enrollment,  at  the  asrse»snient,  of  the  totai  number  of 
children  of  school  age,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  six- 
teen years,  in  addition  to  the  duties  required  of  them 
under  existing  laws,  and  for  the  same  compensatiop 
per  dit»m  now  allowed  by  law.  The  blanks  required 
for  this  enumeration  and  enrollment  shall  be  prepared 
according  to  the  form  prepared  by  and  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  Ihe  several  counties  for  dis- 
tribution to  the  assessors  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

Section  6.  The  enumeration  and  enrollment  herein 
provided  for  shall  be  made  by  the  assessors  at  the  same 
time  they  are  required  by  law  to  make  their  regular  as- 
sessments for  county  taxes,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven,  and  at  the  same  time,  and  bi- 
ennially thereafter,  the  official  returns  to  be  made  to 
llie  county  commissioners  shall  be  filed  by  them  in  the 
office  of  the  county  commissioners,  duly  verified  by 
oath  or  affirmation,  on  or  before  the  fourth  Saturday 
of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  and  biennially  thereafter.  The  county  commis- 
si uners  to  rotiim  a  summary  of  the  same  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction  on  or  before  the  last 
Saturday  of  January,  next  following. 

Section  7.  Any  assessor  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  make  the  enumeration,  enrollment  and  official  re- 
turns required  by  this  act,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  or  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  shall  be  liable  to  removal  from  office  upon  com- 
plaint to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper 
county,  which  complaint  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  commis«ioneps  to  make  in  the  ca»e  of  neglect 
or  refusal  of  any  assessor  to  comply  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act. 

Section  S.  The  blanks  for  the  use  of  the  county  com 
missi<mors  in  thf^  ])reparation  of  their  biennial  report 
to  tlu*  Department  of  Pul)lic  Instniction,  containing 
a  summary  of  the  iHi-turns  made  to  them  by  the  assess- 
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ws  of  their  reRpecHve  districts,  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  SuiKTintendent  and  forwarded  to  the  county  coiii- 
miflsioners  of  the  several  counties  for  the  required 
purpose. 

Section  9.    That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent    Kepe«i. 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacfed,  <fo,  That  section  two  of 
an  act  approved  June  twenty-sixth,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  entitled  "An 
act  anthorizinjr  the  cities  of  this  Commonwealth  to 
purchase,  acquire,  take,  use  and  appropriate  private 
property  for  public  park  purposes,"  which  reads  as 
follows: 

''Action  2.  In  exercising  the  power  aforesaid  all 
proceedings  for  ascertaining  damages  and  assessing 
l)enefits  incident  thereto  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  law  authorizing  cities  of  this  Commonwealth  to  ac- 
quire by  purchase  or  otherwise,  private  property  for 
park  purposes,"  Be  and  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows,  to  wit: 

Section  2.  A\Tienever  any  of  said  cities  in  the  exer- 
cise of  the  right  so  conferred  has  heretofore  acquired, 
taken,  used  or  appropnated,  or  shall  hereafter  acquir<\ 
take,  use  or  appropriate  private  proi>erty  for  public 
park  purposes,  and  said  city  cannot  agree  with  th(? 
owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees  of  such  private 
property  upon  the  compensation  for  the  property  ap- 
propriated and  the  damages  done,  or  when  by  reason  of 
the  absence  or  legal  incapacity  of  any  such  owner  or 
owners,  lessee  or  lessees,  no  such  compensation  can  be 
agreed  upon,  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper 
county,  or  any  judge  thereof  in  vacation,  on  applica- 
tion thereto  by  petition  by  said  city,  or  such  owner, 
lessee  or  any  person  interested,  shall  appoint  three  dis- 
crtH^t,  disint(^i-ested  freeholders  of  said  city  as  view- 
ers to  view  and  ascertain  the  damages  done  by  reason 
of  such  taking,  use,  appropriation,  occupancy  or  injury, 
and  shall  appoint  a  time,  not  less  than  twenty  nor 
18  Laws 
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more  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  for  said  viewers  to 
meet  at  or  upon  the  premises  where  the  damages  are 
alleged  to  be  sustained  or  the  property  taken,  of 
which  time  and  place  ten  days  notice  shall  be 
given  by  the  petitioner  to  said  viewers  and  all 
parties  interest(»d  by  personal  service  when  such 
service  can  be  obtained,  othei-wise  by  publica 
tion  in  one  or  more  newspapers  and  by  handbills 
posted  on  the  premises,  or  in  such  other  manner  that 
said  court  shall  direct.  And  the  said  viewers  or  any 
two  of  them  having  been  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  faith- 
fully, justly  and  impartially  to  decide  and  a  true  re 
port  make  concerning  all  matters  and  things  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  them,  and  in  relation  to  which  they  are 
aut^horized  to  inquire  into,  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  having  viewed  the  premises  or 
examined  the  property,  shall  estimate  and  determine 
the  quantity,  quality  and  value  of  the  land  or  property 
so  entered  upon,  taken,  used,  appropriated  or  injured 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  having  a  due  regard  to  and 
making  just  allowance  for  the  advantages  which  may 
have  resulted  or  which  may  seem  likely  to  result  to 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land  or  property  in  conse- 
quence of  the  making,  enlarging  or  extending  of  such 
public  park,  and  after  having  made  a  fair  and  just 
comparison  of  said  advantages  and  disadvantages, 
they  sliall  estimate  and  determine  whether  any,  and 
if  any.  what  amount  of  damage*  has  been  or  may  be 
sustained,  and  to  whom  payable,  and  nvake  report 
thereof  to  said  court.  If  any  damages  be  awarded  and 
the  report  of  said  viewers  be  confirmed  by  said  court, 
judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon,  and  if  the  amount 
thereof  be  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  entry 
of  such  judgment,  said  judgment  shall  be  collected 
by  due  legal  ])rocess  as  other  judgments  are  collected 
from  said  city.  TTi>on  the  report  of  said  viewers,  or 
any  two  of  them,  any  party  who  may,  within  twenty 
days  thereafter,  file  an  appeal  from  said  report  to  said 
court  in  writing,  and  accompanied  with  an  affidavit 
that  the  «ame  is  not  taken  for  the  purpose  of  delay  but 
because  the  affiant  firmly  believes  that  injustice  has 
been  done,  and  after  such  appeal,  either  party  may  put 
the  cause  at  issue  in  the  form  directed  by  said  court, 
and  the  same  shall  be  tried  by  said  court  and  a  jury, 
and  after  final  judgment,  either  party  may  appeal  to 
the  Superior  or  Supreme  Court  under  the  provisions 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  other  cases.  The  said 
couil:  of  common  pleas  shall  have  power  to  order  what 
notices  shall  be  given  in  connection  with  any  of  the 
proceedings,  and  may  make  all  such  orders  as  it  may 
deem  requisite.  The  costs  incurred  in  the  proceedingti 
aforesaid  shall  be  defrayed  by  said  city,  and  each  of 
the  viewers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  sum,  not  ex- 
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reeding  five  dollars  per  day,  or  such  compensation  as  compentation  of 
^all  bo  decided  upon  br  the  proper  court,  not  exceed-  ^  *^*" 
inj^  five  dollars  per  day,  for  eTcry  day  necessarily  em- 
ployed in  the  performance  of  their  duties.

To  prohibit  assessments  of  and  demands  for  contributions 
from  the  officers  and  employes  of  this  Commonwealth,  and 
of  any  county  or  city  therein,  and  providing  penalties  there- 
for. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d'c.  That  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  oflBcer  of  this  Commonwealth  or  of  any 
county  thereof,  or  for  any  mayor  or  head  of  depart- 
ment or  other  officer  of  any  city  of  this  Commonwealth, 
to  make  or  cause  or  knowingly  permit  to  be  made  any 
assessment  upon  the  pay,  wages  or  salary  of  any  officer 
or  employe  appointed  by  or  holding  office  or  employ- 
ment under  him  for  any  political  or  party  purpose 
whatsoever,  or  to  make  or  cause  or  knowingly  permit 
to  be  made  any  demand  for  the  payment  or  gift  of  any 
money  or  other  Taluable  thing  to  any  committee,  or- 
ganization or  person  for  use  in  any  manner  for  any 
political  or  party  purpose  :  Provided  however.  That 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  prevent  any  officer, 
or  other  employe  appointed  as  aforesaid,  from  making 
a  voluntary  contribution  to  any  committee  or  organi- 
zation for  legitimate  political  and  campaign  purposes. 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  on  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county,  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  prison  for  a  term  of  not 
more  than  one  year,  and  by  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  either  or  both,  as  the  said  court 
shall  impose.

order  must  be  i)resented  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  holding  the  election  at  which  such  elector 
desires  to  vote. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  officer, 
clerk  or  other  person  authorized  to  collect  taxes  and 
receipt  therefor,  to  receive  pa^iment  of  or  receipt  for 
any  occtupation  or  poll  tax  assessed  for  State  or  countv 
purposi^  from  any  persons  other  than  the  elector 
ngainst  whom  such  tax  shall  have  been  assessed,  ex- 
cept upon  his  written  and  signed  order  authorizinj? 
Huch  payment  to  be  made. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
vote  or  attempt  to  vote  at  any  election  upon  a  tax  re- 
ceipt obtained  in  violation  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the

follows: 

Clause  4.  When  said  corporation  shall  have  con 
structed  any  tunnel  or  underground  passage  way  under 
the  authority  of  this  act,  either  for  the  passage  of 
persons  or  trnffic,  or  as  a  drainage  way  for  the  drain 
age  of  lands  or  mines,  the  property  thereof  shall  be 
vested  in  the  said  corporation,  and  it  shall  have  power 
to  erect  gates  and  to  demand  such  tolls  or  compensa- 
tion as  the  directors  thereof  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
determine  for  permitting  the  passage  of  persons  or 
traflfic  or  drainage  water  through  such  tunnel  or  tun 
nels  or  underground  passage  ways,  and  the  directors 
thereof  shall  also  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
contract  with  corporations  and  individuals  for  the  use 
thereof,  and  they  shall  cause  to  be  put  up  and  kept 
in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the  station  house  of  th«' 
said  tunnel,  when  used  for  the  passage  of  persons  w 
traffic,  an  exhibit  of  the  rates  of  fare  or  charges  fixed 
by  them  for  the  use  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  clause  ^\v  of  said  act  which  reads 
as  follows: 

"Clause  5.  Tf  the  said  corporation,  or  any  person 
employed  by  it,  shall  demand  or  collect  any  greater 
tolls  than  are  prescribed  in  the  exhibit  of  tolls  put  up 
in  the  station  house  as  aforesaid,  he  or  it  shall  forfeit 
for  every  such  offense  the  sum  of  ten  dolhirs  to  be  re 
covered  as  debts  of  a  similar  amount  are  recovered, 
one-half  to  be  paid  to  the  county  and  the  other  half 
to  the  persons  suing  for  the  same,"  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Clause  5.  Tf  said  corporation,  or  any  person  employed 
by  it,  shall  demand  or  collect  any  greater  tolls  or 
charges  than  are  prescribed  in  the  exhibit  of  tolls  or 
charges  put  up  in  the  station  house  as  aforesaid  of  a 
tunnel  used  for  the  passage  of  persons  or  traflfic,  he 
or  it  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  offense  the  sum  of  ten 
dollar?,  to  t)e  recovered  as  debts  of  a  similar  natun* 
are  recovered,  one-half  to  be  paid  to  the  county  and 
the  other  half  to  the  persons  suing  for  the  same.

That  such  tunnels  or  underground  pas- 
sage ways  and  the  approaches  thereto  w^hen  used  for 
the  passage  of  persons  or  traffic,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
and  taken  as  public  highways,  and  subject  to  the 
same  penalties  for  obstructions  thereof  as  may  now  or  penalties  for  ob- 
shall  hereafter  be  enforced  for  the  obstruction  of  pub-  »t''"«'""* 
lie  streets  in  the  municipality  in  which  said  approaches 
may  be  located.

AN  ACT 

Establishing  a  Bureau  of  Mines  in  the  Department  of  Internal 
Affairs  of  Pennsylvania,  defining  its  purposes  and  authority, 
providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  chief  of  said  bureau  and 
assistants,  and  fixing  their  salaries  and  expenses. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (fee,  That  there  is  hereby 
established  in  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs  of 
Pennsylvania  a  bureau  to  be  known  as  the  Bureau  of 
Mines,  which  shall  be  charged  with  a  supervision  of 
the  execution  of  the  mining  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  the  care  and  publication  of  the  annual  re 
ports  of  the  inspectors  of  coal  mines. 

Section  2.  The  chief  officer  of  said  bureau  shall  be 
denominated  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  and  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
final  passage  of  this  act,  and  every  four  years  there- 
after, who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  to 
Rerve  a  term  of  four  years  from  the  date  of  his  ap 
pointuient,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  qualified, 
and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
dollars  and  traveling?  expenses;  and  in  case  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  office  of  Chief  of  said  Bureau,  by  reason 
of  death,  resij;(nation  or  otherwise,  the  Governor  shall 
appoint  a  qualified  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the 
unexpired  balance  of  the  terra. 

Section  3.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  shall 
be  a  competent  person  having  had  at  least  ten  years 
practical  experience  in  the  working  and  ventilation 
of  coal  mines  of  this  State,  and  a  practical  and  scien- 
tific knowledge  of  all  noxious  and  dangerous  gases 
found  in  such  mines.  The  said  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Mines  so  appointed  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  to  the  oath  of 
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office  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  the  same  to  be 
filed  in  the  olliee  of  the  Secretary  of  the  CJommon- 
wealth,  and  give  to  the  Commonwealth  a  bond  in  the 
penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  surety  to  be 
approved  by  the  Gov(»rnor  and  Secretary  of  Internal 
Affairs,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  oHfice. 

S<*c1ioTi  4.  It  shall  l>e  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Hureau  to  devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  duties  <^f 
his  ofTice,  and  to  see  that  the  mining  laws  of  this  State 
are  faithfully  executed;  and  for  this  purpose  he  is 
hereby  invested  with  the  same  power  and  authority 
as  the  Mine  Inspectors  to  enter,  inspect  and  examine 
any  mine  or  colliery  within  the  State,  and  the  works 
and  machinery  connected  therewith,  and  to  give  such 
aid  and  instruction  to  the  Mine  Inspectors  from  time 
to  time  as  he  may  deem  best  calculated  to  protect  the 
health  and  promote  the  safety  of  all  persons  employed 
in  and  about  the  mines;  and  the  said  Chief  of  the 
Hurean  of  Mines  shall  have  the  power  to  suspend  anv 
Mine  Inspector  for  any  neglect  of  duty,  but  such  sus 
pendtd  Aline  Inspector  shall  have  the  right  to  api)oal 
lo  tlw  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  who  shall  be  ein- 
povven»d  to  approve  of  such  sus]xmsion  or  restore  su4*li 
suspended  Mine  Inspector  to  duty,  after  investigating 
the  causes  which  led  to  such  suspension.  Should  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  n^ceive  information  h\ 
j>etition,  signed  by  ten  or  more  miners,  or  one  or  mon- 
oi>erators,  setting  forth  that  any  of  the  Mine  Insi)ect- 
ors  are  neglec*tful  of  their  duty,  or  are  incompetent 
to  ])erfoi'ni  the  duties  of  their  office,  or  are  guilty  of 
malfeasan(*e  in  office*,  he  shall  at  once  investigate  the 
mattcM',  and  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  charge  or 
charges  are  well  founded,  lie  shall  then  petition  the 
court  cf  common  pleas,  or  the  judge  in  chambers,  in 
any  county  within  or  partly  within  the  inspection  dis- 
trict of  the  said  Mine  Inspector;  which  comi:,  upon  re- 
ceipt of  said  petition  and  a  report  of  the  character  of 
the  cliarges  and  testimony  produced,  shall  at  once  iseui* 
a  citation  in  the  name  of  the  (Commonwealth  to  the 
said  Inspector,  to  appear  on  not  less  than  fifteen  days 
notiire,  on  a  fixed  day  before  said  court,  at  which  time 
the  court  shall  proceed  to  inquire  into  the  allegations 
of  the  petitioners,  and  may  require  the  attendance  of 
such  witnesses  on  subpoena  issued  and  served  by  the 
|)roper  officer  or  officers,  as  the  judge  of  the  court  and 
tli(»  Chief  of  said  Bureau  may  deem  necessary  in  the 
cas(»;  the  Inspector  under  investigation  shall  also  have 
similar  power  and  authority  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  witnesses  in  his  behalf.  If  the  court  shall  find  by 
said  investigation  that  the  said  Mine  Inspector  is 
guilty  of  neglecting  his  official  duties,  or  is  incompe- 
tent to  perform  tiie  duties  of  his  office,  or  is  guilty  of 
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malfeasance  in  oflfiee,  the  siiid  court  shall  certify  the 
same  to  the  Governor,  who  shall  declare  the  office  va- 
cant, and  shall  proceed  to  supply  the  vacancy  as  pro- 
vide for  the  mining  laws  of  this  State.  The  cost  of 
said  investigation  shall,  if  the  charges  are  sustained, 
l»e  ini|M)sed  upcai  the  Mine  Inspector;  but  if  the  charges 
are  not  sustained  the  cost  shall  be  paid  out  of  thf 
State  Treasury,  upon  voucher  or  vouchers  duly  certi 
tied  as  to  correctness  by  the  judge  or  pr  !p«'r  officer  of 
the  court  where  such  proceedings  are  held.  To  enable 
the  said  (^hief  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  to  conduct  more 
effci-tually  his  examinaticmis  and  investigations  of  the 
charges  and  complaints  which  may  be  made  by  peti- 
tioners against  any  cf  the  Mine  Inspectors  as  herein 
provided,  he  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and 
take  affidavits  and  depositions  in  fnrm  and  manner  pro- 
vided by  law  :  Provided  however.  That  nothing  in  this 
s^M'tiou  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  repeal  section  thir- 
t«^*n  of  article  two  of  the  act  of  Assembly  approved 
the  second  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  employed  in 
and  about  the  anthracite  coal  mines  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  for  the  piotection  and  preservation  of  property 
connected  therewith,"  and  also  articles  thirteen  and 
fourteen  of  an  act  of  Assembly  approved  the  fifteenth 
day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  bitumin- 
tms  coal  mines,  and  providing  fur  the  lives,  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  therein." 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Hureau  of  Mines  to  take  charge  of  and  preserve  in  his 
«>nice  the  annual  reports  of  the  Mine  Inspectors,  and 
transmit  a  copy  of  them,  together  with  such  other  sta- 
tistical data  compiled  therefrom  and  other  matter  re- 
lating to  the  work  of  the  Bureau  as  may  be  of  public 
interest,  properly  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  Inter- 
nal Affairs  for  transmission  to  the  Governor  and  tlie 
ticneral  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  on  or  before 
Mie  first  day  of  March  in  each  year.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  to  see 
that  said  reports,  or  a  copy  of  them,  are  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Public  Printer  for  publication  at  the 
sfune  date;  the  same  to  be  published  under  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  as  other  reports 
of  his  department  are  now  required  by  law  to  be  pub 
ii^hed,  and  in  order  that  the  Chief  of  said  Bureau  may 
l»e  able  to  prepare,  compile  and  transmit  his  annual 
report  to  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  within  the 
time  herein  specified,  the  Mine  Inspectors  are  hereby 
reqnired  to  deliver  their  annual  reports  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  Ititenial  Affairs  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
(»f  February  in  each  year.     In  addition  to  the  annual 
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reports  herein  required  of  the  Mine  Inspectorg,  the  said 
Mine  Insi>ector8  sliall  fumisih  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bn 
reau  of  Mines,  monthly  and  also  such  special  reports 
or  information  on  any  subject  regarding  mine  acci 
dents  or  other  matters  pertaining  to  mining  interests, 
or  the  safety  of  persons  employed  in  mines,  as  he  at  any 
time  may  require  or  may  deem  necessary  in  the  proper 
and  lawful  discharge  of  his  official  duties.  The  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  shall  also  establish,  as  far  as 
may  be  practicable,  a  uniform  style  and  size  of  blanks 
for  the  annual,  monthly  and  special  reports  of  the  Mine 
Inspectors,  and  prescribe  the  fonn  and  character  of 
subject  matter  to  be  embraced  in  the  text  and  the  tab- 
ulated statements  of  their  repoHs.  The  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Mines  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such 
examinations  and  investigations  as  may  enable  him  to 
report  upon  the  various  systems  of  coal  mining  prac- 
ticed in  the  State,  method  of  mining,  ventilation,  ma 
(»hinery  employed,  structure  and  character  of  the  sev 
oral  coal  seams  operated,  and  of  the  associated  strata, 
the  circumstances  and  resiponsibility  of  mine  accidents, 
economy  of  coal  production,  coal  waste,  area  and  ex- 
haustion of  coal  territory,  and  such  other  matters  a*« 
may  pertain  to  the  general  welfare  (if  coal  miners  and 
others  connected  with  coal  mining,  and  the  interests 
of  coal  mine  owners  and  operators  in  this  Common- 
wealth. 

Section  G.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  shall 
keep  in  his  office  a  journal  or  record  of  all  examina 
tions  made  and  work  done  under  his  administration, 
and  copies  of  all  official  communications,  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  procure  such  books,  instruments  and 
chemical  or  other  tests  as  may  be  found  nec€^«sary  to 
the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties  under  this  act,  at 
the  expense  of  the  State.  All  instruments,  plans, 
books  and  records  pertaining  to  thi^  office  shall  be  the 
property  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  his 
successor  in  office. 

.  Section  7.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  shall 
at  all  times  be  accountable  to  the  Sei^retary  of  Internal 
Affairs  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  him  by  law  and  the  administration  of  his 
office,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  said 
bureau  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secre 
tary  of  Internal  Affairs,  who  is  hereby  empowered  to 
appoint  an  assistant  to  the  chief  of  the  bureau,  at  a 
salary  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  a 
messenger  at  a  salary  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  an 
uum:  And  provided  further,  That  the  salaries  of  the 
('hief  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  his  assistant  and  the 
messenger,  shall  be  jmid  out  of  the  State  Ti*ea-sury  in 
the  manner  as  other  employes  of  the  Deiwrtraent  of 
Internal  Affairs  are  now  paid:     Pmvided,     That  the 
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Ohief  of  said  Bupeiui  of  Mines  raay  be  removed  or  sus- 
j)ended  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Af- 
fairs, when  in  the  opinion  of  said  Secretary  there  has 
})een  a  neglect  of  duty  or  a  failure  to  comply  with  the 
law,  or  the  infitrnctions  of  the  Secretary  of  Internal 
\ffairs. 

Section  8.  No  person  who  is  acting  as  a  land  agent. 
or  as  manager,  viewer  or  agent  of  any  mine  or  colliery, 
»r  who  IS  interested  in  operating  any  mine  or  colliery, 
shall  at  the  same  time  serve  as  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Mines  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  9.  That  the  Mine  Inspector  of  each  district 
nf  this  State  shall,  within  six  months  after  the  final 
passage  and  approval  of  this  act,  deposit  in  the  Bureau 
i>f  Mines  an  accurate  map  or  plan  of  such  coal  mine, 
which  may  be  on  tracing  muslin  or  sun  print,  drawn 
ro  a  prescribed  scale;  which  map  or  plan  shall  show 
the  actual  location  of  all  openings,  excavations,  shafts, 
tunnels,  slopes,  planes,  main  headings,  cross  headings, 
ind  rooms  or  working  places  in  each  strata  operated, 
(>umps,  fans  or  other  ventilating  aipparatus,  the  entire 
lonrse  and  directiion  of  air  currents,  the  relation  and 
pi-oximity  of  the  workings  of  such  coal  mines  to  all 
other  adjoining  mines  or  coal  lands,  and  the  relative 
olevation  of  all  tunnels  and  headings,  and  of  the  face 
of  working  places  near  to  or  approaching  boundary 
lines  or  adjacent  mines;  and  on  or  before  the  close  of 
<^ioh  calendar  year  transmit  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Mines  a  supplemental  map  or  plan  showing  all  ex- 
cavations, changes  and  additions  made  in  such  mine 
during  the  year,  drawn  to  the  scale  as  the  first  men- 
tioned map  or  plan.  All  such  maps  or  plans  to  be  and 
i^main  in  the  Bureau  of  Mines  as  a  part  of  the  records 
of  that  office. 

Section  10.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  Ac,  That  it  shall  be  un 
lawful  for  any  mine  owner,  lessee  or  operator  of  any 
bituminous  coal  mine  in  this  Commonwealth,  employ- 
ing miners  at  bushel  or  ton  rates,  or  other  quantity, 
to  pass  the  output  of  coal  mined  by  said  miners  over 
any  screen  or  other  device  which  shall  take  any  part 
from  the  weight,  value  or  quantity  thereof,  before  the 
same  shall  have  been  weighed  and  duly  credited  to  the 
employe  sending  the  same  to  the  surface  and  accounted 
for  at  the  legal  rate  of  weight  fixed  by  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  Any  owner,  lessee  or  operator  of  any  bi- 
tuminous coal  mine,  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
upon  conviction,  for  each  and  every  such  offense  b»» 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  (flOO) 
dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  (f500)  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  ninety  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison 
ment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court;  proceedings  to  be 
instituted  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

fc*ection  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  protect  the  Uvea  and  limbs  of  miners  from  the  dangers  re- 
sultingr  from  incompetent  miners  working  in  the  anthracite 
coal  mines  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  to  provide  for  the 
examination  of  persons  seeking  employment  as  miners  in 
the  anthracite  region,  and  to  prevent  the  employment  of  In- 
competent persons  as  miners  in  anthracite  coal  mines,  and 
providing  penalti^'S  for  a  violation  of  the  frame. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  cfec,  That  hereafter  no 
person  whomsoever  shall  be  employed  or  engaged  in 
the  anthracite  coal  region  of  this  Commonwealth  as  a 
miner  in  any  anthracite  coal  mine,  without  having  ob- 
tained a  certificate  of  competency  and  qualification  so 
to  do  from  the  **Miners  Examining  Board"  of  the 
proper  district,  and  having  been  duly  registered  as 
herein  provided. 

Section  2.  That  there  shall  be  established  in  each 
of  the  eight  inspection  districts  in  the  anthracite  coal 
rej^on,  a  board  to  be  styled  the  "Min^^  Examining 

Board"  of  the district,  to  consist  of  nine 

miners  who  sliall  be  appointed,  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  boards  to  examine  mine  inspectors  are  now  ap- 
pointed, from  among  the  most  skillful  miners  actually 
enqraged  in  said  business  in  their  respective  districts, 
and  who  must  have  had  five  years  practical  experience 
in  the  same.  The  said  persons  so  appointed  shall  each 
serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  from  the  date  on  which 
their  appointment  takes  effect,  and  they  shall  be  ap- 
pointed upon  or  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
the  present  members  of  the  "Miners  Examining  Board," 
and  they  shall  be  and  constitute  the  "Miners  Examin- 
ing Board"  for  their  respective  districts,  and  shall 
hold  the  office  for  the  term  for  which  they  were  ap- 
pointed, or  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed 
and  qualified;  and  shall  receive  as  compensation  for 
their  services  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  act- 
ually engaged  in  this  service,  and  all  legitimate  and 
necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings 
of  said  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  no 
part  of  the  salary  of  said  board  or  expenses  thereof 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury. 

Each  of  said  boards  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of 
their  members  president,  and  one  member  as  secretary, 
and  by  dividing  themselves  into  three  subcommittees 
fnr  the  more  convenient  discharge  of  their  duties;  each 
of  said  committees  shall  have  all  powers  hereinafter 
conferred  upon  the  board;  and  whenever  in  this  act 
the  words  '^Examining  Board"  are  used,  they  shall  be 
taken  to  include  anv  of  the  committees  thereof. 

Every  member  of  said  board  shall,  within  ten  days 
of  their  appointment  or  being  apprised  of  the  same, 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  a 
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I>i-f>|>eHy  (lualifit^l  offi(vr  of  the  county  in  whirh  th<»v 
reside,  1  hat  they  will  fjiithfully  and  impartially  dis 
charge  th(»  duties  of  their  office. 

Any  vacancies  occurring  in  said  board  shall  Ix*  filled 
in  the  manner  hereinbefore  pmvided  from  anionj:  such 
only  as  are  eli^ble  for  orij2;inal  appointment. 

Section  3.  Each  of  said  examininj?  boards  shall  des 
ij::nate  some  conv(*nient  place  within  their  districts  for 
the  meetin;;  of  the  sineral  committees  ther(K>f.  of  which 
due  notice  shall  Im»  <riven  by  advertisement  in  two  or 
moi^e  newspa])ers  of  the  pro]K^r  cimnty,  and  so  divided 
as  to  reach  as  nearly  as  practicable  all  the  mining  dis 
tricts  therein:  but  in  no  case  shall  such  meeting  be 
held  in  a  building  where  any  intoxicating  liquors  are 
sold. 

Each  of  said  committees  shall  open  at  the  designated 
place  of  meeting  a  t>ook  of  registration,  in  which  shall 
be  registered  the  name  and  address  of  each  and  every 
j)erson  duly  qualified  under*  this  act  to  be  employed  as 
a  miner  in  an  anthracite  coal  mine.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  all  |>ersons  employed  as  miners  to  be  pro|h 
erly  registered,  and  in  case  of  a  I'emoval  from  the  dis 
trict  in  which  a  miner  is  registered,  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  l)e  registered  in  the  district  to  which  he  removes. 

Appliciition  for  registration  only  may  be  sent  by  mail 
to  the  board,  after  being  properly  attested  before  any 
p(M*son  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  or  aflBrmation 
in  the  county  in  which  the  applicant  resides.  The 
form  of  application  shall  be  subject  to  such  regulation 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  boards,  but  in  no  case  shall 
any  applicant  be  put  to  any  unnecessary  expense  in  or 
der  to  secuix?  registration. 

Section  4.  Each  applicant  for  examination  and  reg- 
istration and  for  the  certificate  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  pay  a  fee  of  one  dollar  to  the  said  boaM,  and  a 
fee  of  twenty-iive  cx?nts  shall  be  charged  for  registerinjr 
any  ])erson  who  shaJl  have  been  examined  and  regis 
tered  by  any  other  said  board,  and  the  amount  derivt*d 
from  this  source  shall  be  held  by  said  boards  and  ap 
plitHl  to  the  expenw^  and  salaries  herein  provided  and 
such  as  may  arise  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and 
the  said  boards  shall  report,  annually,  to  the  court  of 
coiiinion  pleas  of  their  respective  counties  and  the  Bu 
reau  of  Mines  and  Mining  all  moneys  received  and  dis 
hursed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  together  with 
tJM*  nember  of  miners  examined  and  registered  under 
this  act,  and  the  number  who  failed  to  pass  the  re^ 
<iuiretl  examination. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  tbe 
said  boards  to  meet  once  evei'y  month  and  not  oftener. 
and  said  meeting  shall  be  public,  and  if  necessary,  th»^ 
m(^4iiig  shall  be  continued  to  cover  whatever  portion 
may  be  required  of  a  period  of  three  days  in  succession. 
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and  examine*  under  oath  all  persons  who  shall  desin* 
to  be  eniploved  us  miners  in  their  re»pective  districts; 
and  said  board  shall  grant  such  persons  as  may  be 
qnalified,  certificates  of  competency  or  qualification 
which  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  be  employed 
as  and  to  do  the  work  of  miners  as  may  be  expressed  in 
the  said  certificate,  and  such  certificate  shall  be  good 
and  sufficient  evidence  of  registration  and  competency 
under  this  act;  and  the  holder  thereof  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  registered  without  an  examination  in  any  other 
of  the  anthracite  districts  upon  the  payment  of  the  fee 
herr'in  provided. 

AH  persons  applying  for  a  certificate  of  competency, 
or  to  entitle  them  to  be  employed  as  miners,  must  pro- 
duce satisfactory  evidence  of  having  had  not  less  than 
two  yeai-s  practical  experience  as  a  miner,  or  as  a  mine 
laborer  in  the  mines  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  in  no 
♦  ase  shall  an  applicant  be  deemed  competent  unless 
ho  appear  in  perso©  before  the  said  board  and  answer 
intelligently  and  correctly  at  least  twelve  questions  in 
the  English  language  pertaining  to  the  requirements 
of  a  practical  miner,  and  be  properly  identified,  under 
oath,  as  a  mine  laborer  by  at  least  one  practical  miner 
holding  miners'  certificates.  The  said  board  shall  keep 
an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  all  its  meet- 
ings, and  in  said  record  shall  show  a  correct  detailed 
account  of  the  examination  of  each  applicant,  with  the 
questions  asked  and  their  answers,  and  at  each  of  its 
met^tings  the  board  shall  keep  said  record  open  for  pub- 
lic in5ipection.  Any  miner's  certificate  granted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  hereinafter  men- 
tioned act  approved  the  ninth  day  of  May,  Anno  Dom- 
ini one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  shall 
not  be  transferable  to  any  person  or  persons  whatso- 
ever, and  any  transfer  of  the  same  shall  be  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  act.  Certificates  shall  be  issued  only 
at  meetings  of  said  board,  and  said  certificates  shail 
not  be  legal  unless  then  and  there  signed  in  person  by 
at  least  three  members  of  said  board. 

Section  6.  That  no  person  shall  hereafter  engage  as 
a  miner  in  any  anthracite  coal  mine  without  having 
obtained  such  certificate  as  aforesaid.  And  no  person 
shall  employ  any  person  as  a  miner  who  does  not  hold 
such  certificate  as  aforesaid,  and  no  mine  foreman  or 
Huperintendent  shall  permit  or  suffer  any  person  to  be 
employed  under  him,  or  in  the  mines  under  his  charge 
and  supervision  as  a  miner,  who  does  not  hold  such 
certificates.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate 
or  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  and  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
shall  undercro  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  less  than 
19  Laws 
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thirty  days  and  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or  either,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  .7.  The  persons  who  are  now  serving  as 
members  of  the  Miners  Examining?  Board  as  created 
by  the  act  approved  the  ninth  day  of  May,  An<no  Dom- 
ini one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  enti 
tied  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  examination  of  miners 
in  the  anthracite  region  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  to 
prevent  the  employment  of  incompetent  persons  as 
miners  in  anthracite  co«l  mines,"  shall  continue  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  to  serve  as  members  of  the 
"Miners  Examining  Bo«rd"  until  the  term®  for  which 
the}'  were  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  said 
act  approved  the  ninth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  shall  have  ex- 
pired, and  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  their 
office  they  shall  be  subject  to  the  pix>visions  and  re- 
quirements of  this  act. 

Section  8.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
in  any  way,  excepting  as  herein  provided,  affect  miners' 
certificates  which  have  been  lawfully  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  the  herein  mentioned  act  approved  the 
ninth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-nine. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Miners 
Examining  Boards  to  investigate  all  complaints  or 
charges  of  non-compliance  or  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  prosecute  all  persons  so  of- 
fending; and  upon  their  failure  so  to  do,  then  it 
shall  become  the  duty  of  the  district  attorney  of 
the  county  wherein  the  complaints  or  charges  are 
made  to  investigate  the  same  and  prosecute  all 
persons  so  offending,  and  it  shall  at  all  times  be 
the  duty  of  the  district  attorney  to  prosecute  such 
members  of  the  Miners  Examining  Board  as  have 
fciiled  to  perform  their  duty  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent 
any  citizen,  a  resident  of  this  Commonwealth,  from 
prosecuting  any  person  or  persons  violating  this  act, 
with  power  to  employ  private  counsel  to  assist  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  same;  upon  conviction  of  any  mem 
ber  of  the  I^finers  Examining  Board  for  any  violation 
of  this  act,  in  addition  to  the  penalties  herein  provided, 
his  office  shall  be  declared  vacant,  and  he  shall  he 
deemed  ineligible  to  act  as  a  member  of  the  said  board. 

Section  10.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  mem- 
bers of  the  said  "Miners  Examining  Board"  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths. 

Section  11.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  Auditor  General  to  prescribe  the  form  and  re- 
quirements of  vouchers,  monthly  and  quarterly  returns  and 
statements  of  county  officers  and  Institutions  receiving  State 
aid.  and  to  obtain  from  State  institutions  the  evidence  of 
State  ownership,  and  making  an  appropriation  to  meet  the 
expenses  thereof,  and  authorizing  the  appointment  of  expert 
accountants  In  certain  ca^es,  and  providing  for  the  payment 
nf  the  sam<^. 

Section  1.  Bp  it  enacted,  ffec,  That  in  the  settle- 
ment of  accounts  in  his  Department,  and  in  the  month- 
ly and  quarterly  statements  and  returns  of  institutions 
and  county  ofTicera  now  required  by  law  to  be  made  to 
his  Department,  the  Auditor  General  shall  have  the 
authority  and  power  to  devise  the  form  of  voucher, 
statement  or  return  to  be  used  aforesaid,  and  to  pre- 
scribe the  requirements  to  be  contained  in  the  same,  to 
the  end  that  the  public  accounts  can  be  adjusted  and 
aadited  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  That  the  Auditor  General  is  authorized 
to  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  as  necessity  may  re- 
quire, one  or  more  expert  accountants  to  examine  the 
accounts  of  county  officers,  and  of  institutions  receiv- 
ing: State  aid  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  compensation 
to  be  first  fixed  by  the  accounting?  officers  of  the  Com- 
monwealth before  any  appointment  shall  be  madi», 
which  compensation,  with  the  necessary  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  work,  shall  be  paid  by  filing  proper 
voucher  on  the  warrants  drawn  by  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral on  the  State  Treasurer,  and  payable  out  of  moneys 
in  the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated:  Pro- 
vided however.  That  the  payments  for  the  services  of 
the  said  expert  accountants  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  fiscal 
year. 

Section  3.  The  Auditor  General  is  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  the  managers  of  all  institutions 
owned  exclusively  by  the  State,  the  title  papers,  in- 
suranfie  policies,  plans  of  buildings  and  grounds,  deeds 
and  other  legal  evidences  of  ownership  thereof:  Pro- 
viding, That  the  expense  of  obtaining  and  of  classify- 
ing, recording  and  indexing  the  same  shall  not  exceed 
two  thousand  (f2,000)  dollars,  which  sum  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  that  purpose  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.  The  vouchers 
for  such  expenses  to  be  drawn  by  the  Auditor  General 
ui)on  the  State  Treasurer,  and  the  managers  of  all 
State  institutions  are  hereby  required  to  supply  such 
evidences  of  title  to  the  Auditor  General,  who  shall 
hecome  the  custodian  thereof.

To  provide  revenue  by  taxation. 

Soeiion  1.    Be  it  enacted,   rfcc,    TliJ^t  fiwii  and  after 
tlu»  passage  of  this  act  every  bank  or  savings  in^titu 
Hon  having  capital  stock,  incorporated  by  or  under 
any  law  of  this  Commonwealth  or  under  any  law  ol  the 
Ignited  States,  and  located  within  this  Commonwealth, 
shall,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  June  in  each 
and  every  year,  make  to  the  Auditor  General  a  report 
in  writing,  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the 
|)resident,  cashier  or  treasurer,  setting  forth  the  full 
number  of  shares  of  the  capital  stock  subsciibed  for  or 
issued  by  such  bank  or  savings  institutioi^  and  the 
actual  value  thei*eof,  which  shall  be  ascertained  as 
hereinbefore  provided;  w'hereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Auditor  General  to  assess  such  shares  for  taxa 
tion  at  the  same  rate  as  that  imposed  upon  other  mon- 
eyed capital  in  the  hands  of  individual  citizens  of  the 
State,  that  is  to  say,  at  the  rate  of  four  mills  upon  each 
dollar  of  the  actual  value  thereof;  the  actual  value  of 
each  share  of  stock  to  be  ascertained  and  fixed  by  ad- 
ding together  the  amount  of  capital  stock  paid  in,  the 
surplus    and    undivided    profits,    and    dividing    this 
amount  by  the  number  of  shares.    The  Auditor  Gen- 
eral shall  have  the  power,  and  it  rfiall  be  his  duty  in 
(*a8e  he  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  the  correctness  of  the 
report  as  made  by  the  officers  of  any  bank  or  savings 
institution,  to  summon  the  officers  of  said  bank  or  sav- 
ings institution  to  appear  before  him,  upon  notice  to 
do  so,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  him,  and  to  bring  with 
them  the  books  of  said  bank  or  savings  institution 
for  his  examination;  and  he  shall  have  the  right  to  have 
further  evidence  to  satisfy  himself  as  to  the  correctness 
of  the  report  made  to  him  on  the  question  of  the  value 
of  the  shares  of  stock  of  such  bank  or  savings  institu- 
tion according  to  the  rule  hereinbefore  stated.     After 
the  Auditor  General  shall  have  fixed  the  value  of  the 
shares  of  stock  in  any  bank  or  savings  institution  by 
the  method  hereinbefore  provided,  and  settled  an  ac- 
count according  to  law,  he  shall  thereupon  transmit  to 
the  president,  cashier  or  treasurer  of  such  bank  or 
savings  institution,  a  copy  of  such  settlement  showini; 
the  valuation  and  assessment  so  made  by  him,  and  the 
amount  of  tax  due  the  Commonwealth  on  all  such 
shares.    And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president, 
cashier  or  treasurer  of  any  such  bank  or  savings  in- 
stitution, immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  said  set- 
tlement, to  post  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
such  bank  or  savings  institution  so  as  to  give  notice 
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to  the  shareholders  of  such  valuation;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Auditor  General  to  hear  any  share- 
holder upon  Ihe  subject  of  the  valuation  of  such  shares 
of  stock  at  the  Auditor  General's  office  within  a  period 
(»f  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  said  settlement.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  bank  or  savings  institution, 
within  a  period  of  forty  days  after  the  date  of  such  set- 
tlement by  the  Auditor  General,  at  its  option,  to  pay 
the  amount  of  said  tax  to  the  State  Treasurer  from  its 
ijeneral  fund,  or  collect  the  same  from  its  shareholders 
and  pay  over  to  the  State  Treasurer:  Provided,  That 
if  any  such  bank  or  savings  institution  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  make  such  report,  or  to  pay  such  tax  at  the 
time  herein  specified,  or  shall  make  any  false  state- 
ment in  such  report,  or  shall  fail  or  refuse  by  its  offi- 
reps  to  appear  before  the  Auditor  General  upon  notice 
as  aforesaid,  or  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  produce  its  books 
for  examination  when  required  to  do  so  by  the  Audi- 
tor General,  he  shall,  after  having  ascertained  the  ac- 
tual value  of  each  shai'e  of  the  capital  stock  of  such 
Iwnk  or  sa\nngs  institution  from  the  best  information 
he  can  obtaiB,  add  thereto  fifty  per  centum  as  a  pen- 
alty, assess  the  tax  as  aforesaid,  and  proceed  accord- 
ing to  law  to  collect  the  same  from  such  bank  or  sav- 
Inj^s  institution:  Provided  further,  That  if  the  presi- 
d*»nt,  cashier  or  treasurer  of  any  such  bank  or  savings 
in»titiition  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  post  the  copy  of 
the  settlement  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  such  bank  or 
savings  institution  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  the 
samf\  so  as  to  give  notice  to  the  shareholders,  such 
president,  cashier  or  treasurer  shall  be  adjudged  to  be 
in  default,  and  as  a  penalty  for  such  default  such  bank 
or  savings  institution  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Com- 
monwealth for  the  amount  of  the  tax  assessed  against 
the  shareholders  of  such  bank  or  savings  institution: 
And  provided  further,  That  in  case  any  bank  or  savings 
institution  having  capital  stock,  incorporated  under 
the  law  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  shall  col- 
I»*ct,  annually,  from  the  shareholders  thereof  said  tax 
'►f  four  mills  on  the  dollar  upon  the  actual  value  of  all

in  each  year,  the  shares  and  so  much  of  the  capital 
and  profits  of  such  bank  or  savings  institution  as  shall 
not  be  invested  in  real  estate,  shall  be  exempt  from 
looal  taxation  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth; 
and  such  bank  or  savings* institution  shall  not  be  re 
quired  to  make  any  report  to  the  local  assessor  or 
county  commissioners  of  its  personal  property  owned 
^y  it  in  its  own  right  for  purposes  of  taxation,  and 
»ball  not  be  required  to  pay  any  tax  theiv<m.     Ex(5ep( 
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however  that  any  bank  or  savings  institution  ineorpo 
rated  as  aforesaid,  in  lien  of  the  method  hereinbefore 
sot  out  for  ascertaining:  the  actual  value  of  the  shares 
of  capital  stock  thereof,  may  elect  to  collect  annually 
from  the  stockholders  thereof  a  tax  of  ten  mills  on  thf* 
dolhir  u|>on  the  i>ar  value  of  all  shares  of  said  bank 
that  have  been  subsciibed  for  or  issued,  and  pay  th«' 
same  into  the  State  Treasury  on  or  before  the  firart  dav 
of  March  in  each  year;  and  the  shai-es  of  su6h  bank  or 
savin<j:s  institution,  and  so  much  of  the  capital  and 
profits  of  such  bank  or  savings  institution,  as  shall  nol 
be  invested  in  rejil  estate  shall  be  exempted  from  locul 
taxation  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

S(»ction  2.  Companies  organized  and  incorporated 
for  the  purpose  of  distilling  liquors  and  selling  the 
same  at  wholesnle,  shall  constitute  a  separate  clas.< 
for  the  purpose  of  taxation;  and  every  such  corponi 
tion,  joint  stock  association,  limited  partnership  or 
company,  shall  be  subject  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  Commonwealth,  annually  a  tax  at  the  rate  of  ten 
mills  upon  each  dollar  of  the  actual  value  of  its  whol*^ 
capUal  stock  of  all  kinds,  including  common,  special 
and  preferred.  The  Auditor  General  shall  ret]uir<* 
paid  corporations  to  report  to  him,  annually,  all  such 
facts  as  may  be  by  him  d(H*med  necessary  to  amve  at 
the  actual  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpora 
tion.  He  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  send  out 
blanks,  in  proper  form,  to  secure  such  infomiation  as 
all  other  corporations  ai'e  requii*ed  by  law  to  give  tht^ 
accounting  ofhcers  in  their  annual  reports,  so  that  the 
actual  value  of  the  capital  stock  may  be  ascertained. 

Section  .3.  Every  corporation,  limited  paiinership. 
joint  stock  association,  partnership,  firm  or  associa 
ti(m,  or  individuals  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  en 
gaged  in  the  business  commonly  known  as  express 
business,  shall  pay  to  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  use  of 
the  State  nn  annual  excise  tax  for  the  privilege  of  ex 
ercising  its  franchises  in  this  State.  The  amount  of 
said  tax  shall  be  ascertained  as  follows:  Each  corpora 
tion,  limited  partnership,  joint  stock  association,  part 
nc^rship,  firm  or  association,  or  individuals  ineorpo 
rated  or  unincorporated,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall,  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
of  each  year,  or  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  return  to 
the  Auditor  General,  under  oath,  the  amount  of  its  ex 
press  receipts,  that  is  to  sny  the  amount  of  the  total 
receipts  derived  by  it  from  carrying  on  the  ex[ir<*ss 
business  for  the  year  ending  on  that  day,  togptlu*r  witli 
a  statement,  under  oath,  of  the  total  length  of  the  lin»s 
of  rail  and  water  routes  ov(»r  whii'h  it  was  doing  bu<i 
ness  during  said  year.  Thi*  gmss  express  rempts,  a> 
so  returned  to  tlie  Auditor  (ieneral,  shall  be  divided  by 
the  number  of  miles  of  lines  of  rail  and  water  routes 
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to  ascertain  the  average  gross  receipts  per  mile.  When 
such  average  receipts  per  mile  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars,  the  tax  shall  be  equal  to  one  per 
centum  of  the  gross  express  receipts;  when  the  average 
receipts  per  mile  exceed  onei  hundred  dollars  per  mile 
and  do  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  the 
tax  shall  be  equal  to  two  per  centum  of  the  gross  re- 
ceipts, and  .<?o  on  increasing  the  rate  of  the  tax  one  per 
centum  for  each  additional  fifty  dollars  of  average  re- 
ceipts per  mile,  or  fraction  thereof,  provided  the  rate 
thereof  shall  not  exceed  five  per  centum;  when  the 
route  or  routes  over  which  said  express  business  is  con- 
ducted lie  partly  within  and  partly  without  this  State, 
the  tax  shall  be  equal  to  the  same  proportion  of  the 
jrross  express  receipts  as  herein  provided,  said  amount 
to  be  determined  as  follows:  The  gross  express  re- 
ceipts over  the  entire  line  or  system  within  and  with- 
out the  State  shall  be  divided  by  the  total  number  of 
miles  operated  to  obtain  the  average  gross  receipts  per 
mile,  and  the  gross  express  receipts  in  this  State  shall 
be  taken  to  be  the  average  gross  express  receipts  per 
mile,  multiplied  by  the  number  of  miles  operated  with- 
in this  State.  Said  tax  shall  be  due  and  payable  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year.  In  case 
of  failure  to  make  such  payment,  or  report  as  herein 
required,  the  Auditor  General  shall  add  a  penalty  of 
twenty-five  per  centum  to  the  amount  of  the  tax  found 
due.

That  the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  net,  entitled  "An  act  to  protect  timber  lands 
fix)m  fire/'  approved  the  second  day  of  June,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  8eventi.v, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  several  counties  of  this  Commonwealth 
to  appoint  persons  under  oath,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
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to  ferret  out  and  bring  to  punishment  all  persons  who 
either  wilfully  or  otherwise  cause  the  burning  of  tim- 
ber lands,  and  to  take  measures  to  have  such  firee  ex- 
tinguished where  it  can  be  done;  the  expenses  thereof 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury,  the  unseated 
land  tax  to  be  the  first  applied  to  sudi  expenses,"  shall 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  several  counties  of  this  Commonwealth 
to  appoint  persons,  under  oath,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  ferret  out  and  bring  to  punishment  all  persons  or 
corporations  who  either  wilfully  or  otherwise  cause 
the  burning  of  timber  lands  within  their  respective 
counties,  and  to  take  measures  to  have  such  fires  extin 
guished  where  it  can  be  done;  and  on  failure  of  tht* 
commissioners  of  any  country,  after  demand  made  upou 
them  by  the  Commissioner  of  Forestry  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, to  comply  with  this  provision,  they  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  oflSce,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceedin^j 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  suffer  an  imprisonment  not  ex- 
ceeding two  years,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court.  Tlie  expense  incurred  in  the  employment  of  the 
persons  contemplated  by  this  act,  on  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January.  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight,  shall  be  paid,  one-half  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  respective  county,  and  the  remaining

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  dkc.  That  when  an  alleged 
lunatic  or  habitual  drunkard  is  an  Inmate  of  any  sol- 
diers' and  sailors'  home,  almshouse,  home  for  tlie 
friendlesfl,  or  other  charitable  institution  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commander, 
saperintendent,  president  or  other  officer  in  charge  of 
any  such  institution,  to  make  application  in  writing 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which 
said  soldiers'  and  sailors'  home,  almshouse,  home  for 
the  friendless,  or  other  charitable  institution  is  located, 
with  notice  to  his  next  of  kin,  or  to  such  other  person 
and  in  such  manner  as  the  court  may  direct,  for  a  com- 
mission to  inquire  into  the  lunacy  or  habitual  drunken- 
ness of  any  such  inmate  in  the  manner  now  provided  by 
law  when  an  application  is  made  by  a  relative  by  blood 
or  marriage  of  such  supposed  lunatic  or  habitual  drunk-

That  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
eondacting  investigations  concerning  the  causes,  na- 
ture, treatment  and  prevention  of  the  diseases  of  the 
domestic  animals  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, with  the  object  of  discovering  new  facts  which 
may  be  applied  advantageously  and  profitably  by  the 
owners  of  live  stock  and  those  engaged  in  the  care,  use 
and  rearing  of  animals.

of  Chlckamauga,  Wauhatchie,  Brown's  Ferry,  Orchard  Knob. 
Lookout  Mountain,  Missionary  Ridge  and  Ringgold,  at  and 
near  Chattanooga,  in  the  States  of  Tennessee  ajid  Georgia, 
in  September  and  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-three,  and  making  appropriation  therefor. 

Whereas,  The  Geneial  Assembly  of  the  C5ommoD- 
wealth  of  Pennsylvania  by  act  approved  July  third,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  authorized 
"The  Executive  Oomraittee  of  the  Chickamauga-Chat- 
tanooga  Battlefields  Commissions  to  decide  upon  the 
design,  materials  and  inscriptions  for  monuments  to 
mark  the  positions  of  each  Pennsylvania  command  on 
the  battle-fields  of  Chickamauga,  Wauhatchie, 
l^rown's  Ferry,  Orchard  Knob,  l/ookout  Mountainj 
Missionary  Ridge  and  Ringgold,  and  to  contract  for  the 
construction  and  erection  of  the  said  monuments,  and 
making  an  appropriation  for  payment  therefor; 

And  ^Mioreas,  Under  the  provisions  of  said  act  ap- 
propriate monuments  and  tablets  have  been  construct- 
ed and  erected  under  the  superintendence  of  the  said 
committee  for  the  Twenty-seventh,  Twenty-ninth,  For- 
ty-sixth, Seventy-fifth,  Seventy-seventh,  Seventy-eighth, 
Seventy-ninth  and  the  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  regi- 
ments of  Pennsylvania  Infantry,  and  for  the  Seventh, 
Ninth  and  Fifteenth  regiments  of  Pennsylvania  Cav- 
alry, and  (Muchler's)  Independent  Battery,  B,  Pennsyl- 
vania Light  Artillery,  and  Knapp's  Independent  Bat- 
tery, E,  Pennsylvania  Light  Artillery,  which  monu- 
ments and  tablets  have  been  accepted  and  paid  for  by 
the  State; 

And  Whereas,  The  monuments  and  tablets  for  the 
Twenty-eighth  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty-seventh 
regiments  of  Pennsylvania  Infantry  have  been  con- 
structed and  ai'e  now  being  put  in  position  on  their  re- 
spective battle  line;

To  regrulate  the  hours  of  labor  of  mechanics,  workinginfen  and 
laborers  in  the  employ  of  the  State,  or  municipal  corpora- 
tions therein,  or  otherwise  engaged  on  public  works. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,,  That  on  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  eight  hours  out  of  the  tw«ity-foar 
of  each  day  shall  make  and  constitute  a  legal  day's 
work  for  mechanics,  workmen  and  laborers  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  State,  or  any  municipal  corporation  there- 
in, or  otherwise  engaged  on  public  works. 

Section  2.  Tliis  act  shall  apply  to  all  mechanics, 
workingmen  and  laborers  now  or  hereafter  employed 
by  the  State,  or  any  municipal  corporation  therein, 
through  its  agents  or  ofticers,  or  in  the  employ  of  per- 
sons contracting  with  the  State  or  said  oorporation  for 
the  perfoi*mance  of  public  w^ork,  and  in  all  such  employ- 
ment none  but  citizens  of  the  IJnited  States,  or  aliens 
who  sliall  have  legally  declared  their  intention  to  be- 
come such,  who  have  been  residents  of  the  State  in 
which  such  work  is  to  be  done  for  the  six  months  next 
precf^ding  the  date  of  such  employment,  Sihall  be  em- 
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ploywi  by  the  State  or  any  municipal  oorporation 
therein,  or  by  any  person  or  pei-sons  conti-aeting  with 
the  same;  and  every  contract  hereafter  made  for  the 
performance  of  public  work  must  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  section:  Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  affect  contracts  in  existence  at  the  time 
of  tlie  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Any  officer  or  officers  or  agents  of  the 
^^tate.  or  of  any  municipal  corporation  therein,  who 
shall  wilfully  violate  or  otherwise  evade  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  malfeasance  in 
office,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  may  be  removed 
by  the  Governor  or  head  of  the  department  to  which 
said  officer  is  attached. 

Section  4.  Any  person  or  persons  contracting  with 
the  State  or  any  municipal  corporation  therein,  and  any 
officer  or  agent  of  the  State  or  any  municipal  corpora- 
tion therein,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with,  or  attempt 
to  evade  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars.

$25,000,  and  I  hereby  approve  of  the  first  and  second 
specific  appropriations,  to  wit:  For  maintenance,  the 
sum  of  1100,000;  for  general  expenses,  the  sum  of 
?oO,000. 

By  act  of  General  Assembly,  approved  the  Oth  day 
of  February,  1866,  the  Lehigh  University,  situate  at 
South  Bethlehem,  in  Northampton  county,  was  incor- 
porated. In  1865,  the  late  Judge  Asa  Packer,  a  citi- 
zen of  Pennsylvania,  announced  his  intention  of  found- 
ing an  institution  of  learning  where  young  men  could 
obtain  a  complete  education  in  technical,  literary  and 
scientific  branches,  and  the  following  year  the  act  of 
incorporation  enabled  him  to  complete  the  organis^a- 
tion  of  the  new  University.  The  University  grounds 
rover  nearly  fifty  acres  in  area,  and,  with  the  build- 
ings, represent  an  outlay  of  one  million  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  of  which  sum  Judge 
Packer  gave,  during  his  lifetime,  six  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  In  addition,  he  gave  at  different  periods  up 
to  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  1879,  over 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  cur- 
r«mt  running  expenses.  By  his  will  he  left  an  endow- 
ment in  Lehigh  Valley  RailrcKid  stock  of  one  mnllion 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  University,  and 
a  special  endowment  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars 
for  its  library,  having  previously  erected  a  library 
building  at  a  cost  of  over  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

While  all  the  departments  of  a  regular  eolk?ge 
(^ui*se  are  represente<l  in  the  University,  it  has  been 
pre-emineaitly  a  polytechnic  school  of  the  highest 
grade.  Its  technical  departments  comprise  civil  engi- 
neering, mechanical  engim»ering,  mining  engineerinir, 
electrical  engineering,  metallurgy,  chemistry  and  archi- 
tectnre.  The  original  purpose  of  the  institution  waK 
to  provide  technical  instruction  of  the  highest  order, 
free  of  co«t  to  young  men  of  the  State,  but  from 
the  beginning  so  high  a  standard  was  maintained  that 
yoimg  men  of  other  States  came  knocking  at  its  doors 
for  admission,  and  while  Judge  Packer,  who  had 
amai^sed  a  fortune  in  developing  the  mining  and  ma- 
terial interests  in  the  liehigh  Valley,  had  determined 
that  he  would  return  to  the  State  which  had  afforde<l 
him  the  opportunity  to  amas«  his  wealth,  a  large  por 
fion  of  his  fortune  for  the  education  of  her  young  men, 
he  felt  that  the  scope  of  the  work  should  not  be  con- 
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fined  to  the  youth  of  his  own  State,  aiM  it  wa»  accord- 
ingly thTOwn  open  to  all  deserving  young  men.  Of  all 
the  students  who  have  attended  the  University,  I  am 
informed  fifty-three  per  centum  have  been  Pennsyl 
vanians.  More  than  two  thousand  students  have  at- 
tended the  Umversity  and  all  of  them  excepting  sixty 
have  had  tuitiom  fi'ee.  The  latter  number  in  the  last 
two  years  were  required  to  pay  a  moderate  charjje 
each  to  assist  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  insTi- 
tntion.  It  has  been  the  desire  of  the  management  to 
carry  out  the  wish  of  the  founder  that  no  student  of 
good  character  and  scholarship  should  be  unable  to 
obtain  a  collegiate  education  in  ctonsequence  of  his  in 
ability  to  pay  tuition.  For  twenty-six  years  thp 
Packer  endowment  was  amply  sufficient  to  meet  thi* 
current  expenf^es  of  the  institution.  During  the  last 
four  years  by  reason  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
stock,  which  constitutes  the  endowment,  failing  to 
pay  dividends,  the  income  of  the  University  ha»  been 
entirely  cut  off.  The  trustees  and  friends  of  the  Uni- 
versity, however,  with  confidence  that  the  embarrass- 
ment is  only  temporary,  raised  from  their  own  private 
funds,  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  continue  the  work. 
It  hais  been  made  clear  to  me  that  the  financial  em- 
barrassment of  the  University  is  merely  temiporary, 
and  its  managers  have  come  before  the  Greneral  As- 
sembly asking  an  appropriation  of  f200,000  to  bridge 
over  their  temporary  difficulties.  The  liehigh  Univer 
sity  hsus  been  and  is  a  part  of  the  free  educational  es- 
tablishment of  the  State.  Its  work  has  been  of  thf 
best  quality.  Its  graduates  are  found  in  every  de- 
partment of  scientific  energy  in  this,  and  in  other 
States,  and  in  fact  in  many  other  countries.  It  ha«5 
enabled  mon*  than  a  thousand  poor  young  Pennsyl- 
vanians  to  qualify  themselves,  free  of  co«t,  for  thos<' 
professions  which  tend  to  develop  the  great  industries 
and  energies  of  the  Commonwealth  and  has  done  the 
same  thing  for  an  equal  number  of  poor  young  men  of 
other  States. 

After  almost  a  generation  of  successful  philan 
thropic  work  this  call  foi^  temporary  aid  appeals  alike 
to  the  sympathy  and  patriotism  of  our  people,  and  for 
these  reasons  I  have  been  constrained  to  withhold 
Executive  approA'^al  from  only  one  fourth  of  the  sum 
appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly.

prisoners  in  the  two  penal  institutions  of  the  State, 
known  as  the  Eastern  and  Western  Penitentiaries." 

Inasmuch  as  there  appeared  to  be  appropriated  by 
the  bill  certain  sums  for  committee  expenses,  sleeping 
car  berths,  hotel  bills,  Ac,  in  addition  to  the  appropri- 
ation to  the  members  as  above  stated,  I  felt  it  incuni- 
ben/t  upon  me  to  learn,  if  possible,  for  what  reason  or 
upon  what  ground  the  above  appropriations  were  made 
to  members  of  the  committee,  and  accordingly  I  ad- 
dressed a  commimioation  to  each  of  the  members,  and 
learned  from  the  replies  of  three  of  them  that  their 
items  included  mileage  at  the  rate  of  twenty  cents  a 
mile  for  the  distance  travelled  in  making  the  investi- 
gation, and  that  nearly  the  entire  amount  appropriated 
to  each  consisted  of  mileage  at  that  rate. 

As  to  the  two  members  of  the  committee  who  make 
no  reply  I  feel  justified  in  inferring,  from  the  similar- 
it;v  of  the  amounts  appropriated  to  them,  and  the  fact 
that  they  failed  to  make  reply  to  my  request,  that  their 
items  are  of  the  same  character  and  made  up  in  the 
same  manner.     At  all  events,  no  evidence  is  furnished 
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me  bj'  which  I  can  find  that  the  appropriations  would 
l)e  proper. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  many  years  to  allow 
mileage  to  members  of  oammittees  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and,  in  withholding  my  approral  from  these 
items  and  similar  items  appearing  in  other  bills,  I 
deem  it  proper  to  state  that  no  peflection  upon  the 
character  of  the  members  can  be  fairly  implied  be- 
cause of  these  appropriations.  A  careful  investiga- 
tion of  the  whole  subject,  however,  leads  me  to  the 
conclusion  that,  not  only  is  there  no  act  of  Assembly 
authorizing  such  payments,  but  that  it  is  clearly  for- 
bidden by  the  fundamental  law. 

Article  II,  section  8,  of  the  Constitution  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

^*The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  sihall  receive 
such  salary  and  mileage  for  regular  and  special  ses- 
sions as  shall  be  fixed  by  law,  and  no  other  compensa- 
tion whatever,  whether  for  service  upon  committee  or 
orherwise.  No  member  of  either  House,  shall,  during 
the  term  for  which  he  may  have  been  elected,  receive 
any  increase  of  salary  or  mileage,  under  any  law 
parsed  during  such  term." 

Immediately  after  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution 
of  1874  an  act  of  Assembly  was  passed  providing  for 
compensation  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly, 
and  as  amended  by  the  act  of  7th  »Tuly,  1885,  reads  as 
follows: 

"The  compensation  of  members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly shall  be  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  the  regu- 
lar biennial  session  and  mileage  to  and  from  their 
homes  at  the  rate  of  twenty  cents  per  mile,  to  be  com- 
puted by  the  ordinary  mail  route  between  their  homes 
and  the  capital  of  the  Sitate,  and  five  hundred  dollars 
and  mileage,  as  aforesaid,  for  each  special  or  extraor- 
dinary session." 

The  only  mileage  to  which  a  member  of  the  General 
Assembly  appears  to  be  entitled  is  that  provided  in  th(» 
act  of  Assembly  above  quoted.  He  is  distinctly  for- 
bidden to  receive  any  "other  compensation  whatev(M\ 
wliether  for  service  upon  committer  or  otherwist\" 
Should  these  items  receive  Executive  approval,  coni- 
|M*n»aHon  would  be  given  for  senice  upon  comiuiittee 
under  the  guise  of  "mileage,"  in  addition  to  the  salary 
and  mileage  provided  by  law. 

Two  members  of  the  committee  render  bills  smaller 
in  amount,  shown  to  me  to  Ix*  actual  cash  disburse- 
menls  for  necessary  exjK^nses  in  the  cimduct  of  the  in- 
v(*stigation  with  which  tliey  were  charged  by  the  Gen- 
i'vn]  Assembly,  and  1  have  therefore  approved  them 
with  ofther  unobjectionable  items.  In  the  consideni- 
tWm  (»f  this  bill  and  others  of  similar  character  I  have, 
in  all  cas<*s,  withheld  my  a])pn)val  fitun  all  items  ex- 
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cept  such  as  I  had  reason  to  believe  repreflenjted  neces- 
sary and  actual  disburaeinents  for  expenses  incurred. 
In  each  of  the  foregoing  items,  disapproved,  and  id 
eluded  in  the  sum  appropriaited,  is  the  work  of  "pre 
paring  reports/'  The  amount  considered  bv  a  mem- 
ber of  a  oommittee  as  a  proper  charge  for  preparing 
reports  is  not  given,  but  it  appears  to  form  part  of 
each  sum  appropriated.  Under  the  law,  as  already 
shown,  a  member  of  a  committee  is  not  entitled  to  anj 
sum  whatever  for  the  work  of  preparing  the  report  of 
his  committee,  and  to  allow  compensation  therefor 
would  be  in  plain  violation  of  the  provision  of  the 
Constitution  above  quoted.

Making  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  joint  committee,  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  General 
Assembly  the  result  of  their  investigation,  the  conditions 
existing  in  the  anthracite  coal  regions. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.l  That  the  sum  of 
six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four  dollars 
and  twenty-three  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  specifically  ap- 
propriated for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the 
joint  committee,  appointed  to  investigate  and  report 
to  the  General  Assembly  the  result  of  their  investiga- 
tion, the  conditions  existing  in  the  anthracite  coal  re- 
gions of  Pennsylvania,  namely: 

To  W.  B.  Mereditli,  for  car  fare,  sleeping  berths, 
telegraph  and  telephone  services,  personal  expenses 
of  preparing  repoi"t,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  forty- 
two  dollai-s  and  thirty  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary. 

W.  Haines,  for  car  fare,  sleeping  berths,  tele- 
graph and  telephone  services,  and  personal  expenses, 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and 
thirty  cents. 

To  Jacob  Rober-ts,  Jr.,  for  car  fare,  sleepdng  berths, 
telegraph  and  telephone  services,  and  personal  ex 
penses,  the  sum  of  two  hundr*ed  and  Ihirty-two  dollars 
and  thirty  cents. 

To  H.  T.  Dunlap,  for  car  fare,  sleeping  berthB,  tele 
graph  and  telephone  services  and  personal  expenses, 
the  sura  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollare  ami 
thirty  cents. 

To  J.  V.  (>ajiipbt>ll,  for  car  fare,  sleeping  berths,  tele- 
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graph  and  telephone  services,  and  personal  expenses, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and 
thirty  cents. 

For  expenses  necessarily. incurred  by  the  ooanmittee 
in  hotel  bills,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars  and  tiliree  cents,  or  so  much  thereof 
ds  may  be  ne(*essary. 

For  services  of  and  exi>en«es  necessarily  incuri'ed  by 
rlie  sergeftuit-ait-arnis  in  serving  subpoenas,  mileage  iu 
starving  subpoenas,  attendance  upon  committee,  and 
for  the  assistant  sergeant-at-arms  and  door  keepers, 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-five 
dollai-s  and  twenty  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary. 

For  fees  and  mileage  paid  witnesses,  the  sum  of 
seven  hundred  and  seventy  seven  dollars  and  fifty 
lents,  or  HO  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary:  Pro- 
vided, That  no  money  herein  appropriated  for  the  pay- 
ment of  witness  fees  ^hall  be  paid,  except  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  on  tlie  State  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  only  issue  the  same  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  vouchers  given  by  the  witnesses  to  the  ser- 
jjeant-at-anns  of  the  committee  at  the  time  they  ap- 
peared l>efore  the  committee  and  were  paid. 

For  the  services  of  the  stenographer,  including  exti-a 
ropies,  mileage,  stationery,  telegrams,  et  cetera,  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much 
thei-eof  as  may  be  necessary. 

»Said  appropriation  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  General  in  favor  of  the  chairman  of  the  joint 
committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
Hves,  upon  i*eceipted  vouchei^s,  properly  certified  to  by 
the  chaiiTuan  of  said  committee,  and  approved  by  the 
Auditor  General  and  the  State  Treasurer;  any  unex- 
pended balan<jes  of  the  sums  herein  appropriated  shall 
revert  to  the  State  Treasury  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
rear  ending  May  thiriy-first,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
di'ed  and  ninety-eight.

The  foregoing  five  items  could  only  receive  my  ap- 
proval if  the  members  were  entitled  to  mileage  and 
compensation  for  prepaiing  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee. Such  claims,  not  being  warranted  by  law,  I  dis- 
approve the  same  for  the  reasons  set  fortli  in  my  ob 
jections  to  Senate  bill  No.  631,  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Ccrnimonwealth. 

In  this  bill  appears  an  item  appropriating  to  the  ser- 
geant-at-arms  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  eightj- 
five  dollars  and  twenty  cents  (fl,285.20),  which  I 
have  approved,  although  the  bill,  as  rendered  by  tjhe 
sergeant-at-arms,  contains  an  item  of  three  thousand 
five  hundred  and  forty-six  (3,546)  miles  travelled  in  at- 
tendance upon  committee  at  twenty  cents  a  mile.  My 
reason  for  approving  this  bill,  notwithstanding  it  con- 
tains said  item,  is  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Gen«til 
Assembly  in  making  the  appropriation  reduced  the 
bill  from  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-five 
dollars  and  tw^enty  cents  (^1 ,985.20),  as  rendered,  to 
the  aforesaid  sum  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
eighty-five  dollars  and  twenty  cents  (|1,285.20),  the  re- 
duction representing  practically  the  amount  of  the 
objectionable  part  of  the  item. 

The  bill  also  contains  an  item  for  stenographer's 
c?harges  amounting  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars  (|1,500\ 
which  I  approve  with  some  hesitation,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  the  stenographer's  bill,  as  originally 
i^endeivd  to  the  committee,  amounted  to  three  thou 
sand  and  forty-four  dollars  and  five  c^njts  (f3,O44.05), 
and  was  i^educed  by  the  (reneral  Assembly  to  the  above 
sum  of  fift(»en  hundred  dollars  (fl,50()).  The  fees 
charged  by  stenographers  in  this  and  in  other  bills, 
which  I  have  had  under  consideration,  have  seemed  to 
me,  in  almost  every  instance,  to  be  excessive  in  amount 
and  they  have  received  the  most  careful  scrutiny.  In 
asmuch  as  there  appears  to  be  no  legislation  fixing 
the  fees  of  stenographers  for  services  to  legislative 
committees,  the  fees  and  mileage  of  witnesses,  and  the 
fo(^  and  mileage  of  the  sergeant-at-arms  in  perform- 
ing service  for  committees,  1  earnestly  recommend 
that  an  ant  of  Assembly  l>e  pasrsed  governing  all  these 
subje<:ts.    Oommon  justice  to  all  c<mcemed  demands 
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it,  and  such  lo^slation  is  nelH*»^♦a^y  for  the  guidance  of 
the  Executive  Uhen  cjillc?d  upon  to  approve  bills  of  this 
character.

8.  "To  Cyrus  J.  Rhode,  for  sleeping  berths,  dining 
car  service,  telegra[>h  and  telephone  servict*«  and  per- 
sonal expenses,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
(|200,00),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necc^ssary." 

Also  the  item  "for  services  or  expensi^  ncM^t^ssaiily 
incurred  by  the  sergeant  at-arm«  in  starving  subpoenas, 
mileage  in  sernng  subpoenas,  attendance  upon  com- 
mittee, including  payment  of  fees  and  mileage  to  wit- 
nesses appearing  before  the  committee,  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  eighty 
cents  (f  1,502.80),  or  so  much  fliereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary/^ 

The  first  of  the  foregoing  items,  being  an  approp^na- 
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lion  to  the  ehainnan  of  the  committee,  I  have  no 
doubt  repi-esents  in  part  actual  expenses  paid,  fw 
which  he  should  be  reimbursed,  but  it  includes  also 
eighty  dollars  ($80.00)  according  to  his  own  statement, 
that  he  believes  to  be  necessary  for  ti'aveling  expenses 
in  the  future  in  calling  upon  the  various  members  of 
the  committee,  in  case  the  bill  is  approved,  to  make 
payment  of  the  sums  appropriated  to  them.  This  ren 
ders  the  item  objectionable,  and,  as  I  am  powerless  tu 
approve  part,  I  am  obliged  to  disapprove  the  whole. 

From  letters  from  and  interviews  with  several  of 
the  members  of  the  committee,  I  learn  that  nearly  the 
whole  of  each  of  the  remaining  items  appropriated  to 
members  of  the  committee  consists  of  mileage,  to 
which,  I  have  no  doubt,  the  members  believed  them 
selves  to  be  entitled,  but  this  being  without  authority 
of  law,  as  I  have  shown  in  my  objections  to  Senate  bill 
No.  631,  these  items  are  disapproved. 

The  item  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  two  dol- 
lars and  eighty  cents  (f  1,502.80),  appropriated  to  the 
sergeant-at-arms,  and  above  referred  to,  as  originally 
presented  to  the  General  Assembly,  was  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  eighty  cents 
(11,802.80),  which  was  reduced  before  final  passage  to 
one  thousand  five  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  eighty 
cents  (11,502.80);  but  1  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  still 
excessive  and  ought  not  to  be  allowed. 

Tn  the  statement  furnished  by  the  sergeant-at-arms, 
appears  an  item  of  eight  hundred  and  two  dollars 
(1802.00)  for  "four  thousand  and  ten  (4,010)  mile^ 
traveled  in  attendance  upon  the  committee,  at  twenty 
cents  per  mile."  Sueh  a  ehai'ge  is  not  justified  by 
any  act  of  Assembly  applicable  to  this  case,  or,  by 
analogy,  to  an^*  other  statute,  so  far  as  I  am  aware, 
allowing  mileage  for  similar  service.  It  isi  not  allepefl 
that  it  is  to  cover  any  disbursement  made  on  behalf  of 
the  committee  or  for  any  expenses  entailed  by  the  in- 
vestigation. Neither  is  it  a  payment  made  to  any 
deputy  or  assistant  sergeant-at-arms.  Ttiis  charge,  in 
my  judgment,  makes  it  necessary  to  disapprove  the  en- 
tire item  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  two  dollars 
and  eighty  cents  (?1 ,502.80)  and  it  is  therefore  disap- 
proved.

Be  it  enacted,  cfec,  That  the  sum  of 
six  thonsajnd  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars 
and  forty-six  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  ae  may  be  nec-

Ha\"ing  no  information  as  to  the  character  of  the 
two  items  of  api>ropriation  above  mentioned,  and  ob- 
serving thai:  the  same  bill  appropriatefi  considerable 
sums  for  hotel  bills,  expenses  of  the  sepgeant-at-arms, 
stenographer,  &c.,  I  called  upon  the  members  of  the 
committee  for  infonnation  regarding  the  several  items 
of  the  bill.  Prom  one  of  the  above  named  members 
I  received  a  communication  in  writing,  in  whicli  there 
appear: 

(a)  "Car  fare,  6,567  miles,  at  three  cents  per  mile;" 

fb)  "Personal  expenses,  including  f4.15  for  telephone 
messages,  and  f  1.50  for  telegrams;  also  including  sleep- 
ing berths,  f258.21,  and 

(c)  "Preparation  of  reports,  including  Monongahela 
river  reports,  clerk  hire,  type-writing,  &c.,  incidental  to 
the  same." 

The  other  member  of  the  committee,  the  appropria- 
tion to  whom  is  disapproved,  made  no  report  whatever, 
and  I  am  therefore  not  advised  as  to  its  character. 

In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  the  cost  of  hotel 
bills,  sergeant-at-arm«  expenses  and  stenographer's 
fees  are  provided  for  by  separate  itenus  in  the  bill,  it 
is  not  unreasonable  to  assume  that  it  also  includes 
mileage.  But  whether  it  does  or  not,  I  am  supplied 
with  no  information  concerning  its  character,  and  I 
therefore  cannot  approve  it.  The  reasons  for  with- 
holding my  approval  from  these  two  items  are  more 
fully  set  fortli  in  giving  my  objections  to  Senate  bill 
No.  031,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

This  bill  also  includes  an  item  to  the  sergeant-at- 
arms,  which  I  have  approved,  in  which  appears,  from 
his  account  rendeivd  to  the  committee,  an  item  for 
mileage  at  twenty  cents  per  mile,  and  which  would 
have  been  disapproved  except  for  the  fact  that  the 
General  Assembly  so  reduced  the  bill  as  to  give  the 
sergeant-at-arms  less  than  ten  cents  a  mile,  and  T 
therefore  felt  cx>ns(  rained  to  approve  it,  believing  that 
that  amount  may  have  been  necessary  to  cover  actual 
expenses. 

The  item  appropriated  for  stenographer's  services 
is  at  the  rate  allowed  for  similar  services  in  court  pro- 
ceedings and  it  therefore  has  my  approval.

This  bill  makes  four  specific  appropriations,  to  wit: 

First.  "For  the  purpose  of  maintenance  of  patients 
treated  in  the  Hospital  Departments  of  the  University, 
including  the  maternity  hospital,  the  sum  of  $50,000, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary." 

Second.  "For  the  general  maintenance  of  the  Uni- 
versity, the  sum  of  $100,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary." 

Third.  "For  the  general  expenses  of  the  University, 
the  sum  of  $50,000.  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  nec- 
essary." 

Fourth.  "For  general  educational  purposes  of  the 
University,  the  sum  of  $50,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary." 

The  bill  is  approved  as  to  the  first  three  items, 
amounting  to  $200,000,  and  my  approval  is  withheld 
from  the  last  item,  amounting  to  $50,000." 

The  Univenwty  of  Pennsylvania  was  founded  before 
the  Revolutionary  war  and  from  the  beginning  has 
been  among  the  most  valuable  institutions  of  higher 
learning  in  the  country.  It  was  founded  by  Benjamin 
Franklin  and  its  charter  was  received  from  Thomas 
and  Richard  Penn  in  1758,  who  granted  "to  the  trus- 
tees of  the  college,  Academy  and  Charitable  Schools  of 
Philadelphia,  the  right  to  hold  property  for  educa- 
tional purposes."  From  that  day  to  the  present  its 
career  has  been  one  of  steady  growth  and  development 
until  it  now  ranks  among  the  foremost  Universities  of 
this  country.  The  purpose  of  its  founders  was  to  es- 
tablish a  University  in  Pennsylvania,  where  the  high- 
29» 
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est  education  in  every  department  of  learning  might 
be  obtained  free  by  the  young  men  of  the  State.  The 
Governors  of  the  Province  and  of  the  Commonwealth 
have  been  from  the  beginning,  ex-offido,  during  their 
several  teiim«,  the  President  of  its  boards  of  trustees. 
A  wise  and  liberal  system  of  free  scholarships  has  en- 
abled deserving  young  men  to  acquire  an  education 
without  cost  to  themselves.  From  its  beginning  it 
has  provided  for  free  tuition,  and  such  scholarships, 
with  the  exception  of  two  which  belonged  originally 
to  the  Penn  fv^mily  and  afterwards  vested  in  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth,  have  been  awarded  as 
occasion  demanded.  This  great  institution  has  made 
Philadelphia  the  centre  of  medical  skill  and  learninjr. 
The  first  degrees  in  medicine  were  granted  as  early  as 
June,  17()8,  and  those  who  received  those  degrees  were 
the  first  graduates  in  medicine  in  America.  The  Uni- 
versity has  established  departments  of  law,  chemistry, 
mineralogy,  geology  and  mining,  civil  and  mechanical 
engineering,  architecture,  music,  dentistry,  philoeophy, 
pedagogy,  veterinary  medicine,  and  it  has  the  Wharton 
School  of  Science  and  the  Towne  Scientific  School.  Hy 
the  wise  organization  of  this  institution,  all  of  its  fine 
equipment  is  brought  into  direct  relation  with  the 
common  school  system  of  the  State  and  makes  it  de 
serving  alike  with  the  common  schools  of  such  aassist- 
ance  as  the  State  can  afford  to  render.  The  State. 
which  appropriates  more  than  $6,0O0,0UU  annually  t(» 
common  schools,  normal  schools  and  general  education 
should  be  wise  enough  and  liberal  enough  to  well  pro- 
vide for  such  institutions  as  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, the  State  College  and  the  Western  University 
which  have  heretofore  received  State  aid,  and  wheiv 
poop  and  deserving  young  men  can  have  free  educa- 
tion of  the  highest  character.  While  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  has  been  liberally  endowed  by  tin' 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  its  recent  growth  has 
been  such  that  its  fixed  income  is  inadequate  to  its 
present  I'equirements  and  it  is  so  conspicuously  a  part 
of  the  great  educational  establishment  of  the  State, 
that  there  can  be  no  hesitation  in  saying  the  State  can 
hardly  render  itself  a  better  service  than  to  lend  it  a 
willing  and  helping  hand  on  all  proper  occasions.  It 
has  not  done  this  to  the  extent  that  would  have  been 
wall-anted  in  the  past,  but  it  should  be  a  part  of  the 
settled  policy  of  the  ('ommonwealth  for  the  future.  I 
should  have  been  glad  to  have  approved  the  entir-? 
amount  of  the  appropriation  at  this  time  had  the  con- 
dition of  the  public  finances  been  such  as  to  justify  it.

To  provide  revenue  and  regrulate  the  sale  of  malt,  brewed, 
vinous  and  spirituous  liquors  or  any  admixture  thereof,  by 
requiring?  and  authorizing:  licenses  to  be  taken  out  by 
brewers,  distillf^rs,  wholesalers,  bottlers,  rectifiers,  com- 
pounders, storeKeepers  and  agents,  having  a  store,  office  or 
place  of  business  within  this  Commonwealth,  prescribing 
the  amount  of  license  fees  to  be  paid  in  such  cases,  and  by 
imposing  an  additional  license  fee  on  retail  dealers  in  in- 
toxicating liquors. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  cfcc,  That  all  wholesale 
dealers,  brewers,  distillers,  rectifiers,  compounders, 
bottlei^e,  storekeepers  and  agents,  having  stores  or 
ofl9c(^  within  this  Commonwealth,  dealing  in  intoxica- 
ting liquors,  either  spirituous,  vinous,  malt  or  brewed, 
shall  pay  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth  for  each 
separate  store,  brewery,  distillery,  rectifying,  com- 
pounding or  bottling  establishment  or  agency,  an  an- 
nual license  fee  to  be  ascertained  and  fixed  as  follows: 

Each  brewer,  the  annual  production  of  whose  brew- 
ery in  the  preceding  year  waa  less  than  one  thousand 
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barrels,  shall  annually  be  required  to  pay  a  license  fee 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Each  brewer,  the  annual  production  of  whose  brew- 
ery in  the  preceding  year  was  more  than  one  thousand 
barrels  and  less  than  two  thousand  barrels,  shall  be 
required  to  pay  annually  a  license  fee  of  three  hundred 
dollars.

All  new  distilleries  and  breweries  established  and 
located  in  any  part  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  pay 
a  license  fee  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  first  year. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  brewer  or  distiller  to  file 
with  his  application  an  aflidavit,  setting  forth  the  num- 
ber of  baorels  of  vinous,  spirituous,  malt  or  brewed 
liquors  distilled  or  brewed  by  him  during  the  year  pre- 
ceding that  for  whi-ch  a  license  is  desired,  or  produce 
such  other  evidence  as  the  court  or  State  Treasurer 
may  rt^quire  as  to  the  quantity  of  vinous,  spirituous, 
malt  or  brewed  liquors  manufactured  by  the  applicant 
during  the  preceding  ye«ir,  in  order  that  the  court  or 
State  Treasurer  may  fix  the  amount  of  the  license  as 
provided  in  this  act.  If  the  applicant  makes  a  false 
statement  of  the  number  of  barrels  manufactured  dur- 
ing the  preceding  year,  it  sihall  be  the  duty  of  the  Stacc 
or  county  treasurer  to  petition  the  proper  court,  set- 
ting forth  the  false  return  made  by  such  appli<5ant; 
whereupon  said  court  shall,  after  due  notice  and  full 
hearing  to  all  parties  in  interest,  revoke  said  license, 
imless  the  applicant  can  satisfy  the  court  that  he 
noted  in  good  faith  in  making  his  affidavit,  and  shall 
pay  to  the  county  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Common- 
wealth the  proper  amount.  That  hereafter  any 
brewer  of  malt  or  brewed  liquors  within  this  Common- 
wealth, upon  paying  faito  the  State  Treasury  for  the 
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use  of  the  Commonwealth  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  annually,  shall  be  licensed  by  the  State  Treas- 
urer to  sell  and  deliver,  but  only  to  liquor  dealers  li- 
censed by  the  courts,  the  malt  or  brewed  liquors  manu- 
factured at  said  brewery  in  packages  of  not  less  than 
twelve  pint  bottles,  or  in  casks  of  not  less  than  one- 
eighth  barrel:  Provided  however,  That  any  indi- 
vidual, firm  or  corporation  operating  more  than  one 
brewery,  shall  pay  for  each  separate  brewery  so  oper- 
ated the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  annually:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  State  Treas- 
urer shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount  required  to  be 
paid  under  the  brewers'  classification,  according  to 
amount  of  product  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  and 
upon  payment  of  said  sum  into  the  State  Treasury,  the 
State  Treasurer  shall  issue  a  license  as  aforesaid  whicb 
shall  be  framed  and  exposed  to  view  in  said  brewerj*. 

Distillers  and  brewers  shall  be  permitted  to  deliver 
their  product  within  the  county  where  the  license  is 
granted  and  all  wagons  used  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
livering spirituous,  malt  or  brewed  liquors,  or  any  ad- 
mixture thereof,  shall  have  marked  on  the  side  thereof 
the  name  of  the  licensee,  and  the  number  of  his  license, 
in  letters  and  figures  not  less  than  four  inches  in 
length. 

Each  bottler  or  bottling  establishment  shall  pay  for 
the  use  of  the  Commonwealth  an  annual  license  fee  as 
follows:  In  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars;  in  cities  of  the  third  class 
and  all  other  cities,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars;  in  boroughs  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  and  in  townships  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars. 

Each  wholesale  dealer  in  vinous,  spirituous  malt  or 
brewed  liquors,  or  any  admixture  thereof,  shall  pay 
for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth  an  annual  license 
fee  as  follows:  Tn  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes, 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars;  in  cities  of  the  third 
class  and  all  other  cities,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars; in  boroughs,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and 
in  townships,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Each  rectifier,  compounder,  storekeeper  or  agent  not 
included  in  the  classification  for  license  purposes  here- 
inbefore set  out,  and  who  has  a  store,  office  or  place 
of  business  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall  pay  for  the 
use  of  the  Commonwealth  an  annual  license  fee,  as 
follows:  Tn  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes,  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  in  cities  of  the  third 
class,  and  all  other  cities,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars;  in  boroughs,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars, 
and  in  townships  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

All  of  the  license  fees  hereinbefore  fixed  and  regu- 
lated shall  be  collected  by  tTie  treasurer  of  the  proper 
county  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  except  as 
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hereinbefore  provided,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  county 
treasurer  to  the  State  Treasurer  for  said  use  within 
ninety  days  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  thereof. 

This  act  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  in  any  man- 
ner repeal  or  conflict  with  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 
providing  that  the  manufacturers  who  shall  pay  a  cer- 
tain sum  annually  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Common- 
wealth shall  sell  only  malt  or  brewed  liquors  of  their 
own  manufacture  to  dealers  only  who  have  been  li- 
censed by  the  court,"  approved  the  twenty-first  day  of 
June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven.  Except  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  to 
the  State  Treasurer  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount

designated  by  him,  one  of  which  may  bo  printed  in 
the  German  language,  a  list  containing  the  names  of 
nil  such  applicants,  their  respective  residences,  and  the 
place  for  which  application  is  made;  and  the  cost  of 
publication  shall  not  exceed  the  usual  rates  charged 
by  such  newspapers;  the  first  publication  shall  not  be 
less  than  fift(Km  nor  more  than  twenty-five  days  before 
the  time  fixed  by  the  court:  Provided,  The  amount 
to  be  paid  for  such  advertisement  shall  not,  in  the 
aggregate,  exceed  the  five  dollars  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion to  be  paid  by  such  applicant  for  expenses. 

Section  4.  Section  one  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
restrain  and  regulate  the  sale  of  vinous  and  spirituous, 
malt  or  brewed  liquors,  or  any  admixture  thereof  hv 
wholesale,"  approved  the  ninth  day  of  June,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one;

All  of 
which  sums  herein  appropriated  shall  be  paid  on  the 
warrant  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.

For  the  payment  of  expenses  incurred 
by  the  Gettysburg  Battlefield  Monumental  Aaeocia 
tion  in  the  dedication  of  the  equestrian  statues  of 
Majors  General  George  G.  Meade  and  Winfield  S.  Han 
cock,  upon  the  battlefield  of  Gettysburg,  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  or  so  mudi  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary;  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  i\w 
Auditor  General  upon  the  presentation  of  speoificaJly 
itemized  vouchers  certified  to. and  approved  by  tk 
chairman  of  said  aRsoc^iation. 

Section  37.  For  the  payment  of  Joseph  Wyatt,  8*»r 
geant-at-arms  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  ex 
penses  incident  to  the  service  of  writs  for  special  eleo 
tion  held  in  the  Fifteenth  Legislative  district  of  Phila 
d(»lphia,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Honorable  Walton  Pennewill,  the  sum  of  forty-thrf« 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary;  and  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  inri 
dent  to  the  servi^ce  of  writs  for  special  election  held  ic 
Fulton  county,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  deatli 
of  Honorable  P.  McOauley  Cook,  the  sum  of  eightv 
two  dollars  and  thirty  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  aj< 
may  be  necessary,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  General  upon  the  presentation  of  specifically 
itemized  vouchers  approved  by  him. 

Soction  38.  For  the  payment  of  the  expenses  al 
i-eady  incurred  or  to  be  hereafter  incurred  by  the  joint 
committee  of  the  Senate  and  House,  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Assembly  approved  tin* 
twenty-first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundn'd 
and  ninety-five,  to  ascertain  the  best  methods  of  utilis- 
ing convict  labor  in  the  institutions  of  Pennsylvania, 
so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  legitimate  industries, 
and  continued  by  concurrent  resolution  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven, 
the  sura  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  a? 
may  be  neicessary;  to  be  paid  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  General  upon  the  presentation  of  specifically 
itemized  vouchers  approved  by  the  chairman  of  saitl 
committee. 

Section  39.  For  tlie  purchase  of  the  portrait  of  th«' 
Honorable  Thaddeus  Stevens,  painted  by  Matthew 
Wilson,  and  to  be  placed  in  the  Executive  Department, 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  so  muoli 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant 
of  the  Auditor  General  upon  the  presentation  of  the 
proper  voucher. 

Section  40.  For  the  payment  of  the  funeral  ex 
penses  of  the  late  William  H.  Cassin,  ex-member  of  the 
House  of  lU^presentatives,  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
and  one  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  or  so  mucih  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the 
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Auditor  General,  drawn  in  favor  of  the  chairman  of 
the  committee,  Milton  W.  Kerkeslager,  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  committee  appointed  bj  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  arranging  for  the  funeral,  upon 
the  presentation  of  specifically  itemized  and  receipted 
vouchers  approved  by  the  Auditor  General  and  State 
Treasurer. 

Section  41.  For  the  payment  of  the  funeral  ex- 
fK^nses  of  the  late  Hon.  D.  D.  Phillips,  ex-member  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  from  the  Second  Legis- 
lative district,  Schuylkill  county,  for  the  session  of  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  the  sum  of 
six  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  or 
80  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary;  to  be  paid  on  the 
warrant  of  the  Auditor  General,  drawn  in  favor  of  the 
i^ergeant-at-arms,  E.  C.  M.  Rawlins,  who  was  in  charge 
of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives in  arranging  for  the  funeral,  upon  the  presen- 
tation of  spedfically  itemized  and  receipted  vouchers, 
approved  by  the  Auditor  General  and  State  Treas- 
urer. 

Section  42.  For  the  payment  of  T.  L.  Eyre,  sergeant- 
sit-arms  of  the  Senate,  session  of  one  thousand  eight 
liundred  and  ninety-seven,  for  expenses  incident  to  the 
service  of  writ  for  special  election  held  in  the  Sixth 
Senatorial  district  of  Pennsylvania  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Hon.  Boies  Penrose,  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  nec- 
c'ssary;  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral upon  the  presentation  of  specifically  itemized 
vouchers  approved  by  him. 

Section  43.  For  the  payment  of  clerical  and  other 
expenses  required  to  be  perfonued  by  the  Auditor 
Oeneral  to  furthei*  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
the  concurrent  resolution  of  the  Legislature  passed 
.Inne  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
ftve,  relative  to  House  bill  number  two  hundred  and 
thirty-nine,  known  as  the  tax  conference  revenue  bill, 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  two  fiscal 
yejirs  ending  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary. 

Section  44.  For  the  payment  of  the  necessary  ex- 
|)enses,  clericiil  assistance  and  stenographic  work  of 
the  committee  created  by  resolution  approved  Febru- 
ary eight,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  to  investigate  the  management  of  the  State 
Treasury  and  Auditor  General's  department,  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars 
and  eighty-one  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
General  on  the  presentation  of  vouchers  certified  to 
^.v  the  chaii"man  of  the  said  committee. 
Sei*tiou  45.     To  (Tiarles  Ettla  for  car  fare  and  ser 
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vices  as  secretary  of  the  joint  committee  to  investigate 
the  Eastern  and  Western  Penitentiaries,  the  sum  of 
four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  eighty  cents;  and 
a  like  sum  to  George  Baker  for  like  expenses,  and  for 
serAices  as  doorkeeper  of  said  committee,  to  be  paid 
ilpon  the  waiTant  of  the  Auditor  General  upon  the 
presentation  of  specifically  itemized  vouchers  ap- 
proved by  the  chairman  of  said  committee. 

Section  46.  The  sum  of  sixty  dollars  is  hereby 
specifically  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  re-im- 
bursing  Jacob  M.  Kepler,  fornierly  of  Forest  county, 
now  of  Pine  Grove  Mills,  Centre  county,  Pennsylvania, 
for  State  tax  erroneously  paid  upon  a  mortgage  held 
by  him  against  the  Salmon  Creek  Lumber  and  Mining 
Company  of  Forest  county,  for  the  years  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-one  to  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-four,  inclusive  This  amount  to 
be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  General  in  the  usual  manner. 

Section  47.  For  the  payment  of  the  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  delegates,  appointed  by  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  to  Coast  Defense  Congress,  that 
met  in  the  city  of  Tampa,  Florida,  on  the  seventeenth 
day  of  January,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  b<» 
paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  out  of 
any  money  in  tJie  treasury  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated.

State  Department. 

The  item  in  section  two  which  provides  as  follows: 
"For  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  night  watch- 
man, two  years,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary." 
This  item  is  disapproved  because  it  appears  twice 
among  the  appropriations  to  the  State  Department, 
ovidentlv  bv  mistake. 


Attorney  General's  Department. 

The  item  in  section  two  wliich  provides  as  follows: 
"For  the  payment  of  the  Attorney  General  for  ser- 
vices as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Accounts, 
two  years,  the  sura  of  one  thousand  two  hnndred  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary." 

This  item  is  disapproved  at  the  request  of  the  At- 
torney General.  The  same  having  been  inserted  with- 
out his  knowledge. 
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Department  of  Internal  Affairs. 

The  item  in  section  two  wbich  provides  as  follows: 
"For  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Sux)erintend- 
ent  of  the  Bureau  of  Railways,  a  position  created  by 
the  act  of  one  thousand  eigiht  hundred  and  ninety-five, 
and  for  which  no  appropriation  was  then  made,  one 
thousand  dollars  for  each  of  the  two  years  ending 
June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,"  and  the  following  item  in  the  said  section, 
which  provides,  as  follows:  "For  the  x)ayment  of  the 
salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Rail- 
ways, one  thousand  dollars  for  each  of  the  two  years 
ending  June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-nine." 

These  itema  are  disapproved.  The  first  item  appro- 
priates a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Bureau  of  Railways  for  the  year  1895, 
and  also  for  the  year  1896.  This  increase  of  salary  is 
sought  to  be  made  for  services  already  rendered  and 
the  increase  for  the  years  1897  and  1898  is  without 
warrant  or  authority  of  law,  because  there  is  no  act  of 
Assembly  authorizing  such  appropriation.  By  act  of 
Assembly  approved  18th  of  April,  1895,  the  Deputy 
Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  is  required  to  act  in  the 
capacity  of  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Railways 
of  said  department,  and  his  salary  is  fixed  at  |3,000 
per  annum.  Prdor  to  that  time  the  salary  of  the  Dep- 
irty  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  was  J2,300  per  year, 
by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Assembly  approved  May  2ud, 
IW,  which  act  increased  the  salary  from  f  1,800  to 
12.300.  The  act  of  1895  imposing  the  duties  of  Super- 
intendent of  the  Bureau  of  Railways  upon  the  Deputy 
Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  increased  the  annual 
salary  |700,  presumably  because  of  the  added  duties. 

Public  Grounds  and  Buildings. 

The  item  of  section  two  which  provides  as  folows:     > 
"For  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  two  elevator  men 
(each  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum),  two  years,  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary." 

Some  doubt  exists  as  to  the  power  of  the  Executive 
to  approve  part  of  one  item  of  an  appropriation  bill. 
The  item  under  consideration  appropriates  f900  per 
annum  to  each  of  two  elevator  men.  Inasmuch  as  the 
burning  of  the  State  Capitol  building  has  left  but  on«» 
elevator  in  the  public  buildings  there  is  necessity  for 
hnt  one  elevator  man.  1,  therefore,  withhold  my  ap- 
proval of  the  appropriation  of  the  salary  of  ^900  per 
annum  to  one  elevator  man. 

Harbor  Officers,  Philadelphin. 
The  item  in  section  two  which  provides  as  follows: 
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**For  the  oonstruction  of  a  new  quarantine  boat  to 
be  built  of  iron  or  steel  and  to  contain  sleeping  roonia 
and  accommodations  for  the  crew  and  fire  extinguish- 
ing apparatus  adequate  for  the  protection  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  quarantine  station,  and  to  be  so  built  that 
it  may  hereafter  be  equipped  with  disinfecting  appara- 
tus, the  sum  of  twenty^five  thousand  -dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary." 

This  item  is  disapproved  because,  in  myi  judgment, 
the  necessity  does  not  at  present  exist  for  the  expen- 
diture of  such  a  large  sum  of  money  for  a  quarantine 
boat 

Superior  Court. 

The  item  in  section  three  which  provides  as  follows: 
**For  the  payment  oi  William  K.  Taylor,  crier,  and 
John  T.  Comly,  Samuel  Collins  and  Daniel  Ahem,  tip- 
staves, for  services  rendered  during  the  year  ending 
May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine- 
ty-seven, the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary." 

This  item  is  disapproved  because  the  General  As- 
sembly of  1895  made  appropriation  for  the  payment  of 
the  crier  and  tipstaves  of  the  Superior  Court  up  to 
May  31st,  1897.  These  officers  accepted  the  compensa- 
tion and  performed  their  duties  at  the  salary  provided 
by  law.  The  approval  of  this  item  would  be  paying 
them  for  services  already  performed  under  contract 
made  previous  to  their  entering  upon  their  duties. 

Ivegislative  Department. 
Senate. 

The  item  in  section  four  which  provides  as  follows: 
"For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and 
employes  of  the  Senate  (except  librarian,  watchman 
and  pages),  the  sum  of  fifty-four  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary." 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  Sen- 
ate are  fixed  by  law  and  the  amount  to  be  appropri- 
ated by  the  General  Assembly  is  controlled  by  pre- 
vious legislation,  and  cannot  be  clianged  except  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive.  The  appropriation 
contained  in  this  item  is  for  the  payment  of  the  sal- 
aries of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  Senate,  the 
•sura  of  fifty-four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  dollars  f?54,976.00).  I  have  been  furnished  by  the 
State  Treasurer  with  a  detailed  statement  containuiji: 
the  names  of  all  these  officers  and  employes,  with  their 
compensation  and  mileage  authorized  by  law,  and  I  find 
the  amount  to  be  forty-seven  thousjind  seven  hundred 
and  ten  dollars  ($47,710.00).  or  seven  thousand  two 
iuindred  and  sixty-six  dollars  ($7,266.00)  less  than  the 
sum    appropriated.      This    difference    represents    the 
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amount  appropriated  for  such  officers  and  employes  as 
are  not  authorized  by  law,  and  to  that  extent  this 
would  be  an  unlawful  appropriation  of  the  public 
funds. 

The  Constitution  authorizes  the  Executive  to  disap 
prove  any  item  in  an  appropriation  bill,  and  I  am  con- 
fronted with  the  question  whether  the  officers  and  em- 
ployes who  are  in  the  aggregate  entitled  to  the  sum  of 
forty-seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ten  dollars 
(147,710.00)  are  to  be  deprived  of  what  the  law  gives 
them  because  of  the  fact  that  the  item  contains  the. 
siun  of  seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-six 
dollars  (17,266.00)  for  persons  not  legally  entitled  to  re- 
ceive compensation.  To  disapprove  the  item  would 
work  great  injustice  to  those  entitled  to  their  salaries, 
and  still  greater  injustice  to  the  State  Treasurer,  who 
has  already  paid  the  officers  and  employes  the  salaries 
to  which  they  were  legally  entitled. 

Section  10,  Article  HE,  of  the  Constitution  provides 
that  "The  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe  by  law 
the  number,  duties  and  compensation  of  the  officers 
and  employes  of  each  House,  and  no  payment  shall 
be  made  from  the  State  Treasury,  or  be  in  auy  way 
authorized,  to  any  person  except  to  an  acting  officer 
or  employe  elected  or  appointed  in  pursuance  of  law." 

This  section  provides  in  express  language  that  "no 
payment  shall  be  made  from  the  State  Treasury  ♦  ♦  ♦ 
except  to  an  acting  officer  or  employe  elected  or  ap- 
pointed in  pursuance  of  law,"  but  there  is  a  clear  im- 
plication that  the  State  Treasurer  may  pay  such  offi- 
cers and  employes  as  have  been  provid^  for  by  law 
and  their  compensation  fixed.  This  the  State  Treas- 
urer has  done  and  I  think  was  clearly  authorized  so  to 
do.  The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  without 
Executive  approval,  possess  no  power  to  appropriate, 
as  compensation  to  their  officers  and  emiployes,  any 
sum  of  money  not  authorized  by  statute,  and  to  the 
extent,  therefore,  that  the  appropriation  exceeds  the 
legal  salaries  and  compensation  of  the  .officers  and 
employes  of  the  Senate  it  is  illegal  and  cannot  receive 
my  approval. 

My  predecessor  in  office,  in  considering  the  General 
Appropriation  bill  of  1885,  wherein  a  similar  item  ap- 
l>eared,  amongst  other  things,  said: 

**The  sum  named  is  in  excess  of  such  salaries  as  are 
fixed  by  law.  I  approve  of  the  item  for  salaries  and 
disapprove  of  the  excess  of  appropriation  above  the 
salaries." 

The  question  as  to  Executive  power  is  not  free  from 
difficulty,  but  I  am  of  opinion  that,  because  the  legis- 
lation now  upon  the  statute  books  limits  the  power  of 
the  General  Assembly  to  the  appropriation  of  only 
so  much  as  is  authorized,  and  requires  such  appropria- 
tion, the  General   Assembly  and  the  Executive  are 
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bound  b.v  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  and  that  ther 
powers  and  mine  must  be  controlled  thereby.  As  to 
the  amount  in  excess  of  the  legal  salaries  of  the  officers 
and  employes,  it  must  be  regarded  as  unauthorized  and 
Tinlawful.  The  matter  imder  consideration  does  not 
present  a  case  where  there  may  be  an  exercise  of 
legislative  judgment  as  to  the  amount  to  be  appropri- 
ated, in  which  case  it  would  be  the  clear  duty  of  the 
Executive  to  approve  or  disapprove  the  entire  itan, 
but  it  presents  the  case  of  an  aippropriation  where  the 
.  amount  is  controlled  by  pre-existing  law,  binding  alike 
upon  the  General  Assembly  and  the  Executive. 

As  to  the  item  under  consideration,  having  obtained 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  amount  to  which  the  offi- 
cers and  employes  of  the  Senate  are  entitled,  to  wit: 
the  sum  of  forty-seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ten  dollars  (147,710.00),  to  that  amount  this  item  is  ap- 
proved, and  as  to  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six  dollars  (f7,266.00),  it  is  disapproved. 
Also  the  item  which  provides  as  follows: 
"For  payment  to  the  chief  clerk  of  the  Senate  for 
the  payment  of  the  salary  of  a  janitor  and  keeping 
in  order  the  apartments  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
two  years,  at  four  hundred  dollars  each  year,  the  sum 
of  eight  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary." 

The  destrufction  of  the  Capitol  building  by  fire  de- 
stroyed the  apartments  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
and  until  they  are  replaced  the  services  of  a  janitor 
will  not  be  necessary. 
Also  the  item  which  provides  as  follows: 
"For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  one  watchman, 
at  three  dollars  per  day,,  and  the  pages  at  two  dollars 
per  day  for  the  time  actually  employed  as  provided  by 
law,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary." 

The  payment  of  the  salary  of  one  watchman  at  three 
dollars  per  day,  according  to  the  itemized  bill  fur- 
nished me  by  the  chief  clerk  of  the  Senate,  is  for  seven 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  days,  at  three  dollars  per 
day,  or  $2,184.00.  Tliis  contemplates  the  employment 
of  a  watchman  at  three  dollai's  per.  day  at  the  chon*h 
formerly  occupied  by  the  Legislature  until  the  first 
of  January,  1809.  There  is  no  necessity  for  such  a 
watchman,  and  therefore,  this  item,  so  far  as  it  relates 
to  the  watchman,  is  disapproved.  So  much  of  the 
item  as  relates  to  the  pay  of  the  pages  is  approved.  • 
Also  the  item  which  provides  as  follows: 
"For  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  an  engineer  of  the 
Capitol  building  for  the  time  actually  employed  during 
the  recess  ending  the  first  Tuesday  in  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  as  provided 
by  law,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary." 


And  also  the  item  which  provides  as  follows: 
*Tor  the  paj^ment  of  the  salary  of  the  cellar  fireman 
of  the  Senate  for  the  time  actually  employed  during 
the  recess  ending  the  first  Tuesday  in  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  as  provided 
by  law,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary," 

These  last  two  items  are  disapproved  because  the 
Capitol  building  having  been  dc^stroyed  by  fire,  there 
will  be  no  necessity  for  an  engineer  or  a  cellar  fireman 
antil  the  same  is  rebuilt. 
Also  the  item  which  provides  as  follows: 
**To  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Senate  for  the  payment 
of  Lucius  Rogers  for  services  as  clerk  to  the  Senate 
Appropriations  Committee  during  the  session  of  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars." 

This  item  is  disapproved  because  payment  for  these 
services  is  provided  for  in  a  previous  item  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

House  of  Representatives. 

The  item  in  section  four,  which  provides  as  follows: 
"For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  officers  and  em- 
ployes of  the  House  (except  resident  clerk,  watchman 
and  pages),  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  four  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
Deceawiry." 

For  the  reasons  set  forth  in  my  disapproval  of  a 
like  item  in  this  bill,  providing  for  an  apipropriation 
for  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  Sen- 
ate, I  approve  of  this  item,  the  sum  of  sixty-three  thou- 
sand and  fifty-four  dollars  (|63,054),  and  disapprove 
of  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  (f  12,850).  The  amount  approved  represents 
the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  House 
of  R^resentatives  authorized  by  law,  and  the  amount 
disapproved  represents  the  salaries  of  such  officers 
and  employes  as  are  not  provided  for  by  any  act  of 
Assembly. 
Also  the  item  which  provides  as  follows: 
"For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  one  watchman 
at  three  dollars  per  day  and  the  pages  at  two  dollars 
per  day  for  the  time  actually  employed  and  mileage, 
the  sura  of  eleven  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
three  dollars  and  sixty  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary." 

The  payment  of  the  salary  of  one  watchman  at 
$3.00  per  day,  according  to  the  itemized  bill  fur- 
nished me  by  the  chief  clerk  of  the  House,  is  for  seven 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  days,  at  J3.00  per  day,  or 
12,184.00.  This  contemplates  the  employment  of  a 
watchman,  at  |3.00  per  day,  at  the  church  formerly 
occupied  by  the  Legislature  until  the  first  of  Janu- 
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ury,  185)9.  There  is  no  necessity  for  such  a  watchman 
and,  therefore,  this  item,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  tin* 
w<atchman,  Is  disapproved,  but  in  so  far  as  it  rehitesto 
the  salaries  of  the  pages  it  is  approved. 

Also  the  item  which  provides  as  follows: 

*'For  tlie  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  cellar  firemau 
for  the  time  actually  employed  during  the  recess  end 
ing  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  as  provided  by  law,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary." 

This  item  is  disapproved  because  there  being  no 
Capitol  building,  no  cellar  fireman  will  be  necessary 
until  after  the  ertHJtion  of  a  new  Capitol  building. 

Also  the  item  which  provides  as  follows: 

"For  the  payment  of  Henry  Huhn  for  services  as 
clerk  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  of  the  House  duriiijj 
the  session  of  one  thous4ind  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars." 

This  item  is  disapproved  because  the  beneficiary  was 
the  Speaker's  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  un 
der  a  salary  fixed  by  act  of  Assembler  and  is,  there 
fore,  not  entitled  to  extra  compensation. 

Also  the  item  which  provides  as  follows: 

"For  the  payment  of  Jno.  Harner,  janitor  of  the 
Supreme  Court  rooms,  for  services  rendered  to  the 
several  committees  of  the  House  during  the  session  of 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  for  services  rendered  U^ 
the  several  investigating  committees,  Ways  and  Mean^ 
and  other  committees  of  the  House  during-  the  session 
of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  thr 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
General  upon  presentation  of  proper  vouchers." 

This  item  is  disapproved  because  the  first  of  these 
appropriations,  to  wit:  the  sum  appropriating  flOO 
for  services  rendered  in  1895,  having  been  placed  in 
the  general  appropriation  bill  of  that  year  and  the 
claim  having  been  set  forth  for  services  rendered 
to  caucuses  of  members  of  the  House,  the  sura  was 
vetoed  upon  the  ground  that  services  rendered  by 
a  janitor  to  party  caucuses  should  not  be  paid  out 
of  public  funds.  T  see  no  reason  for  changing  this 
decision,  and  as  to  the  remaining  appropriation  of  f  100 
in  this  item,  it  is  also  disapproved  for  the  reason*  that 
there  is  no  warrant  or  authority  of  law  for  such  an 
appropriation. 

The  item  in  section  seven,  which  provides  as  fol 
lows: 

"For  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  Josiah  Higgins  as 
janitor  in  the  basement  of  the  Executive  building  dur- 
ing the  recess  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  day  for 
;he  time  actually  employed  in  keeping  in  order  the 
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bath-room  in  the  basement  of  the  Executive  building 
for  the  use  of  the  several  departments,  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  settled  monthly  by 
the  Auditor  General  on  the  certificate  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings." 

This  item  is  disapproved,  because,  in  my  judgment, 
there  is  no  necessity  for  paying  the  sum  of  f3.00  per 
day  for  keeping  in  order  the  bath-room  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Executive  building. 

Section  thirty-two,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"For  the  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  and  re- 
maining unpaid  by  the  joint  committee  authorized  by 
joint  resolution  approved  the  twentieth  day  of  Febru- 
ary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and 
for  balance  due  H.  I.  Goodman  for  clerk  hire,  and 
stenographic  services  performed  in  the  investigations 
made  and  the  preparation  of  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee appointed  to  ascertain  the  number  of  foreign  un- 
naturalized paupers  now  quartered  upon  the  Common- 
wealth, the  sum  of  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be 
paid  upon  the  presentation  of  proper  vouchers  certified 
to  by  the  chairman  of  said  committee  and  approved  by 
the  Auditor  General." 

This  committee  was  created  under  the  authority  of  a 
concurrent  resolution,  approved  20th  day  of  February, 
A.  D.  1895,  and  the  sum  of  |3,000,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  might  be  necessary,  was  then  appropriated  for  the 
payment  of  the  committee's  expenses.  The  section  be- 
fore me,  if  it  should  become  a  law,  would  appropriate 
an  additional  sum  of  |2,150  for  the  same  purpose.  The 
committee  was  not  authorized  to  expend  a  larger  sum 
than  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly which  gave  them  the  power  and  authority  to  make 
the  investigation,  and,  therefore.  I  withhold  my  ap- 
proval. 

Section  thirty-eight  which  provides  as  follows: 

"For  the  payment  of  the  expenses  already  incurred 
or  to  be  hereafter  incurred  by  the  joint  committee  of 
the  Senate  and  House  appointed  under  the  provisions 
of  an  act  of  Assembly  approved  the  twenty-first  day  of 
May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  to 
ascertain  the  best  methods  of  utilizing  convict  labor 
in  the  institutions  of  Pennsylvania  so  as  not  to  inter- 
fere with  the  legitimate  industries,  and  continued  by 
concurrent  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  one  thou 
sand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  the  sum  of  flvf 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, to  be  paid  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral upon  the  presentation  of  specifically  itemized 
vouchers,  approved  bv  the  chairman  of  said  commit- 
tee.'' 

This  item  is  disapproved  because  Senate  bill  No. 
33  Laws 
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(527,  approved  July  2Gth,  1897,  makes  specific  appro- 
priation for  the  same  sum  as  set  forth  in  this  section 
and  for  the  same  purpose. 

Section  thirty-nine,  which  provides  as  follows: 

**For  the  purchase  of  the  portrait  of  the  Honorable 
Thaddeus  Stevens,  painted  by  Matthew  Wilson  and 
to  be  placed  in  the  Executive  Department,  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  General  upon  the  presentation  of  the  proper 
voucher." 

This  item  is  disapproved  because  the  State  already 
owns  a  fine  portrait  of  the  late  Thaddeus  Stevens,  and 
this  appropriation  is  therefore  considered  unneces- 
sary. 

Sections  forty  and  forty-one,  which  provide,  reepec 
tively,  as  follows: 

"For  the  payment  of  the  funeral  expenses  of  the  late 
William  H.  (Mssin,  ex-member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  one  dollars 
and  fifty  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General 
drawn  in  favor  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  Mil- 
ton W.  Kerkeslager,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
arranging  for  the  funeral,  upon  the  presentation  of 
specifically  itemized  and  receipted  vouchers  approved 
by  the  Auditor  General  and  State  Treasurer." 

"For  the  payment  of  the  funeral  expenses  of  the  late 
Hon.  D.  D.  Phillips,  ex-member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives from  the  Second  Legislative  district,  Schuyl- 
kill county,  for  the  session  of  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven,  the  sum  of  six. hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary',  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  General  drawn  in  favor  of  the  sergeant-at- 
arms,  E.  C.  M.  Rawlins,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
arranging  for  the  funeral  upon  the  presentation  of  spe- 
cifically itemized  and  receipted  vouchers  approved  by 
the  Auditor  General  and  State  Treasurer." 

The  late  William  H.  Cassin  was  a  member  of  the 
General  Assembly  during  the  years  1893  and  1894,  and 
the  late  D.  D.  Phillips  was  a  member  of  the  General 
Assembly  for  the  years  1885  and  1887,  inclusive,  but 
they  were  not  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  the  year  1897.  There  is  no  warrant  or  author- 
ity in  law  nor  in  precedent,  so  far  as  I  know,  for  the 
payment  of  the  funeral  expenses  of  ex-members  of  the 
General  Assembly  and,  therefore,  I  withhold  my  ap- 
proval of  these  two  sections. 

Section  forty-four  which  provides  as  follows: 

*Tor  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses,  clerical 
assistance  and  stenographic  work  of  the  committee 
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created  by  resolution  approved  February  eight,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven  to  investi- 
gate the  management  of  the  State  Treasury  and  Audi- 
tor General's  Department,  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
two  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and  eighty-one 
cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be 
paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  on  the 
presentation  of  vouchers  certified  to  by  the  chairman 
of  the  said  committee.'' 

This  section  is  disapproved  because  it  is  in  direct 
violation  of  section  15,  Article  III,  of  the  Constitution, 
which  provides  that  "The  general  appropriation  bill 
shall  embrace  nothing  but  appropriations  for  the  or- 
dinary expenses  of  the  Executive,  Legislative  and  Judi 
cial  Departments  of  the  Commonwealth,  interest  on 
the  public  debt  and  for  public  schools;  all  other  appro- 
priations shall  be  made  by  separate  bills,  each  embra- 
cing but  one  subject."  Furthermore  the  item  is  an  ap- 
propriation for  a  lump  sum,  not  itemized,  and  I  have 
no  information  concerning  the  items  making  up  the 
sum  appropriated. 

Section  forty-five  which  provides  as  follows: 

"To  Charles  Ettla  for  car  fare  and  services  as  secre- 
tary of  the  joint  committee  to  investigate  the  Eastern 
and  Western  Penitentiaries,  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  and  a  like  sum  to 
George  Baker  for  like  expenses  and  for  services  as 
door  keeper  of  said  committee,  to  be  paid  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  upon  the  presentation 
of  specifically  itemized  vouchers  approved  by  the  chair- 
man of  sjiid  committee." 

This  section  is  disapproved  because  it  is  in  violation 
of  section  15,  Article  IIT,  of  the  Constitution,  and  for 
the  additional  reason  that  compensation  is  given  to 
Charles  Ettla  and  George  Baker  by  a  provision  in 
Senate  bill  No.  626,  which  received  Executive  approval. 

Section  forty-six,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"The  sum  of  sixty  dollars  is  hereby  specifically  ap- 
propriated for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  Jacob  M. 
Kepler  formerly  of  Forest  county,  now  of  Pine  Grove 
Mills,  Centre  county,  Pennsylvania,  for  State  tax  er- 
roneously paid  upon  a  mortgage  held  by  him  against 
the  Salmon  Creek  Lumber  and  Mining  Company  of 
Forest  county  for  the  years  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one  to  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-four,  inclusive.  This  amount  to  be  paid 
by  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
General  in  the  usual  manner.^ 

This  section  is  disapproved  for  the  reason  that  I 
am  not  advised  as  to  whether  or  not  the  State  taxes 
paid  by  eTacob  M.  Kepler  were  erroneously  paid  by  him, 
and  for  the  further  reason  that  it  would  establish  a 
bad  precedent. 
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Section  forty-seven  which  provides  as  follows: 
"For  the  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  the 
delegates  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  CJommon- 
wealth  to  Coast  Defense  Congress  that  met  in  the 
city  Tampa,  Florida,  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  Janu- 
ary, Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  paid  on  the 
warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  out  of  any  monej  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated." 

This  section  is  disapproved  because  all  the  delegates 
to  the  Coast  Defense  Congress  were  notified  at  the 
time  of  their  appointment  that  no  compensation  either 
for  services  or  expenses  would  be  allowed,  the  position 
of  delegate  being  purely  an  honorary  one.

Section  nine,  which  appropriates  among  other  things 
♦  *  *  "for  the  support  of  education  by  making  an  ap- 
propriation to  the  several  State  NormaF  schools  organ- 
ized and  accepted  under  existing  laws,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars,  annually,  which 
said  sum  is  to  be  distributed  equally  among  the  thir- 
teen State  Normal  schools  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
for  the  education  of  teachers  in  the  Normal  schools, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars, 
annually,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to 
be  applied  under  the  same  conditions  and  under  the 
same  restrictions  as  are  set  forth  in  section  three  of 
the  general  appropriation  act,  approved  March  twenty- 
three,  one-  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven, 
provided  that  each  student  in  a  Normal  school  draw- 
ing an  allowance  from  the  State  must  receive  instruc- 
tion in  the  science  and  art  of  teaching  in  a  special 
class  devoted  to  that  object  for  the  whole  time  such 
allowance  is  drawn." 

The  thirteen  State  Normal  schools  sharing  in  this 
:ip|)roi>riation  have  each  filled  in  the  oflflce  of  the  State 
Treasurer  an  nbatcmcmt  of  |5,000  from  the  share  of 
the  appropriation  to  be  received  by  each  schoiri 
amounting  to  ?65,00().

No.  1. 

In  the  Sonate,  January  19,  1897. 

Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  in  Congress  a  bill 
(H.  R.  4339)  t^  establish  a  National  Military  Park  to 
eomniemorate  the  campaign,  siege  and  defense  of 
Vioksbnrg; 

And  Whereas,  The  operations  that  culminated  al- 
most simultaneously  at  Gettysburg  and  Vicksburg,  in 
July,  1863,  not  only  mark  the  turning  point  in  the  war 
of  the  Rebellion,  but  also  constitute  one  of  the  greatest 
epochs  in  the  history  of  our  country,  and  should  both 
be  commemorated  in  the  most  impressive  and  enduring 
manner  possible; 

And  Whereas,  The  establishment  of  a  National 
Military  Park  at  Vicksburg  will  be  a  most  fitting  and 
appropriate  monument  to  the  great  commander  whose 
genius  planned  these  operations  and  directed  them  to 
a  successful  issue; 

And  Whereas,  The  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  an 
especial  interest  in  this  line,  for  the  reason  that  of  her 
gallant  soldiers,  four  regiments  of  infantry  and  one 
battery  of  artillery,  participated  in  the  operations  it  is 
intended  to  commemorate; 

Therefore,  Resolved,  (if  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives concur,)  That  the  General  Assembly  of  Penn- 
sylvania ask  that  the  above-named  bill,  (H.  R.  4339,)  be 
parsed  during  this  session  of  Congress,  and  requests 
the  Senators  and  Members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  CJongress  from  Pennsylvania  to  labor  earnestly 
for  its  passage;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth is  hereby  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  this  reso- 
lution to  the  Senators  and  Members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  from  Pennsylvania,  to  the  Hon. 
Thomas  B.  Reed,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
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fives,  and  to  the  Han.  John  A.  T.  IIull,  chairman  of  the 
House  Committee  on  Military  Claims.

the  Iroquois  Indians  and  the  white  settlers  did  convey 
to  John  O'Bail,  Chief  Cornplanter  of  the  Seneca  In- 
dians, several  pieces  of  land,  among  which  was  three 
hundred  and  three  acres  situated  at  the  conflux  of 
Oil  creek  and  the  Allegheny  river,  in  what  is  known 
as  Venango  county.  The  same  was  surveyed  and  pat- 
ented to  Chief  Cornplanter,  his  heirs  and  assigns  for- 
ever, in  179o,  the  tract  being  known  under  the  title  of 
"The  Gift;" 

And  Whereas,  In  1818  the  said  Chief  Cornplanter 
was  inveigled  into  a  fraudulent  sale  by  one  William 
Kinnear  and  one  William  Connelly.  Said  Kinnear  and 
Connelly  paid  to  Chief  Cornplanter  the  sum  of 
$2,121.00  in  counterfeit  money  and  notes  for  said  trans- 
fer, and  said  Connelly  upon  being  called  to  account  bj 
Chief  Cornplanter  did  reconvey  his  undivided  one-half 
interest  in  said  tract  of  land;  and  said  Kinnear  was 
prosecuted,  judgment  was  rendered  against  him  in 
favor  of  Chief  Cornplanter,  which  documents  are  in 
the  possession  of  the  heirs  of  Chief  Cornplanter  and 
show  a  fraudulent  sale; 
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And  Whereas,  President  George  Washington,  on  praambieNo.s 
the  twenty-ninth  day  of  December,  seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  under  his  hand 
and  the  great  seal  of  the  United  ii^ates,  declares  that 
no  sale  of  lands  between  the  Indians  and  the  white  peo- 
ple could  be  concluded  without  the  sanction  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  said 
decree  being  countersigned  by  Thomas  Jefferson,  Sec- 
retary of  State  and  H.  Knox,  Secretary  of  War; 

And  WTiereas.  The  heirs  of  Chief  Complanter  do 
now  charge  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
in  not  protecting  the  uneducated  Indian  from  fraudu- 
lent sale  of  lands,  has  violated  the  declarations  of  the 
treaty  brought  about  by  Chief  Cornplanter  in  1789, 
and  the  many  professions  of  friendship  and  promises 
of  good  faith  subsequently  made  by  George  Washing- 
ton, President  of  the  United  States,  and  Thomas  Mif- 
flin, Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  we  the  heirs  of  Chief 
Cornplanter  do  hereby  declare  that  Chief  Complanter 
kept  his  faith  in  every  particular  with  the  treaty  obli- 
gations and  did  at  all  times  faithfully  preserve  the 
peace  between  the  Seneca  Indians  and  the  citizens  of 
Pennsylvania  during  the  troublesome  time  and  period 
of  history  in  which  the  Indians  largely  outnurabereii 
tlie  whites,  and  now,  in  1807,  we,  the  legal  descend- 
iuits  and  heirs  of  Chief  Cornplanter  do  appear,  through 
our  interperter,  Andrew  John,  before  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  do 
pray  that  the  joint  bodies  will  authorize  and  instruct 
the  Attorney  General  of  Pennsylvania  to  investigate 
:md  examine  into  the  question  of  title  of  the  lands 
known  and  described  in  the  above  preamble  as  "The 
Gift,"  and  instruct  the  Attorney  Geneml  to  do  his  ut- 
most in  securing  a  fair  and  equitable  settlement  as 
between  the  heirs  of  Chief  Cornplanter  and  the  present 
occupants  of  the  above  described  lands,  and  make  a  re- 
port as  to  the  result  of  said  investigation  to  this  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature.
